Island Indians permitted 
to enforce pollution laws 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A Vancouver 
Island Indian band has been given 
federal government permission to en¬ 
force its own pollution control bylaws, 
says the band's chief. 

One of the first targets of the regula¬ 
tions will be the Tahsis Co. pulp mill, 
part of which sits on the Mowachahl 
band's reserve near the central Island 
community of Gold River. 

Band chief Mary Johnson said that 
Indian Affairs Minister Jake'Epp has 
allowed three pollution bylaws the 
band enacted in September to pass 
into law. 

"We have finally gained control of 
our own reserve land,’’ she said in a 
news release. “Now we won’t have 
to wait for the provincial government

to stop pollution ... we will do it our¬ 
selves.” 

,She said the bylaw is the first of its 
kind to become federal law in Can¬ 
ada. 

The band has complained for sev¬ 
eral years about pollution from the 
mill, w hich now will be subject to the 
band's bylaws and penalties for viola¬ 
tions. 

The band will install devices to mon¬ 
itor dustfall, hydrogen sulphide, sul¬ 
phur dioxide and other emissions from 
the pulp mill. 


Johnson said a band member will be 
appointed enforcement officer and 
under the new bylaws, Tahsis or any 
other company or inuividual could be 
fined $100 a day or jailed for 30 days 
for each violation. Tahsis also could be 
forced to shut down its mill if it did not 
comply with the bylaws. 

However, Johnson said the band 
wants to deal (airly with the com¬ 
pany. 

"The band is prepared to deal with 
the company in a reasonable manner 
in order to clean up the pollution 
that’s endangering our health. This is 
not an action against the company, it’s 
a step taken to preserve the health and 
safety of our people.” 


Soviet super-sub 


TOKYO (UPI) — U.S. Defence Secre¬ 
tary Harold Brown said Saturday the So¬ 
viet Union has developed a new submarine 
superior to anything the United States 
now has. 

Brown told a news conference the new 
Russian warship can submerge to greater 
depths in the ocean and its torpedoes “can 
go deeper still.” 

He added that the new Soviet sub is not 


yet operational and has yet to prove its 
capabilities. 

Brown told the news conference the 
United States will respond to the Soviet 
buildup in the western Pacific with beefed 
up military capabilities in the region. 

“It is important for the U.S. and its 
allies to ensure that our forces are ade¬ 
quate” in the Pacific region. Brown said. 

He said U.S. air and naval forces will 
be expanded along with modernization pro¬ 
grams. 


FREDERICTON (CP) — Prime Mini.ster Clark 
made a strong plea for support from Canadians as he 
warned Saturday of “tough decisions” to be expected 
before Christmas on national oil prices and budgetary 
policy. 

Clark, in a campaign-style address to about 900 
party faithful at the annual meeting of the New 
Brunswick Progressive Conservative Association, 
said Canadians must be prepared to make “short¬ 
term sacrifices” for the long-term good. 

“Your government has decisions to make in the 
field of national energy policy and in budgetary 
policy; we have meetings with President Carter: we 
have a conference of first ministers; and we will be 
subordinating short-term considerations in all of 
those meetings for the longer-term interests of the 
country,” Clark said. 


'Good politics' to act 


“That i.s what we were 
elected to do and I believe It 
is good politics to .show that 
we are a party that is pre¬ 
pared to plan for the future 
of Canada and not duck the 
tough decisions that govern¬ 
ments arc elected to face.” 

Clark’s address followed a 
meeting Saturday with New 
Brunswick Premier Richard 
Hatfield. The premier said 
that although there have 
been reports the federal gov¬ 
ernment is considering an 
increase in gasoline prices in 
the range of 40 cents a gal¬ 
lon, “there was no discus¬ 
sion, as far as I'm con¬ 
cerned, of 40 cents.” 

Hatfield said the two oil- 
producing provinces of Al¬ 


berta and Saskatchewan and 
the major consuming prov¬ 
ince of Ontario will never 
agree on an oil-pricing 
policy. 

“I think (Clark) is going 
to have to make the decision 
and it’s his decision to make, 
or the federal government’s 
in any event,” Hatfield said 
in an interview. “But the 
provinces can’t complain 
they weren’t consulted, be¬ 
cause they have been.” 

The federal government 
has been negotiating with 
the provinces on planned in¬ 
creases in domestic oil 
prices next year. There have 
been reports the increase 
would be as much as $4 a 
barrel.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The federal government 
is deepiy concerned about high interest rates in 
housing and other areas.

Ombudsman calls 


for ^sunshine’ law 


VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia’s new 
ombudsman says there should be a freedom of infor¬ 
mation law for the province. 

Karl Friedman told a symposium in suburban 
Richmond Saturday that a so-called sunshine law 
would allow individuals to exercise their democratic 
right to resolve their own problems with the govern¬ 
ment. 

He also said one reason the former Liberal 
federal government did not move on a federal om¬ 
budsman’s bill is because some backbenchers were 
worried the ombudsman would interfere with con¬ 
stituents’ complaints. The bill has been drafted. 

Friedman said his office has been fairly busy and 
his staff overworked since the provincial office 
opened Oct. 1.

“What is sauce (or the 
goose is sauce for the 
gander nowadays,” said 
Lord Denning, 80, the 
presiding judge, who 
ruled that employee Ro¬ 
bert Jeremiah was a vic¬ 
tim of sex discrimination 
because he had to work 
on the shells while 
women did not. 

“Either women should 
be required to do their 
stint just like the men or 
the men should not be 
required to do it,” Den¬ 
ning said. 

Jeremiah, 49, a bache¬ 
lor who says he believes 
in equality between the 
sexes, said the ruling 
“justifies my belief in 
fair play.” 
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Judge urges ban on fruit spray 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A fed¬ 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency judge Saturday recom¬ 
mended the banning of all prod¬ 
ucts containing the pesticide 
DBCP, a popular fruit tree spray 
blamed for sterilizing male work¬ 
ers in California. The decision by 
Administrative Law Judge Gerald 
Harwood is subject to the approval 
of EPA administrator Douglas 
Costle. Costle will decide by Oct. 29 
whether to accept or reject the 
recommeiidaliuii in part or in 
full. 


DBCP—or dibromochloropro- 
pane—can cause sterility in male 
workers handling the chemical 
and is a potential cause of cancer, 
according to the judge’s decision. 

DBCP is use mainly on citrus 
crops and other tree fruits. The 
chemical formerly was used on 
about 20 different vegetables, but 
that use was suspended more than 
a year ago when high DCPB resi¬ 
due levels were found In the sur¬ 
rounding soil and water, according 
to Edwin Johnson, EPA deputy 


assistant administrator for pesti¬ 
cides. 

Residue of the chemical also has 
been found in fruit from trees 
treated with DCBP, “but the levels 
are not high enough for people to 
worry about," Johnson said. 

Interested parties have until 
Oct. 29 to file comments on the 
administrative law judge’s recom¬ 
mendation. 

Currently, there are no known 
substitutes for DBCP use on fruit 
trees, Johnson said. However, or¬ 
chards and citrus groves only 


spray every few years, usually in 
the spring, so the suspension may 
not affect growers immediately. 

If Costle accepts the suspension, 
then the long-term cancellation 
process, which would remove 
DCBP from production perman¬ 
ently, begins. “The suspension 
process is an immediate rem¬ 
edy, like a temporary restraining 
order," Johnson said. 

California Rural Legal Assis¬ 
tance, one of nine parties involved 
in the suspension case, has been 
trying to get DBCP banned for 
years.

El Salvador’s military junta 
rallies left, violence persists 


Colonist Wirt strvicts 

SAN SALVADOR —Guer¬ 
rillas staged isolated attacks 
in El Salvador on Saturday 
despite further support for 
the military-civilian junta 
from the Communist party 
and two leftist groups. 

A central bakery was set 
on fire with gasoline bombs 
by an unidentified group and 
residential areas in northern 
San Salvador were left with¬ 
out power after electricity 
cables were blown up near 
the National University. 

Also on Saturday, a mass 


anti-government demon¬ 
stration planned by the op¬ 
position was cancelled. 

“We are giving our sup¬ 
port to the junta because we 
believe it is going to fulfil its 
promises ... it opens a 
possibility of democratizing 
the country,” said Roberto 
Castellanos, a Communist 
party official. His party has 
been outlawed for more than 
30 years, but is regarded as 
an Influential force within 
the Salvadoran left. 

Castellanos said last Mon¬ 
day’s overthrow of Presi¬ 
dent Carlos Humberto Ro¬ 


mero would help the country 
“overcome the deep politi¬ 
cal, economic and social cri¬ 
sis it has been plunged into 
by almost 50 years of mili¬ 
tary governments.” 

Early Saturday, jittery 
soldiers unnerved by the 
sound of a tire blowout 
opened fire and hit the lux¬ 
ury Camino Real Hotel. One 
guest was reported slightly 
injured by flying glass. 

On Friday, the February 
2K Popular Leagues, a leftist 
group, and the People’s 
Revolutionary Army, a 
guerrilla organization, 


threw their support behind 
the junta of two army offi¬ 
cers and three civilians that 
look power after rebel mili¬ 
tary officers overthrew Ro¬ 
mero. 

The junta promised social 
and economic reforms, an 
end to corruption, respect 
for human rights, a redistri¬ 
bution of wealth and elec¬ 
tions. 

El Salvador has been ruled 
by rightist military presi¬ 
dents since the army put 
down a Communist-led peas¬ 
ant revolt in 1932 in which 
20,000 persons were killed. 


Now, who will run 
Rhodesia? 


LONDON (AP)— Now 
that both sides in the Zim¬ 
babwe Rhodesia peace con¬ 
ference have accepted a 
British-proposed constitu¬ 
tion for the war-tom terri¬ 
tory, the real question—who 
will be in charge during new 
elections — must be answer¬ 
ed. 

Britain, which is sponsor¬ 
ing the seven-week-old con¬ 
ference, calls the phase that 
begins Monday “seeking 
agreement on transition ar¬ 
rangements before indepen¬ 
dence.” 

But to the delegates now in 
London from the southern 
African land of seven million 


blacks and 230,000 whites, it 
Is a debate about power and 
whether they and their sup¬ 
porters will live or die. 

In the first six weeks, tem¬ 
pers flared and distrust was

U.S. MDs aid 
Suslov surgery 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Three 
American eye surgeons 
helped Soviet doctors oper¬ 
ate on Mikhail Suslov, the 
Soviet Union’s chief ideolo¬ 
gist and one of the most 
powerful men in the country, 
informants said. 

The informants said Dr. 
Ronald Michaels, Dr. Walter 
Stark and Dr. Thomas Rice, 
all of Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity in Baltimore, Md., 
rushed to Moscow at the re¬ 
quest of Dr. Svyatoslav Fyo¬ 
dorov. 

The operation, carried out 
last Sunday, lasted 214 
hours, the informants said. 

Reached by telephone in 
Moscow, Michaels declined 
to confirm or deny the opera¬ 


tion on Suslov took place, but 
did deny emphatically that 
his visit to the Soviet Union 
had anything to do with the 
health of ^viet President 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

The operation on Suslov, 
76, was performed to remove 
vitreous fluid from the eye¬ 
ball, the informants said. 

Suslov was well enough 
Tuesday to deliver a lengthy 
speech opening a Moscow 
meeting. 

Suslov’s influence on So¬ 
viet political life is consider¬ 
ed enormous. Observers of 
Soviet affairs say he has the 
last word on ideology and 
hence plays a decisive role in 
forming ^viet policy.

TEHRAN (Reuter) — Ira¬ 
nian Oil Minister All Akbar 
Moinfar said Saturday that 
his country has called for an 
emergency meeting of 
OPEC to review world oil 
prices, but denied reports 
that Iran has cut exports. 

In a radio interview, Moin¬ 
far said if other members of 
the oil cartel agreed, the 
meeting would take place 
before the scheduled OPEC 
talks in December. 

He said a price increase at 
the next OPEC meeting was, 
in any case, natural. 

However, Moinfar denied 
reports which he said had 
appeared in the Western 
media of a reduction in Ira¬ 
nian production and exports. 
He said the reports were part 
of a plot by international oil 
companies to Impose higher 
prices on Western consum¬ 
ers. 

He said that so far in the 
Iranian month of Mehr, 
which ends next Monday, 
production has averaged 
four million barrels a day 
and exports 3.3 million bar¬ 
rels. 

Iran last week raised the 
price of crude sold on con¬ 
tract by about 11 per cent. 
Iranian light crude now sells 
at the present OPEC celling 
of $23.50 a barrel. 

But on the spot market. 
Iranian oil has been trading 
at about $40 a barrel in re¬ 
cent weeks.

TOKYO (CPI) -- The 
pounding winds and waves of 
Typhoon Tip capsized two 
fishing boats and broke a 
Chinese freighter in two off 
the Japanese coast Satur¬ 
day.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It was a day of 
fast-moving developments as the district 
attorney detailed how two cousins—Ange¬ 
lo Buono and Kenneth Bianchi—allegedly 
committed 10 grisly sex slayings which 
became known as the Hiilside Strangler 
killings. 

In a lengthy complaint filed Friday 
against the two men. District Attorney 
John Van de Kamp told how they allegedly 
operated a prostitution service with young 
girls, and Ultimately decided to commit 10 
brutal slayings. 

Van de Kamp spoke in Los Angeles 
• after Bianchi entered a surprise guilty 
plea Friday in Bellingham, Wash., to char¬ 
ges of strangling two Western Washington 
University coeds and said he would plead 
guilty to five Hillside Strangler slayings. 

A half-hour after the 28-year-old Bian- 


chi tearfully entered his pieas as part of a 
bargain to save him from Washington's 
gallows and California's gas chamber. 
Buono was arrested at his combination 
home-upholstery shop in Glendale. 

The district attorney said Bianchi 
would be transferred here and arraigned 
on the new complaint Monday morning. 

Buono. 44, was charged in 10 of the 
Hillside Strangler slayings—five of them 
jointly with Bianchi. 

Van de Kamp said Friday that Bianchi 
and Buono first discussed the idea of mur¬ 
der in September 1977, when they "had one 
or more conversations about having sex 
with a girl and then killing her." 

The 10 charges against Bianchi and 
Buono left unsolved three of the 13 Hillside 
Strangler deaths. 


Debtor bogs creditors 
in quagmire of liens 


DENVER, Colo. (AP) — 
Police are searching for a 
man who has tied up the 
property of Coloradans 
ranging from a bank secre¬ 
tary to Denver's mayor, po¬ 
lice chief and district attor¬ 
ney by filing liens against 
the property demanding at 
least $154.3 billion. 

The man who filed the 
liens. Kenneth Winchell, has 
vanished. Officials say he 
might face charges ranging 
from second-degree perjury 
to criminal mischief. 

Some of the liens were 
filed against banks who say 
Winchell owes them money. 
The liens protest income 
taxes and water laws and 
accuse one of four banks 
named of violating Win- 
chell’s constitutional rights. 

Winchell is described by 
former associates as "a land 
owner and general entrepre¬ 
neur.” 

A bench warrant has'been 
issued for his arrest by Den¬ 
ver County Judge George 
Manerbino. Denver and 


Breckenridge police ana 
sheriff's deputies in Summit 
and Eagle counties have also 
taken up the search. 

“It’s certainly a new 
wist,” said one lien target, 
v'ho asked not to be identi- 
ied. “You don’t often hear 
f somebody who owes 
noney filing liens. It's 
isually the other way 
around.” 

Winchell has left behind 
almost 100 liens which claim 
damages ranging from $2 
million to $950 million and 
put .scores of pieces of per¬ 
sonal and corporate real es¬ 
tate in legal limbo. 

A lien is a legal document 
claiming some interest in a 
piece of property, usually a 
debt. It may be filed without 
showing cause and. even if it 
is without basis in fact, it 
stops any sale, transfer or 
re-mortgage of the property 
until it is lifted. 

Although liens only cost $2 
a page to file, fighting them 
can run into hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in legal and title com¬ 
pany fees. 


All of the banks named— 
Colorado National Bank, 
Metro Bank of Denver. Co¬ 
lumbia Savings and Loan 
and the Bank of Breck¬ 
enridge—have done business 
in the past with Winchell. At 
least two are suing him for 
non-payment of funds total¬ 
ling more than $25,000. 

Other liens name bank 
directors and officers. 

Dale Boyd, president of 
the Bank of Breckenridge. 
said Friday the lien he re¬ 
ceived accuses his bank of 
being “petty-fogging shy¬ 
sters operating outside the 
law and violating man's God- 
given rights,” and of “outra¬ 
geous conduct, misfeasance, 
malfeasance and nonfea¬ 
sance.” 

A lien also was filed 
against Boyd’s secretary, 
Alice Lovell. 

Liens against Mayor Bill 
McNichols, District Attor¬ 
ney Dale Tooley and Police 
Chief Art Dill may be con¬ 
nected with a water-law suit, 
said assistant district attor¬ 
ney Steve Marsters.

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Divorcing church 
from politics 

FROM GENEVA comes the news that the 
World Council of Churches has decided to 
exclude guerrilla groups as recipients of 
grants from its Special Fund to Combat Rac¬ 
ism. 

Last year several WCC member churches 
and religious organizations withdrew or 
threatened to withdraw from the councii when 
a grant >)f some $85,000 was made to the 
Ratriotic Front terrorists operating in Zim¬ 
babwe Rhodesia. The WCC openly admitted 
that it had no control over how the grant was 
spent — a situation which led many of its 
members to fear that the money might be 
used to purchase arms. 

This year the Patriotic Front was award¬ 
ed $35,000 from council funds. However, this 
was a specific grant for covering Patriotic 
Front expenses at the current Zimbabwe Rho¬ 
desia conference in London, and was made 
only after a letter of explanation had been 
circulated to all member churches in an at¬ 
tempt to forestall criticism. 

Other guerrilla-cum-terrorist groups 
which previously had received donations have 
also been omitted this year. 

The WCC’s decision to remove itself from 
direct involvement in such a controversial 
matter will be of particular interest to Cana¬ 
dians inasmuch as a leading Canadian 
churchman, Archbi.shop Edward Scott, Angli¬ 
can Primate of Canada, is Moderator of the 
World Council of Churches and has held that 
position since 1975. 

To date Archbishop Scott’s tenure of of¬ 
fice (which continues until 1982) has not been 
a happy one. The Council’s direction under his 
chairmanship has undoubtedly caused much 
dissension not only among its international 
membership but within the Anglican Church 
of Canada as well. 

Hopefully, now that the WCC has reversed 
its earlier policy, the Archbishop may be 
abie to steer its course along the lines it 
originally ,set for itself when it was created in 
Ii)48. 

Its purpose then, as stated in its constitu¬ 
tion was to be "a fellowship of Churches 
which accept our Lord Jesus Christ as God 
and Saviour.” Included among its aims are: 
the promotion of the world movements for 
faith and order and for life and work; the 
co-ordination of common action among 
Churches; co-operation in study projects; the 
promotion of growth of ecumenical conscious¬ 
ness; the summoning of world conferences on 
specific subjects; and the support of the 
churches in their task of evangelism. 

Nowhere in its founding constitution is 
there anything suggesting that the World 
Council of Churches involve itself in interna¬ 
tional politics. To which might be added Pope 
John Paul’s recent words: “This idea of Christ 
as a political figure, a revolutionary, as a 
subversive man from Nazareth, does not tally 
with the church’s teaching.” 


Petrocan risks, rewards belong together 
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Pctro-Canada is a going concern. It 
has assets and it has debts. It has 
profitable holdings that assure it a 
substantial cash flow. And it has risk- 
taking opportunities and challenges in 
which that cash can be invested to¬ 
ward future returns and future secur¬ 
ity of energy supply. It has a role in 
negotiating on Canada's behalf for the 
purchase of overseas oil. And it has a 
role in spearheading Canada's essen¬ 
tial. and long-delayed, drive toward 
energy self-sufficiency. It can per- 
.form all these necessary, and interde¬ 
pendent, roles because, like the baby 
in the dispute that gave King Solomon 
his enduring reputation for w isdom, it 
is still in one piece. 

History would have been much less 
kind to Solomon's reputation if he had 
followed the advice of counsellors like 
those who serve on Prime Minister Joe 
Clark's advisory committee on Pelro- 
can. Like a divorce court judge who 
awards to one spouse the house and to 
the other the responsibility to pay off 
the mortgage, the committee proposes 
that the taxpayer take on all the debts 
and all the risks, and that the profit¬ 
able ventures return to the private 
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sector through the distribution of free 
shares to all Canadians. 

The committee proposes in essence 
that Petrocan be split down the mid¬ 
dle. assets on one side, liabilities on 
the other. Free to each Canadian 
would go shares in a new Petrocan 
that had been pruned of all its debts 
and obligations and reduced to a cosy 
basket of blue chips. To the taxpayer 
would go the burden of Petrocan's 
debts and responsibility for carrying 
the cost of all those essential Petrocan 
activities, among them the encourage¬ 
ment of exploration, research and de¬ 
velopment, that do not return an im¬ 
mediate profit. 

In proposing the distribution of 
shTTres to Canadians the committee 
appears to have misapplied a good 
example. BRICing, as it has come to 
be known, takes its name from the 
British Columbia government's high¬ 
ly successful initiative in returning 
British Columbia Resources Invest¬ 
ment Corp. to the private .sector by 
giving each Canadian resident in B.C.

The argument for launching 
a verbal assault on Castro 



WA.S1IINGTON — At the 
United Nations the other 
day. Fidel Castro unwit¬ 
tingly did 
the United 
States a dou¬ 
ble favor. He 
first identi¬ 
fied this 
country's 
main prob¬ 
lem at the 
U.N., and 
next person¬ 
ified the be¬ 
ginnings of a 
solution. 

The main problem Is to 
break up the coming-to 
gether of the Soviet bloc and 
the Third World in a massive 
front of anti-American 
unity. The start of a solution 
is to kick Castro, not with an 
excess of zeal, of course, but 
in a deliberate, unmistak¬ 
able way. 

The U.N., to be sure, is 
limited in importance, ft not 
only has no divisions, as they 
say of the pope, it also has no 
moral authority. 

But the General Assembly 
is a place where issues are 
forced. The most cautious 
countries find themselves 
obliged to vote. So the As¬ 
sembly becomes a diplo¬ 
matic factory for the mak¬ 
ing of combinations. If the 
combinations stick — and 
sometimes they do — they 
can acquire operational sig¬ 
nificance. 

For the past half-dozen 
years, the .Soviets have been 
skillfully building a huge 
anti-American coalition. As 
bait for the new African 
states, they have sponsored 
far-out resolutions against 
the Republic of South Africa 
which the U.S., feeling some 
responsibility for the region, 
has been obliged to oppose. 
As bait for the Arab states, 
they have pushed far-out 
anti-Israeli resolutions 
which the U.S., for the same 
reason, has countered. 

To get it all together, there 
are proposals for a new 
world economic order — to 
' be paid for by concessions 
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from the U.S., Western Eu¬ 
rope and Japan to the under¬ 
developed countries of the 
.southern continents. In those 
proposals, the .Soviets line up 
on behalf of the Third World 
and again-st the "neo-colo¬ 
nial imperialists." 

Pat Moynihan, who now 
serves as senator from New 
York, saw what was afoot 
when he was American am¬ 
bassador to the U N four 
years ago. His device for 
breaking up the nascent alli¬ 
ance was a head-on philo¬ 
sophic assault against the 
totalitarian regimes in Mos¬ 
cow and not a few Third 
World capitals. 

The problem with that ap¬ 
proach. however, is that it is 
indiscriminate. For better or 
worse, the U.S. has to do 
some business with .states 
that are totalitarian. 

Andrew Young, who spoke 
for the Carter administra¬ 
tion at the U.N. until last 
month, tried the opposite ap¬ 
proach. He exemplified, and 
the Carter administration 
has consistently favored, a 
policy of accommodation to 
the demands of the Third 
World. 

The Young approach has 
been a complete bust. 
American concessions have 
only caused the Soviets and 
their allies In the Third 
World to step up their de¬ 
mands. Hence, the increas¬ 
ingly strident pressure put 
on Israel, South Africa, and 
the present economic order 
In Castro's speech to the 
General Assembly. 

Moreover, with the U.S. 
softening its stand, many 
other stales usually careful 
not to cross Washington in¬ 
evitably move to make their 
own deals. Pakistaif, Mexico 
and Spain, to cite three dis¬ 
parate examples, have all 
recently associated them¬ 
selves with Third World 
criticism of the United 
States. 


five free shares and the right to buy 
more, up to a total of 5,000 shares for 
each buyer.

The risks and the rewards belong 
togeljter. As Prime Minister Clark 
said in tabling the committee’s report 
in the House of Commons. . the tax¬ 
payer has contributed heavily to the 
creation of Petrocan, The taxpayer 
has contributed w illingly, not because 
he believes it is the business of the 
government of Canada to make profit¬ 
able investments on his behalf, but 
becuu.se a national oil company like 
Petrocan is necessary to assure Can¬ 
ada's energy supplies for a future In 
which energy will be increasingly 
scarce and increasingly precious. 

The returns on Petrocan's profit¬ 
able holdings are not pennies from 
heaven to be squandered. They are the 
assurance that the essential, but not 
immediately profitable, jobs can be 
carried on as they should be. 


Canada needs an oil company to 
carry on the state-to-state dealing that 
such suppliers as Venezuela and Mexi¬ 
co prefer. It needs a company to share 
in or encourage the frontier explora¬ 
tion, the oil sands development, the 
pipeline construction the country’s 
prosperity and survival require. 

To split these essential responsibi¬ 
lities from the profitable holdings that 
can assure them the necessary funds 
would be to confront Canadians with a 
painful dilemma. Either government 
spending and government debt must 
increase substantially to take over Ihe 
burden, this in a time of high inflation 
and high budget deficits that make 
restraint imperative. Or the measure.s 
that must he taken now. and Ihe ven 
tures that must be begun now, to as¬ 
sure Canada's future in an energy- 
short world, are given Ihe short end of 
Ihe slick. 

Mr. Clark has promised (hat the- 
government will make no essential 
change in the structure of Petrocan 
except by legislation. What's needed 
now is the assurance that Ihe foolish 
change proposed by his advisory com¬ 
mittee will not be made at all. 


A trial recalling the fate 
of wartime Jews in France 


In these conditions, with 
neither principled across- 
the-board accommodation 
nor principled across-the- 
board opposition yielding 
dividends, Castro comes 
nicely to hand as the head 
of a regime and a country 
that can be pushed around 
with only minimal costs. He 
himself is a violent revolu¬ 
tionary who rules by force 
and the threat of force. Mod¬ 
erate regimes everywhere 
shrink from his person and 
his government. 

He is also well-known as a 
Soviet stooge. As a result 
governments at odds with 
the .Soviet Union go against 
Castro. That list includes 
such regional powers as 
China. India, Indonesia, 
Yugoslavia and Egypt. 

Finally, as an agent of the 
Soviets, Castro has been a 
troublemaker in Latin 
America, Africa and the 
Persian Gulf area. He wor¬ 
ries literally dozens of coun¬ 
tries in those parts of the 
world. 

By kicking hard at Castro, 
by challenging him rhetoric¬ 
ally and harassing him in 
practice, the U.S. underlines 
the role of the Cuban regime 
as the lynchpin in the pro¬ 
jected alliance between the 
Soviet bloc and the Third 
World. Many countries with 
doubts about that grouping 
will have more reason to 
hang back. Especially those 
which are only jumping in 
because they think Washing¬ 
ton doesn’t care. 

Kicking Castro, of course, 
should not become a cru¬ 
sade. It doesn't solve the 
problems of the Near East 
and southern Africa and 
global economic imbalance. 

But ir hobbles and frus¬ 
trates and puts on the defen¬ 
sive those who now use those 
problems for demagogical, 
anti-American purposes. 
Eventually, in their frustra¬ 
tion, they will abandon that 
stance. At that point the time 
will be ripe for coming to 
terms — including an even¬ 
tual settlement with Cuba. 


LONDON — The first 
major war crimes trial to 
open in Germany since the 
furore caused by the TV 
.serial "Holocaust" began 
last Tuesday when three for¬ 
mer .SS men appeared in a 
Cologne court charged with 
aiding and abetting the mur¬ 
der of at least 75,000 French 
Jews. 

The trial is expected to last 
for at least three months but 
none of the accused — if they 
are convicted — is expected 
to be jailed for more than 
five years. The Cologne 
prosecutor has been critic¬ 
ized for taking 12 years to 
bring the case to court and 
for not charging the three 
with murder, which carries 
a life sentence. 

All three — former Ser¬ 
geant Ernest Heinrichsohn, 
ex-Major Herbert Hagen and 
ex-Colonel Kurt Lishka — 
were on Allied war criminal 
lists after the war and in the 
early Fifties they were tried 
in their absence by French 
courts and sentenced for 
murder. 

The three accused arrived 
in Paris soon after the 
French surrender in 1940. 
They were members of a 
hand-picked team, specially 
directed to begin organizing 
what should have been the 
Final Solution of France's 
2.50,000 Jews. Today all three 
admit that they were part of 
the SS special team in 
France but vehemently deny 
knowing Ihe fate of the 
Jews, 

. Lishka. now a retired busi¬ 
nessman. told me while on 
an afternoon stroll in a park 
outside Cologne: "I was just 
doing my duty." Heiniich- 
sohn, now a lawyer and the 
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mayor of .Miltenberg. a 
small town near Frankfurt, 
says he was just obeying 
Lishka's orders. "My job 
was to supervise the loading 
of the trains, send the telex 
off to Berlin and report back 
to Lishka at headquarters. I 
had no idea of what was 
going to happen to these peo¬ 
ple and I must confess I 
didn't give it much thought. 
It wasn't my job." 

Hagen's defence is. how¬ 
ever, more sophisticated. 
Sitting in his lawyer’s office 
in Arnsberg, for a television 
interview for BBC's 'Pano¬ 
rama' program, he ex¬ 
plained that he thought the 
Jews were being transported 
for security reasons. 

"I saw them as foreigners, 
a threat to the German hint¬ 
erland. I was convinced, 
even before the war, that one 
should aim for the creation 
of a Jewish state and 1 be¬ 
lieved that all these mea-

sures were indirectly part of 
that policy." 

Hagen's first wartime as¬ 
signment was in Brittany 
and Bordeaux, in what he 
describes as a purely intelli¬ 
gence mission. In fact it was 
to round up the Jews in the 
area. 

In May, 1942, he moved to 
Paris where he personally 
negotiated with Vichy Prime 
Minister Pitjrre Laval and 
French police officials on 
arrests and deportations of 
French Jews. He claims that 
his role was purely as an 
interpreter. But the minutes 
of lho.se meetings, discover¬ 
ed afterthe war in a Gestapo 
building, and which form tne 
basis of the case against all 
three, reveal a different 
story. 

The documents are a de- 
pre.ssing account of initial 
French resistance to Ger¬ 
man demands, dramatic 
telephone calls and personal 
visits to France by both 
Eichmann and the SD (Se¬ 
curity Service) chief Rein- 
hard Heydrich ordering fas¬ 
ter progress. And on July I, 
1942, an ultimatum at a 
meeting between,Hagen, 
Lishka and Vichy officials. 

The Germans smothered 
all opposition by explaining 
that Hiller had personally 
ordered deportation to start. 
As a compromise, (he 
I'rench agreed that only 
non-French Jews should be 
deported. 

According to Ihe docu¬ 
ments. four days later 
Heinrichsohn met eight 
French police and railway 
officials and agreed that an 
operation to arrest 25.000 
was to start at 4 a.m. on July 
16. Those arrested were to be 
taken to Drancy. A written 
memorandum dated July 18 
from Heinrichsohn to Lishka 
reported that 12.884 Jews 
had been arrested. 

Heinrichsohn's role in su¬ 
pervising the transporta¬ 
tions from Drancy was wit¬ 
nessed by Odette Beaticle, 
one of the few survivors. 
Every night for over 30 
years, she says, she has 
dreamed of Heinrichsohn su¬ 
pervising Ihe dispatch of two 
loads of 2.000 children, aged 
between 2 and 12, for Ausch¬ 
witz. Their parents had been 
sent some weeks before. 

"I was shocked to see this 
very handsome young man 
who came to the camp and 
never seemed to show any 
feelings at all. On the con¬ 
trary, he tried to rush every¬ 
one, It never seemed to go 
fast enough fur him. because 
Ihe children didn't want to 
go. I never saw a compas¬ 
sionate look on his face. He 
was impassive like marble. I 
am still haunted by him. 1 
just want to understand 
why." 

Heinrichsohn presents a 
straightforward justifica¬ 
tion. "1 was told that Ihe 
children were being re-unit- 
ed with their families. And I 
must confess I was so naive, 
I was very young at the time 
(22) and I believed it. I was 
completely lacking in 
awareness that I might pos¬ 
sibly be doing wrong." 

At the end of my interview 
with him, Heinrichsohn did 
not deny the validity of the 
documents showing a list of 
23 Jews aged between 61 and 
81. patients at the Roth.schild 
hospital in Paris. Headed 
“List of pensioners selected 
by M. Heinrichsohn." at the 
bottom of the documents is

It didn't take the NDP lunt; tu eopy the lead 
editorial in the Vaneouver Province on June 12, 
1965, and make sure that each reporter in the press 
(■aller)' reeeived a photostat in his mail slot. 

The editorial, entitled The Fall Guy . . . dealt 
with the forgery ease involving an as.soeiate of 
then-premier W. A. C, Bennett. That incident 
resulted in a criminal trial before Mr. Justice Craig 
Munroe and the jailing of Al Williamson, one of the 
Social Credit party’s backroom boys. 

We'll get back to that in a minute, but first let us 
approach what the NDP obviously regards as a 
parallel ease to the current forgery investiga- • 
tion with a great deal of care. 

It is true that forgery is forgery is forgery. And 
it is true that theft is theft. But there is a tremen¬ 
dous difference between stealing a chocolate bur 
and an armed robbery of a bank. 

And there is an equally vast difference between 
the letter sent to immigration officials in Ottawa on 
official W. A. C. Bennett letterhead, and -.signed 
with a reasonable copy of W. A. C. Bennett's 
signature, and the letter sent to the editor of the 
Colonist. 

THAT IS NOT to condone the stealing of a 
chocolate bar. nor is it to condone the signing of a 
fal.se name on a letter to the editor. It is just a 
plea to keep things in perspective and to recognize 
that our society has always regarded some crimes 
as more serious than others. 

The NDP attempt to place the Williamson forg¬ 
ery of the late-premicr’s signature on an offical 
document and the phony letter to the editor on the 
same level should be ignored. , 

Having said that, we can legitimately point out 
.some of the reactions of Social Credit, circa 1963. 
when Williamson was being investigated and dur¬ 
ing the subsequent trial. And we can respectfully 
hope that history does not repeat itself.. 

The Province editorial on tivat June Saturday 11 
years ago started: "During the past few days 
British Columbians have had a stark and ugly 
glimpse of the sordid dog-eat-dog politics behind 
the lily-white window-dre.ssing of the Social Credit 
party." 

It went on to de.scribe the Williamson role in 
politics'before his downfall, his reputation as "an 
influence broker and speech writer " and as a close 
friend of the party brass. 

■AND IT WENT on to .say: "Wbile be was in court 
fighting tu save himself from ruin, members of the 
party fur ft:hum he had labored so a.ssiduuusly. 
looked studiously in the other direction." 

That was a fair comment then, it remains a fair 
comment now. 

Williamson had discovered, the hard way. the 
meaning of fair weather friends. Having been 
caught in wrongdoing. Williamson found no eye to 
pity, no arm tu save among his former close friends 
and colleagues. 

So distant were those colleagues at the time of 
his trial that Mr. Justice Munroe was constrained to 
warn the jury that the failure of the Crown to call 
the late W. A. C. Bennett as a witness might 
indicate that his te.stimony would have been fa¬ 
vorable to the accused. 

But the testimony was not forthcoming, nor was 
any help or succor at the public level. 

What could the former premier have said'.' 

He could have supported, or challenged. Wil- 
liam.son's chief line of defence, namely that he had 
signed, with approval, many letters on behalf of the 
premier but had possibly on this major occasion 
exceeded his authority. 

"Those who might have helped a fellow parts 
worker'and supporter scurried for shelter." the 
editorial writer said. They did. 

THE CURRENT investigation into the latest 
politically-involved forgery is in danger of falling 
into the same pattern. And that is the only similar¬ 
ity I see between the Williamson case and the 
present ease. 

It is true that the pre.sent Premier Bennett has 
already stood up in public and shouldered the 
blame, as the leader of the party, for the dirty 
games advice which went awry. He said he was 
unaware of what was being advocated and unaw are 
of the content of the controversial tape recordings. 
He was also man enough tu say that his lack of 
knowledge did not take the responsibility from bis 
door. 

We can be,eynical if we wish and sneer at that 
admission. I prefer to believe it and accept it. 

But the real testing time is to come. 

There is no doubt in my mind that the person 
who wrote "Gordon Townsend” on the bottom of a 
letter to the editor will be found during the police 
investigation. Nor is there any doubt in my mind 
that the letter was written on the advice of. 
and with the knowledge, of others. 

Whoever signed the false name should not have 
done so. Whoever signed it should nut now be left tu 
the wolves to fight alone. 

rUE EAST TWO paragraphs in the old edi¬ 
torial read: “When Williamson vanished into the 
depths of a prison van Thursday, the curtains 
closed on one of the must squalid and contemptible 
episodes in B.C.’s political history. 

"There should be troubled consciences in the 
upper echelons of B.C.’s Social Credit party this 
weekend.” 

lA-t’s hope we don’t have to write something 
similar when this affair is all over. 

The person who signed Gordon Townsend’s 
name falsely is not blameless, but neither is that 
person entirely to blame. We have here a tangled 
web calculated tu deceive. Let the attorney-general 
and the police untangle it, strand by strand. 
And let those caught in that web find in the party for 
which they did their work a loyalty not found by 
Williamson in 1965. 

In our society every person accused of a crime is 
entitled to the best defence possible. It is surely up 
tu the .Social Credit party, cognizant of the dirty 
games before they were played, to meet that 
obligation. Not to whitewash the event, but to 
salvage honor. 
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"Odd really — he was a brilliani theorist.'

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Abortion on road to 
dehumanizing our people 


Every person must make up (heir own minds 
regarding the sanctity of a baby’s life. Those private 
decisions can be made from legal and scientific evi¬ 
dence. I’hilosophieal and religious arguments do not 
need to be used. 

There are three unquestionable facts: 

• There are no studies that show abortion is gentd 
treatment. 

• There is increasing evidence that the long term 
effects of abortions are harmful to women. 

• The Criminal Code of Canada states that (he 
death of babies following abortion is homicide. 

There are no proper medical studies to show 
(hat abortion is good treatment in any gnrup. eg. re¬ 
tarded, psychotic, at any age. Unless 1 missed some¬ 
thing in my review of the medical literature (approxi¬ 
mately 1,400 references, including a computerized 
search of the National Library of Congress) (here is no 
evidence that abortion is therapeutic. Yet physic¬ 
ians continue to call it "therapeutic abortion " This is a 
sad inconsistency because physicians would not call any 
operative procedure therapeutic, or use it unless there 
was good evidence that it was of benefit to patients. 

There is growing evidence (hat the long term 
effects of abortion on women are harmful. A large 
World Health Organization study shows higher rates of 
spontaneous miscarriage, premature births of babies 
and tubal pregnancies. There arc physicians who are 
either ignorant of these studies or are failing to in 
form women of the dangers consequent to abortion. 
This is another sad inconsistency because every other 
operative procedure requires a careful description to 
the patient ^ore an informed consent is obtained. 

Part 6 of the Criminal Code of Canada. Section 
206, states "a child becomes a human being within the 


meaning of this act when it has completely proceeded 
in a living state from the body of its mother, whether 
or not; 

a. it has breathed; 

b. it has an Independent circulation: 

c. the navel string is severed." 

"A person commits homicide when he causes in 
jury tu a child before or during its birth, as a 
result of which the child dies after becoming a 
human being” 

Many babies aborted by saline injections, prosta 
glandins or hysterotomy arc alive at birth and therefore 
a person. According to the Criminal Code, hundreds of 
Canadian babies are being killed by phy sicians each 
year. This is known to (he governments, hospitals, 
physicians, nurses and lawyers, but no charges of 
homicide are laid. 

The progessive dehumanization of small, voiceless 
and deoendent children is not easy to stop but il must. 
Let us not forget that before Hitler came to power, 
some German physicians began a program of de¬ 
humanizing and exterminating retarded children, psy¬ 
chiatric patients and First World War veterans. In this 
eugenics program, approximately 300.000 psychiatric 
patients were killed. It is too easy tu believe that it could 
never happen again, but the Germans recognized it 
could. For that reason their Constitutional Court ruled 
against a liberal abortion law. When we begin calling 
unborn babies a "fetus" or “conceptus." which allows 
us to kill it without regard to its humanity, we are 
embarking on the same road to dehumanizing people.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO THE STOCK MARKET CRASHED 


Arnold was right and Mother was wrong 


By CHI'n' CURRIER 

NEW YORK (AP) — Ar¬ 
nold Bernhard was worried. 

The younK Wall Street an¬ 
alyst knew that his mother, 
like so many other people in 
that heady summer of 1929, 
was playing the stock mar¬ 
ket. 

His firm had just issued a 
negative report on a stock in 
which she had invested her 
modest nest egg, and Bern- 
hard calied her to let her' 
know. “Arnold, you have 
negative thoughts,” she told 
him. 

Those negative thoughts, 
as it turned out, were nothing 
compared to the economic 
disaster that was soon to 
wipe out her savings and 
those of countless others: the 
Great Crash on Wall Street, 
which ushered in a Depres¬ 
sion that would last nearly a 
decade. 

“THE EUPHORIA of the 
’20s is hard to recapture. We 
reaily believed we were 
going into a new era of pros¬ 
perity,” recalls Bernhard, 
who today, at 77, heads a 
company that operates the 
U.S.’s largest Investment 
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advisory service, the Value 
Line Investment Survey. 

“People who thought they 
were building their fortunes 
suddenly found out it was an 
illusion.” 

The next few days will 
mark the SOth anniversary of 
some of the landmark dates 
of that financial debacle. 

• Oct. 24 “Black Thurs¬ 
day,” as John Kenneth Gal¬ 
braith, in his book The Great 
Crash 1929, described it: 

“The first of the days 
which history — such as it is 
on the subject — identifies 
with the panic of 1929. Mea¬ 
sured by disorder, fright and 
confusion, it deserves to be 
so regarded. That day 12,- 
894,650 shares changed 
hands, many of them at 
prices which shattered the 
dreams and the hopes of 
those who owned them.” 

• The following Monday, 
Oct. 28, when the Dow Jones 
industrial average fell 38.33 
points to set a record that 
still stands. 

• Oct. 29, when trading 
volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange reached 
16.41 million shares, a stag¬ 
gering total in an era of bro¬ 
kerage clerks working with 
fountain pens at stand-up 
desks. 

“The most devastating 
day in the history of the New 
York stock market,” wrote 
Galbraith, “and it may have

been the most devastating 
day in the history of mar¬ 
kets.” 

RECALLED TODAY, the 
crash is commonly thought 
of as having occurred within 
that brief period — a sudden, 
unexpected wave that trans¬ 
formed Wall Street into a 
disaster area almost over¬ 
night. 

In fact, the 1929 decline 
was spread over several 
weeks, and it represented 
only a fraction of a three- 
year slide that was to obliter¬ 
ate 90 per cent of the value of 
common stocks in this coun¬ 
try. 

From a September 1929 
peak of 386, the Dow Jones 
industrial average fell to 
just above 10 at its worst 
level in 1932. 

A second big myth — the 
picture of mass suicides by 
ruined financiers and specu¬ 
lators hurling themselves 
from the skyscrapers of 
southern Manhattan — also 
fails to square completely 
with the record.

As several writers on the 
subject have noted, govern¬ 
ment figures on suicides for 
the period show only a grad¬ 
ual continuation of a rising 
trend that had begun some 
years before. 

But there were some grim 
cases, given headline treat¬ 
ment by the newspapers of 
the day. 

“I saw three suicides,” re¬ 
members Henry Watts who 
bought his seat on the New 
York Stock Exchange In the 
spring of 1929 and still com¬ 
mutes almost daily from 
Philadelphia to his office on 
Broad Street next to the ex¬ 
change. “1 saw one guy land 
on top of jt cab, and it wasn't 
very pretty.” 

WHAT CAUSED the 
cra.sh? After half a century 
the debate is still going 
strong. 

Some theorize that inves¬ 
tors somehow began to fore¬ 
see. in (he waning days of 
1929, the collapse of busi¬ 
ness, the bank failures and 
the bread lines that were in 
store for the country in the 
1930s. 

The stock market, after 
all, has a long-standing repu¬ 
tation as a mechanism that 
anticipates what will happen 
in the economy before even 
the best professional fore¬ 
casters can figure it out. 

But there had been signs of 
softening business condi¬ 
tions for several months be-, 
fore the crash, and through¬ 
out the summer the bull 
market raged on anyway. 

Even after the crash was 
well in progress, there were 


many p^ple who were con¬ 
vinced it was only a tem¬ 
porary interruption, like nu¬ 
merous others that had hit 
the market on the way up. 

Bernard readily acknowl¬ 
edges today, “I shared the 
feeling at the time that this 
was a panicky reaction that 
would soon pass.” 

WatLs notes that at first it 
was an exciting, exhilarat¬ 
ing experience (or a young 
newcomer to Wall Street. 
“Even the wisest of us in 
those days didn’t know how 
bad it was going to get.” 

In the book Only Yester¬ 
day, which is regarded as 
basic reading for any stu¬ 
dent of the crash, Frederick 
Lewis Allen concludes that it 
was a massive buildup of 
speculative stock-market 
credit — margin loans piled 
on margin loans — that 
created what came to be 
known as Black Thursday: 

“WHERE ON EARTH 
was this torrent of selling 
orders coming from? The 
exact answer to this question 
will plobably never be 
known. 

“But it seems probable 
that the principal cause of 
the break in the prices dur¬ 
ing that first hour on Oct. 24 
was not fear. Nor was it 
short selling. It was forced 
selling. 

“It was the dumping on the 
market of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of shares of stock held 
in the name of miserable 
traders whose margins were 
exhausted or about to be ex¬ 
hausted. The gigantic edifice 
of prices was honeycombed 


with speculative credit and 
was now breaking under its 
own weight. 

“Fear, however, did not 
long delay its coming. As the 
price structure crumbled 
there was a sudden stam¬ 
pede to get out from 
under.” 

Fifty years later, the stock 
market still seems to be a 
creature of alternating 
waves of fear and greed. 
Early this month, the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
soared to its highest level in 
more than a year, then took a 
nasty drop of more than 58 
points in a week. 

Though that decline was a 
ripple compared to the wave 
that swept over the market 
50 years ago, it had people 
asking a familiar question: 
Could .something like the 
Great Crash happen again? 

Measures have been 
taken, of course, to try to 
prevent a recurrence of any¬ 
thing like it. In 1929, there 
was almost no regulation of 
margin loans; little di.sclo- 
sure by companies of impor¬ 
tant financial information, 
and a free-wheeling atmo¬ 
sphere in which organized 
pools of market players rou¬ 
tinely manipulated stocks. 

Today the U.S. Federal 
Reserve regulates and limits 
margin borrowing, and the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which did not 
exist in 1929, is charged with 
the task of overseeing prop¬ 
er disclosure and keeping 
manipulators out. 

“THE EXCHANGE in 1929 
was a club, in which five to 10 


men dictated to Wall Street 
exactly what would hap¬ 
pen,” Watts says. “Today 
the policies are set else¬ 
where, and It is not a club in 
any sense.” 

He was asked whether the 
Great Crash repeat itself. 

"It’s been my experience 


that these things happen In 
some way you don’t expect, " 
he replied. “Things have 
been set up so that 1929 won't 
happen again. But maybe 
.someday we’re going to dis¬ 
cover that there’s hell to pay 
for some entirely different 
reason.”

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Gloom, doom

Just as Canada’s major stock markets appeared to 
be shaking off the blow from last week’s increase in inter¬ 
est rates, they were clobbered again Friday. 

The Federal Reserve Board in the United States showed 
signs of preparing for yet another jump in its discount rate to 
member banks, following a sharp increase in the U.S. basic 
money supply reported Thursday. 

The Toronto and Montreal markets took a dive and 
more than wiped out a tentative rally Wednesday and 
Thursday. There were no signs of last week's panic but 
the markets have seen few gloomier weeks. 

Toronto’s TSE 300 index dropped 77.43 points from 
the previous Friday, closing at 1,597.47. That was a loss of 
4.62 per cent, the third largest weekly drop on records 
dating from the beginning of 1971. It followed last week's 
recort drop of 7.19 per cent. 

At Montreal, the composite index fell 13.49 to 277.85. 

At Vancouver, prices were down every day except 
Thursday, when they were mixed. 

Judging from the markets’ reaction, the battle by the 
U.S. and Canadian governments to reduce inflation through 
tighter credit will be won at the expense of a con¬ 
siderable lessening in business activity and profits. 

For example, real estate and construction companies 
are likely to suffer as mortgage rates climb ever higher 
and the cost of borrowing for new development projects 
becomes prohibitive. 

The real estate and construction index at Toronto 
suffered a record weekly drop of 579.35 to 3,590.08. The index 
has fallen by 22.85 per cent over the last two weeks. 

Roland Jones of Pitfield Mackay Ross Ltd. in Toronto 
said he is convinced the markets are in for several weeks 
of lateral consolidation. 

Stocks, he said, are "dirt cheap” but high interest 
rates make it prohibitive to borrow on margin and also 
increase the attractiveness of other forms of investment 
bearing high yields. 

Foreign buyers will be chased from the market be¬ 
cause the high cost of borrowing will increase prices 
of Canadian-made goods on world markets, thus placing 
downward pressure on exports and the Canadian dol¬ 
lar, Jones said. 

David Dvorchik of Moss, Lawson and Co. Ltd. in To¬ 
ronto said, “Our feeling is that the bloodletting is per¬ 
haps not over,” 

However, Peter Hill, research director with Jones 
Heward and Co. Ltd. in Montreal, said, ”I do not feel the 
gloom and doom will last much longer. 

The most optimistic market appeared to be Vancou¬ 
ver, where despite lower prices, trading has been brisk with 
several new issues absorbed easily. 

Trading activity on the major markets slowed this 
week and compared poorly even with the four days of 
trading last week. 

At Toronto, the volume of shares traded fell 1.01 mil¬ 
lion to 31.66 million and value dropped $48.76 million to 
$399.4 million. 

Montreal’s volume was up .31 million shares to 3.98 mil¬ 
lion but value slipped $1.86 million to $53.69 million. 

In Vancouver, trading declined sli^tly from 19.9 million 
to 18.7 million. Values were unavailable.

(AP) — *T gotcha you now.

An integrated crowd of 81,- 
UOO and millions of television 
viewers around the world 
looked at Tate as the 24- 
ycar-old black from Knox- 
vMle. Tenn., rose to the occa¬ 
sion in his controversial 
fight with the white South 
African. 

Before the fight, the Rand 
Daily Mail of Johannesburg, 
a leading white newspaper, 
called the bout the most 
prestigious sports event In 
the history of South Africa, 
which has seen many of its 
athletes barred from inter¬ 
national sj>orts competition 
because of its racial poltcv. 

The crowd was predomin¬ 
ately white and not nearly as 
boistrous as had been ex¬ 
pected. Ticket prices ranged 
from $12 to $345 for the first 
sports event before an inte¬ 
grated crowd in the Loftus 
Versfcid rugby stadium.

Promoter Bob Arum said 
Tate’s next fight probably 
would be in February 
against Mike Weaver, Scott 
LeDoux. Earnie Shavers, 
Ron Lyle, or possibly Leon 
Spinks. 

The real big money fight in 
the division would be Tate 
against Larry Holmes, who 
is recognized as champion 
by the World Boxing Council. 
That may come in the fall of 
1980, Arum said. 

"I want to fight everybody 
who wants to fight me," Tate 
said. 

Referee Carlos Barrocal 
of Panama scored It 147-144 
for the 24-year-old Tate. 
Judge Ken Mortta of Japan 
saw It 147-142 and judge 
Carlos Martinez Cassas of 
Argentina had It 148-145. 


The Associated Press 
scored It for Tate J46-139. 

Coetzee, who weighed 222, 
forced the tempo in the early 
rounds as Tate was content 
tn circle and feint. Then, in 
the third round, the 24-year- 
oid South African landed a 
right hand to Tate’s jaw. It 
was the kind of right that 
floored Leon Spinks three 
times in Coetzee’s one-round 
victory last June 24. 

Coetzcc’s right buckled 
Tate’s knees, but the man 
with legs like oak tree 
trunks, would not go down. 

Tate’s strategy obviously 
was to save himself for the 
later rounds. 


He did the job well. 

"I feel supe-r, man,” said 
Tate. “1 feel like the cham¬ 
pion of the world." 

That championship began 
to come his way in the sev¬ 
enth round. He opened a 
slight cut over Coetzee’s 
right eye and began to reach 
Coetzee’s body. The pattern 
continued in the eighth, ninth 
and 10th rounds, with Tate 
beginning to use his strength 
and Coetzee beginning to 
tire. 

Tate was in control from 
then on and it was a question 
of whether Coetzee could 
reach the end of the fight.

PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) 
— Fourth-year pro Curtis 
Strange charged out of the 
pack Saturday with a siz¬ 
zling course record round of 
10-under par 62 to grab the 
lead after three rounds of the 
$200,000 Pensacola Open golf 
tournament. 

Strange, who never has 
won a PGA event, holds a 
one-shot lead over former 
U.S. Open champion Orville 
Moody, who birdied the final 
two holes for a four-under- 
par 68. Strange has a three- 
day total of 202, 14 strokes 
under par. 

One shot In back of Moody 
at 204 is a group of four 
golfers — Bill Kratzert, tour 
rookie Mike Nicolette, John 
Mahaffey and Dan Pohl. 
Second-round leader Morris 
Hatalsky fired an even-par 
72 and now is three strokes 
back at 205. - 
Strange blistered the 7,- 
133-yard Perdido Bay Coun¬ 
try Club course with six 
birdies on the front nine for a 
30. He added a birdie at 11 
and another string at the 
14th, 15th and 16th holes to go 
with eight pars to better the 
course and tournament rec¬ 
ord by two shots. 

"I’m like that," Strange 
said. “I just get hot and the 
birdies seem to come in 
bunches. It’s my best round 
— my most consistent round 
since joining the tour.” 

With Hatalsky at 205 is 
tour veteran Don January, 
who fired a four-under-par 
68 . 

Strange, a 24-year-old for¬ 
mer Wake Forest golfer, has 
won $102,368 this year but is 
still looking for his first tour 
win. 

Moody hasn’t won since his 
1969 U.S. Open victory. He 
started the day at nine- 
under-par and began with 
short birdie putts at the first 
and third holes and ended 
with the two birdies to put 
him position for a charge 
today. 

Strange broke the course 
record held by four golfers, 
including Hatalsky and 
Kratzert, who began the 
tournament by firing 64s. 

Dave Barr of Kelowna was 
the top Canadian after a 72. 
leaving him with a 212 
total.

nai burnings and bombings" 
by bringing to account the 
persons responsibie for the 
burnings. 


The exact cost of the ad¬ 
vertising campaign is not yet 
known but the spokesman 
estimated it at "thousands of 
dollars.” He said the cam¬ 
paign was decided upon 
after the USCC had run out 
of means of attracting atten¬ 
tion to its situation and mak¬ 
ing Canadians more aware 
of its aspirations. 

To date the ads. which ap¬ 
peared last week, have had 
little response other than 
from the media itself but the 
spokesman is optimistic that 
in time they would prove 
effective.'

Charges that local author¬ 
ities are not supporting oii 
port opponent David Ander¬ 
son by appearing at National 
Energy Board hearings in 
Vancouver are poorly 
aimed.

Glazier .said Saturday. 

While the CRD was not re¬ 
presented at hearings Jast 
week. Glazier is keeping in 
touch with what is going on 
on a "day to day” basis and 
will present an intervention 
in the hearings when the 
time for intevention comes. 
Glazier said, responding to 
Anderson’s comments Fri¬ 
day that "local politicians .sit 
at home instead of being 
here fighting the battle with 
me." 

"I'm a little tired of David 
Anderson playing the lone 
ranger on this because there 
have been others seriously 
involved and concerned," 
Glazier said. 

Glazier noted that he at¬ 
tended U.S. Coast Guard 
hearings in Port Angeles last 


summer, and in June organ¬ 
ized an information meeting 
in Victoria which was at¬ 
tended by oil company rep¬ 
resentatives, environmenta¬ 
lists. and federal and 
provincial officials. 

Glazier said proponents ot 
the Trans Mountain pipeline, 
which would increase traffic 
in the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 
were given their chance to 
speak last week, and it was 
the CRD’s understanding, 
from a talk with the secre¬ 
tary of the NEB hearings, 
that interventions from op¬ 
ponents of the proposal 
would not be heard until Oct. 
25 at the earliest. 

Glazier said Anderson’s 
own party (Anderson ran as 
Liberal candidate in Cowi- 
chan-Malahat-the Islands in 
the last federal election and 
was once leader of the pro¬ 
vincial Liberal party) is 
largely responsible for the 
strong possibility that oil 
tankers will ply the B.C. 
coast. 


‘‘(l’’ormer prime minister 
Pierre) Trudeau adopted a 
proposal that was manifest¬ 
ly unacceptable to the 
Americans and then we sat 
back." 

Glazier said Canadians 
should be bargaining for an 
American port on the west 
coast of Washington Stale, 
rather than in the strait. 
That would still permit 
Americans to use their Alas¬ 
kan pipeline and port invest¬ 
ment and their tanker fleet, 
as well as an "all-Ameri¬ 
can" route, but would reduce 
the chances of a serious oil 
spill in the crowded strait. 

"That is what we .should be 
bargaining for. using a tra¬ 
deoff of Canadian energy to 
the Eastern states.'’ 

"In spite of the futility of 
the energy board hearings 
being conducted in Vancou¬ 
ver, I will be there to do what 
I can. One must hope even at 
this late state for a bold 
move by Ottawa," Glazier 
said.

Escorts in service 
for another month

A student escort service, started fol¬ 
lowing a rash of sexual assault on the 
University of Victoria campus, will 
continue for at least another month 
while Saanich police continue the hunt 
for the attacker. 

The Uvic Alma Mater .Society began 
the .service Oct. 9 and, with funding 
help from the university, will continue 
to provide it for at least another 
month. 

Police have received reports of two 
actual assaults, both taking place at 
night when female students are going 
to their vehicles parked on campus lots. 
There have been reports of other inci¬ 
dents but they could not be substantiat¬ 
ed. 

AMS president Marla Nickerson said 


the escort service involved two sui 
dents who man a phone and provide 
company for female students w ho wish 
to return to their vehicles after an 
evening session at the university. While- 
one is stationed on the phone, the 
other walks to the car and both have 
communication by walkie-talkies. 

The service is provided between 9 
p.m. and 1 a m. and those requesting it 
simply phone the AMS at 177-1831 

The escorts are paid $3.83 an hour 
and have averaged 15 calls a night since 
the beginning, Nickerson said Their 
busiest night was Oct. 12. which was 
particularly foggy, when 15 requests 
were received. 

Nickerson said the service costs $3.50 
every two weeks and there is a possibil¬ 
ity the university administration will 
match that figure for the next two 
weeks.

Here's one from last Wed¬ 
nesday’s meeting, during 
discussion on how to deal 
with waterfront polluters: 

“The mark of justice is the 
absence of arbitrariness. 
And the essence of bureau¬ 
cracy is the total inclusion of 
arbitrariness.” 


’THE REPORTERS’ que,s- 
tion of the week this week is; 
Why did the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula Hospital refer an in¬ 
quiry into the state of a pa- 
tient’s health to the 
cafeteria? 

IT IS CALLED an "hono¬ 
rarium." implying a token of 
honor, but some Camosun 
College board members ap¬ 
pear to be stretching the 
definition a teeny bit. 

The problem is that while 
school trustees get a maxi¬ 
mum of $2,000 a year for 
their work on school boards, 
the Public Schools Act spe¬ 


cifically prohibits another 
cheque from a college coun¬ 
cil. even though they usually 
work just as hard on the 
council as council members 
who don't have school board 
responsibilities as well. 

Under the new Colleges 
and Provincial Institutes 
Act, school trustees can re¬ 
ceive an additional honorar¬ 
ium. So trustees who sat on 
the council were pleased 
when the college was desig¬ 
nated under the CPI Act late 
last year. They even voted 
themselves a retroactive 
honorarium to cover the por¬ 
tion of the year during which 
the college had been under 
the Public Schools Act, 

The euphoria ended when 
complications in the case of 
Camosun and two other col¬ 
leges (Capilano and Vancou¬ 
ver) resulted in their being 
brought back under the Pub¬ 
lic Schools Act before the 
honoraria could be paid. 
Then delays in getting the 
college’s bylaws, which 
make provision for the hon¬ 
oraria ($2,000 a year for 
board members. $3,000 for 
the chairman), held up the 
process even longer, and so 


far no school trustees have 
their honoraria yet. 

On Thursday, they had 
enough, bylaws or no 
bylaws, designation or no 
designation. "I move that all 
outstanding honoraria be 
paid!" growled college and 
school trustee Dr. Mark 
Fisher. The motion passed 
quickly and unanimously, 
with the support of three 
other trustees. Dr. Martin 
Levin, Mary Breer, and Win 
Mott. 

At least one factor which 
emboldened the trustees was 
the absence of college bur¬ 
sar Beryl Hastings from the 
meeting. Hastings has care¬ 
fully and good-humoredly 
explained at each meeting 
why the honoraria have not 
been paid, but the school 
trustees appear to be beyond 
the point of wanting explana¬ 
tions instead of cash.

The Tass news agency has reported that offi¬ 
cials at the Kiev gerontology institute have extended the 
lives of test animals by 30 per eent through use of pro¬ 
tein inhibitors. 

The scientists cautioned their methods are not yet 
.sophisticated enough for u,se on humans and human re¬ 
search may be several decades away. 

But they see promise in the hypothesis that humans 
have regulatory genes that “switch on" at some point in 
life and begin to age the body. 

“The scientists presume that during aging thereay 
be switched on a gene which has previously been 
inactive,” Tass said. “To find il in advance 'and lo 
induce changes in it is a challenging task. ” 

In their research, the scientists reported they have 
also determined that aging is not necessarily a dow nhill 
slide. 

“Aging is not an atrophy of organs and tissues,” 
Tass quoted the researchers as saying. 

While some bodily functions decay, they said, this is 
accompanied “by emergence of major mechanisms 
of adaptation.” For instance, researchers said, while 
the endocrine glands get older, the sensitivity of 
tissues and hormones gets better.

Law says no C in C-Plus 


OTTAWA (CP) — The federal government is re¬ 
viewing a regulation that would require Canada Dry to 
remove the vitamin C from its C-Plus soft drinks or 
remove the drink from the market. 

Kathleen Francour-Hendriks, assistant deputy min¬ 
ister of the consumer affairs bureau, said Friday 
the regulation is being reviewed "to see if it is still 
important, necessariiy wise or if it is really helping 
Canadians nutritionaily.” 

The regulation, introduced in January, makes it 
iliegal to seil carbonated drinks containing vitamins. 
Drinks have to fit into one of two categories: breakfast 
drinks, which must have vitamin C, or carbonated fun 
drinks, which are prohibited from containing vita¬ 
mins. 


Liberal MP Bob Kaplan (York Centre) said C-Plus 
is just as healthy as some kinds of orange juice and 
most artificial orange drinks. He is trying to have the 
regulation thrown out. 

He said vitamized soft drinks were banned because 
the government didn’t want people to believe such 
drinks were good for them. 

“To prevent people from drinking too much sugar, 
they banned drinks with vitamin C, which Is good for 
you." 

Mrs. Francour-Hendriks said Canada Dry is the 
only company producing a vitamized soft drink. 

The government has not prosecuted Canada Dry for 
failing to comply with the regulation, but that js not 
necessarily an indication the regulation is going to be 
• shelved, she said.

Dear Ann Landers: I read 
in the paper that a H year- 
old girl whose grandfather 
and uncle died from Hun¬ 
tington’s disease (her moth¬ 
er has it now) wants to be 
sterilized so she will not risk 
passing it on to future gen¬ 
erations. I admire the girl’s 
judgment. My friend does 
not agree—on religious 
grounds. 

Please tell me something 


There seems to be so little 
information around. If it’s as 
horrible as it sounds, people 
should be better informed. 
Also, do you think the gov¬ 
ernment should automati¬ 
cally sterilize people who 
have inherited diseases so 
they can’t pass them on? — 
Walnut Creek Inquiry. 

DearW.C. lnq.:I am not in 
favor of the government 
"automatically” sterilizing 
anybody. This .should be a 
personal and private deci¬ 
sion. 

As for Huntington's dis¬ 
ease, it Is a devastating, in¬ 
herited illness that affects 
the nervous system. Symp¬ 
toms usually do not appear 
until the person is 35 or 40 
years of age, although they 
can show up much earlier. 

Victims lose control of 
their facial and body move¬ 
ments, one muscle at a time. 
They lose their balance and 
fall. They suddenly flail 
around, which can be em¬ 
barrassing. In time, this in¬ 
sidious disease can create 
severe emotional problems, 
depression and violent be¬ 
havior. It cripples, then 
kills. 

About 25,000 Americans 
have this illness, and the 
chances for passing it on are 
50-50. Anyone who wants to 
learn more about Hunting¬ 
ton’s disease or help support 
research should write to 
either, or both: Hereditary 
Disea.se Foundation.

THE ACCIDENT at the 
Three Mile Island nuclear 
power station, located on an 
island In the Susquehanna 
River a few miles down¬ 
stream from Harrisburg. 
Pa., began early in the 
morning of March 28. Al¬ 
though scientists now be¬ 
lieve that only a small num¬ 
ber of people will ever be 
affected by the small 
amount of radiation that 
escaped,there were several 
occasions during the lengthy 
effort to bring the reactor 
under control when officials 
were deeply concerned that 
there might be a major re¬ 
lease of radioactive debris. 


CARTER appointed the 
commission to investigate 
the accident on April 11. The 
panel is now expected to sub¬ 
mit a report to Carter some¬ 
time during the last three 
days of October. 

The 12-member commis¬ 
sion, which has a staff of 40 
professionals and a six- 
month budget of about $3 
million, held a total of seven 
days of public hearings in 
July and August. But most of 
the evidence concerning the 
accident and its implications 
was gained through sworn 
affidavits from more than 
150 technicians, executives 
and government officials.

N-reactor halt urged

WASHINGTON — The 
President’s Commission on 
the Accident at TTiree Mile 
Island has voted to recom¬ 
mend a halt in the construc¬ 
tion of new reactors until the 
commission's recommenda¬ 
tions for improving nuclear 
safety have been adopted, 
commission officials have 
disclosed. 

The commission’s vote for 
a moratorium on construc¬ 
tion permits, taken during a 
clos^ meeting earlier this 
week, is subject to revision 
during the panel's final 
working session over the 
weekend, the officials told 
The New York Times. 

THE COMMISSION has 
not yet voted on the far more 
difficult question of whether 
there also should be a mora¬ 
torium on the granting of 
licenses to operate new reac¬ 
tors.

The Nu¬ 
clear Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion, an independent agency, 
could, in theory, invoke a 
moratorium, but it is un¬ 
likely to do so on its own. In 
reality, a moratorium would 
require a law.

UVic historian hunts spies 


The British secret agent 
and the spy novel he was 
bom in are under investiga¬ 
tion by Dr. David Stafford of 
the University of Victoria, 
who is engaged in the first 
comprehensive historical 
study of the spy novel ever 
conducted. 

Eventually Stafford In¬ 
tends to extend his study of 
the spy novel up to the 1960s, 
to write an account of the 
development and changes in 
the British consciousness out 
of which have sprung such 
works as John Le Carre's 
Tne Spy Who Came In From 
the Cold. 

For now. however, he is 
immersed in sorting out and 
analy.sing his findings after 
spending the summer in the 
libraries of the British Mu¬ 
seum ana Cambridge, where 
most of the original spy 
novels are retained. 

The original spy novel, he 
says, dates from about 1900 
and by the eve of the First 
World War these “patriotic, 
conservative and xenophob¬ 
ic" books had become 'a 
popular and best-selling phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Hundreds of the books 
were written, many badly, 
but this affected their initial 
popularity little. For in the 
early spy novel the British 
.secret agent sprang to life, 
ready to defend his country’s 
interests and place in the 
world at a time when Britain 
felt she needed him badly. 


THE ORIGINAL agent 
worked for no pay and often 
ended up out of pocket, for he 
was inspired by only the 
highest motives of altruism 
and patriotism. 

He was daring, cunning 
and invariably a mature 
gentleman who embodied 
and defended the values and 
traditions of the ruling class, 
pitting his wits and courage 
against foreign infiltrators 
who threatened England’s 
national security and peace 
of mind. 

During the 19lh century, 
explains Stafford. Britain 
prided herself on total secur¬ 
ity. 

“It is no accident at all that 
the spy novel emerges sim¬ 
ultaneously with the end of 
isolation around 1900 and the 
need to find new symbolic 
defenders of an island no 
longer protected from infil¬ 
tration and attack by the un¬ 
questioned supremacy of the 
Royal Navy." 

The popularity of the spy 
novel points to a mass read¬ 
ership becoming aware for 
the first time of certain di¬ 
mensions of international re¬ 
lations, of secret diplomacy, 
alliances and of the arms 
race between the European 
powers, .Stafford says. 

“BUT, IF WE look further 
at the internal symbolism of 
the literature, we find recur¬ 
ring patterns and themes 
which throw light on many of 
the phobias of Edwardian 
England: national insecu¬ 
rity, vulnerability and pro¬ 
found unease at the decline 
of old values in the face of an 
increasingly urbanized and 
industrialized society." 

While the spy novel’s hero 
is invariably a British 
gentleman, the enemy is in¬ 
variably not. The villainous 
enemy spy is always a 
foreigner, and often Jew¬ 
ish. 

“There is some evidence 
that this kind of literature 
had a definite influence on 
the anti-alien and anti-Semi¬ 
tic sentiments that gained 
force in Britain before the 
Second World War.” 

As a historian, Stafford 
believes in looking closely at 


the detective novel and the 
thriller,, so decided to write 
the history himself. 

He began serious research 
about a year ago. and says 
bringing the study up to the 


post-Second-World-War 
period will require reading 
and research extending 
through this year and next, 
and probably film study as 
well.

the literature and films of 
different eras as primary 
source materials to uncover 
knowledge about social his¬ 
tory. 

He travelled to England on 
a $3,172 grant from the So¬ 
cial Sciences and Humani¬ 
ties Research Council and 
found .some good reading, 
and some not so good, but 
nevertheless important 
from an historian’s point of 
view. 

AFTER READING at 
least 200 books in the British 
libraries. Stafford thinks he 
has identified the founder of 
the spy novel genre, “a very 
bad writer on the whole," 
named William Lc Queux, 
who wrote about 70 spy books 
between 1900 and 1927. 

Although Le Queux’s 
works pre now obscure, they 
were best sellers in their 
time, making an enormous 
fortune for their author, and 
establishing the archetypes 
and stereotypes who appear 
consistently in spy novels 
written up to the end of 
the Second World War. 

What attracted Stafford to 
his current research topic is 
a gap in the historical study 
of literature he discovered 
while working on his Soon-to- 
be published book, Britain 
and European Reslatance 
1940-1915. 

Reading frequently sensa¬ 
tional literature about espio¬ 
nage and clandestine activi¬ 
ties was a necessary part of 
the research for that book 
(to be published this month 
in England by MacMillan 
and this spring in Canada by 
the University of Toronto 
Prc.ss). 

He decided that much of 
this material would be inter- 
e.sting in light of the history 
surrounding spy literature. 

BUT WHEN he started 
searching for the history, 
Stafford discovered none. In 
contrast to the, many that 
had been done surrounding

Technology spurs 
population crisis 


By KINGSLEY DAVIS 
Theoretically, technol¬ 
ogy gives man the unique 
power to determine his 
own fate. In practice, 
however, the long-run 
consequences are unfore¬ 
seen and usually unde¬ 
sired. 

A tragic illustration is the 
population crisis. Technol¬ 
ogy has made possible a for¬ 
midable increase in popula¬ 
tion that now threatens to 
exhaust the energy re¬ 
sources on which the growth 
itself has depended. If not 
stopped by deliberate policy, 
population growth will prob¬ 
ably be stopped in unintend¬ 
ed, less humane ways. 

During most of human ex¬ 
istence there was no popula¬ 
tion problem. Human fertil¬ 
ity was low because children 
require a long period of 
ieaming and hence depen¬ 
dence. Mortality, on the 
other hand, was substantial, 
partly because ofVvarfare, 
predation, and occasional 
famine, but mainly because 
of parasitic and infectious 
diseases. Such long-run 
population growth as did 
occur was made possible by 
migration into new areas. 

Thus, although man has 
existed for more than half a 
million years and probably 
numbered 50,000 some 400,- 
000 years ago, by 8000 BC 
there were probably only 
about 5 million people, ac- 
eordlng to the estimates of 
demographer John D. 
Durand. The rate of increase 
was only one-tenth of 1 per¬ 
cent per century. 

If that rate had continued 
after 8000 B.C., it would have 
required over 700,000 years 
to reach the present world 
population — 4.3 billion. In¬ 
stead it took only 10,000 
years. Why? 

The answer Is technology. 
At first used mainly for 
hunting, technology was ap¬ 
plied to agriculture and ani¬ 
mal husbandry about 10,000 
years ago. Since then, the 
balance between fertility 
and mortality has been des¬ 
troyed. The improvement in 
production strengthened 
people's resistance to dis¬ 
ease but did not, since it 
came too swiftly, cause fer¬ 
tility to adjust to reduced 
mortality. Between 10,000 
years ago and 1750 AD, the 


rate of population increase, 
S.2 percent per century, was 
SO times the rate before 
then. 

The coming of industrial¬ 
ism dramatically reduced 
the death rate in twjp ways: 
first, enormous further Im¬ 
provements in “productive” 
technology strikingly im¬ 
proved shelter and diets, and 
second, the development of 
“medical" technology 
began, after about 1850, to 
control infectious diseases. 
As a result, between 1750 and 
1979 the rate of global popu¬ 
lation growth was 21 times as 
fast as it had been during the 
preceding 10,000 years. 

Yet the level of living rose 
simultaneously, because the 
harnessing of fossil energy 
meant seemingly unlimited 
productive capacity. Popu¬ 
lation growth and prosperity 
came to be equat^. 

Since 1950 the rate of popu¬ 
lation growth has remained 
approximately stable, 
around 1.9 percent per year. 
This is little cause for joy, 
however, because the rate is 
extremely high: it would 
double the population every 
37 years. And, because of the 
enlargement of the base, 
that is, the greater number 
of people each year, the “ab¬ 
solute increase" continues to 
rise. From 1975 to 1979 the 
absolute increase was 64 
percent greater than it was 
between 1950 and 1955, al¬ 
though the “rate” was al¬ 
most Identical. 

At present, approximately 
80 million people are being 
added each year! 

Ironically, 79 percent of 
the world’s population 
growth is occurring in the 45 
percent of the world's area 
that is still underdeveloped, 
an area mostly in the tropics 
which is already 2.5 times as 
densely settled as the devel¬ 
oped regions. 

The reason is that the 
medical knowledge that de¬ 
veloped slowly in the indust¬ 
rial nations can now be 
transferred overnight to 
backward areas, causing 
death rates to drop about 


four times faster than they 
did from similar levels in the 
industrial nations. Yet the 
social structure has changed 
only slightly, and incentives 
for having children remain 
strong. 

Thus the less developed 
countries have the highest 
natural Increase ever 
known. In Syria, for exam¬ 
ple, it is estimated at 4 per¬ 
cent per year, a rate that will 
double the population in less 
than 18 years. In Egypt, 
where the density on agri¬ 
cultural land is already un¬ 
believable and the poverty- 
legendary, the natural in¬ 
crease is 2.6 percent per 
year, enough to double the 
population in 27 years. 

Fundamentally, the 5.5- 
fold upsurge in the earth’s 
population since 1750 rests 
on fossil energy. Coal, oil. 
and gas permitted a novel

development: a simultane¬ 
ous rise in population and in 
level of living. 

In the past, productive 
gains were used to sustain 
more people rather than to 
raise standards. Now: the use 
of seemingly inexhaustible 
energy meant that each 
human being could have the 
equivalent of dozens of ser¬ 
vants. It meant that costly 
medical science could be de¬ 
veloped and death rates 
around the world reduced. 

But alas, the heedless con¬ 
sumption of energy is ex¬ 
hausting the earth's supply 
of oil and gas, farcing a new 
reliance on coal, the best 
deposits of which have been 
mined. Furthermore, the 
w orld's papulation Is so huge 
that any satisfaction of en¬ 
ergy demands, from what¬ 
ever source, endangers the 
environment. 

The desperate search has 
turned to nuclear energy, 
but the more complex the 
technology required, the 
more dangerous It is. The 
problems of uranium supply, 
radioactive wastes and nu¬ 
clear weapons and accidents 
are not easily solved. Nu¬ 
clear fusion remains a costly 
dream likely to consume 
huge amounts of energy be¬ 
fore yielding a net return 
some 50 to too years from 
now. 

Although predictions are 
uncertain, it seems probable 
that either the world's con¬ 
sumption or the world's 
population will have to be 
reduced., 

Many people advocate the 
first alternative: returning 
to a simpler technology 
based more on muscle than 
on mechanical power. The 
world's population, how¬ 
ever, is far beyond that pos¬ 
sibility. Human beings are 
now so numerous in relation 
to resources that only the 
most advanced technology 
can keep them alive, much 
less give them a decent liv¬ 
ing. 

The reason is simple: We 
use more energy to produce 
food than the food itself sup¬ 
plies. We are thus eating 
fossil energy. The countries 
in w hich half to four-fifths of 
the iabor force is engaged in 
agriculture — that is, where 
human muscle is important 
in cultivation —- nearly all 
import food from countries 
where mechanical cner^is 
abundantly used. As thern- 
ergy dries up, so will the food 
supply. 

Since 1955 the world's ar-

able land has hardly in¬ 
creased, while the popula¬ 
tion has risen by 60 percent. 
As much farm land is lost 
each year through erosion, 
urban encroachment, and 
desertification as is added 
by irrigation, drainage, and 
terracing. There arc now ap¬ 
proximately 789 persons in 
the world per square mile of 
arable land. Thus the huge 
increase in the world's food 
supply, paralleling the 
growth of population, has 
t>ecn due almost entirely to 
greater use of energy for 
fertilizers, irrigation, and so 
forth rather than expansion 
of agricultural land. 

In the next four decades 
humans will doubtlessly 
strain every nerve to support 
an ever larger population. If 
so, it wilt demonstrate that 
the species is tool-smart but 
goal-stupid. No purpose is 
served by adding more peo¬ 
ple to an overcrowded plan¬ 
et. 

The hope that the world's 
birth rate will drop to match 
the low death rate is forlorn, 
because most governments 
arc content merely to insti¬ 
tute “family planning" pro¬ 
grams and hope for the best. 
Because of their birth rates, 
less developed countries 
have an extremely young 
population. Even with low 
fertility per woman, they 
will expand their population 
prodigiously. 

The struggle for dwindling 
resources may cause the 
small wars now raging in the 
world to flare into a major 
conflagration. 

If so, the frightful weapons 
that modem technology can 
create may wipe out most — 
or perhaps all — of the 
human population.

OTTAWA — The way 
the U.S. embassy here 
tells it, arrangements for 
.limmy Carter’.s visit to 
Ottawa Nov. 9-10 are still 
totally tentative. 

One American official, after 
assuring that he'd like to be 
helpful and everything, in¬ 
sisted that there just isn't 
enough yet known about the 
trip to eomment on. Well, 
what wilh Americans being 
such good friends, living just 
across the longest undefend¬ 
ed border in the world and all 
that, we thought It might be 
neighborly to bring him up to 
dale, 

C ARTER, HIS wife Rosa- 
lynn and State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance will arrive at 
10:15 a m. EOT Nov, 9 and 
leave 24 hours later. 

The Carters will stay with 
Ed and Lily Schreyer at 
Rideau Hall,'the governor- 
general's residence. Vance 
will stay across the street at 
7 Rideau Gate, the govern¬ 
ment's official guest house. 
Awake or asleep. Carter will 
be guarded by 45 secret ser¬ 
vice agents. Vance will be 
watched by 35. On the morn¬ 
ing of Nov. 10, Carter will go 
for his usual run on the 88- 
acre grounds surrounding 
Government House. 
Schreyer may join him. Any¬ 
thing to keep Carter's mind 
off S.A.L.T., the,savaging of 
his energy package in the 
U.S. Semate and Teddy Ken¬ 
nedy, who may be running in 
a different sense of the word 
about the same time. 

CARTER'S PEOPLE 
have yet to decide whether to 
bring a French-English 
translator for a presidential 
news conference Nov. 10, 
The Canadian government 
can supply some of the best 
in the business, but the 
Americans remain nervous. 
They want no recurrence of 
that unfortunate incident in 
Poland three years ago. 


when some cordial little 
greetings by Carter were 
translated by interpreter 
Stephen .Seymour as: "I de¬ 
sire the Poles carnally." 
And, at another point, how 
Carter had left the U.S. 
"never to return." 


CENTREPIECE OF the 
visit will be Carter's speech 
to a Joint session of the Com¬ 
mons and .Senate. Carter will 
speak in English. Dwight Ei¬ 
senhower, one of seven for¬ 
mer presidents to visit the 
capital, made a courageous 
attempt to insert some 
French in a similar speech 
back in 19,53. MPs, startled, 
burst into applause. 

Secret .Service wishes to 
the contrary, none of those 
charged with keeping Carter 
protected will be allowed to 
carry guns in the Commons 
chamber. Prohibitions 
against arms in the House 
reach back to the beginnings 
of the British Parliament. 
Still, one assumes there’s 
some consolation in the fact 
that Commons .sergeant-at- 
arms, Gaston Cloutier, is 
there at the ready with his 
ceremonial sword. 

CARTER’S ADVANCE 
men will install 200 tele¬ 
phones, so the president and 
his staff are never away 
from one. They will also set 
up their own switchboard at 
Bell Canada offices here. It 
will be flown up in a cargo 
plane and. in all likelihood, 
rai.sed into the Bell building 
by a crane. Before Carter 
leaves his plane on arrival, a 
telephone man will dart 
across the runway with a 
long wire and plug it into the 
jet, just in case there's any 
need for a quick call home.

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FREDERICTON (CP) — The federal government is 
studying lhi‘ feasibility uf restricting (ransportatlon of 
Arctic resources out of northern waters to vessels regis¬ 
tered, designed and constructed in Canada, says Prime 
Minister Clark. 

Clark said here Saturday the possible restriction is one 
of a package of measures being considered to build a 
Canadian deep-sea capacity. v 

Clark said Robert Howie, minister of slate for trans¬ 
portation, is examining the proposed measures in co-op¬ 
eration with the shipping industry, shippers and labor 
representatives. 

•‘He (Howie) is considering measures to encourage 
the development of an Arctic shipping capacity, including 
the restriction of Canadian waters north of 60 degrees 
after 1985 to vessels registered, designed and constructed in 
Canada for all extraction and movement of Canadian Arctic 
resources,” Clark said in an address to the annual meeting of 
the New Brunswick Progressive Conservative Association. 

The prime minister also boosted New Brunswick hopes 
for development of the port of Saint John. He said Ottawa is 
assessing market prospects for Arctic-class tankers that 
could be built at an expanded Saint John shipyard.

West 
won Ins queen and led 
another heart, locking the 
lead in dummy and ksolat- 
ing declarer’s clubs. 

There were no more op¬ 
portunities and declarer 
went down two. To make 
the hand, declarer must 
count his possible winners 
before he plays to trick 
one. If he does, he will find 
tliat he needs the club suit 
to win enough tricks to 
make the game. 

So. instead of winning 
the first trick with his 
heart ace, declarer allows 
Ea.st's king to win. A heart 
return is won in dummy 
and the ace and a low club 
come next.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
latest strategic arms 
limitation treaty modern- 
l/ation of nuclear arms in 
Europe and the plight of 
Soviet dissidents will be 
highlights of a week-long 
meeting of NATO parlia¬ 
mentarians In ()Uawa 
this week. 

A key issue is certain to be 
chances for ratification of 
the S.A.L.T. n treaty with 
the Soviet Union. A debate is 
shaping up between S.A.L.T. 
II critics, such as American 
Senator Henry Jackson, and 
European supporters of the 
agreement. 


MANY EUROPEAN tend¬ 
ers see S.A.L.T. 11 as an 
essential step to a'later 
agreement on limiting nu¬ 
clear weapons in the Europe¬ 
an theatre. But S.A.L.T. li Is 
facing a rough ride in the 
U.S. ^nate where some sen¬ 
ators say the agreement has 
too many loopholes allowing 
the Soviet Union to gain an 
advantage over the United 
States. 

S.A.L.T. 11 must be rati¬ 
fied by the Senate before it 
can take effect. Some sena¬ 
tors have said the agreement 
must be strengthened. In¬ 
cluding concessions by the 
Soviet Union on such issues 
as Soviet military aid to 
Cuba. 


DEFENCE Minister Allan 
McKinnon and Admiral Ro¬ 
bert Falls, chief of defence 
staff, are among Canadian 
leaders planning to speak to 
the la-nation North Atlantic 
Assembly. 

The annual assembly of 
parliamentarians has no 
power. It Is designed to bring 
politicians from NATO coun¬ 
tries up to date on major 
military and economic prob¬ 
lems facing the alliance. 

But the assembly gains 
added importance this year 
because the meeting comes 
as the U.S. Senate is consid¬ 
ering the S.A.L.T. II agree¬ 
ment and NATO govern¬ 
ments are about to look at 
modernization of nuclear 
weapons. 


GEN. BERNARD Rogers, 
NATO’s new supreme mili¬ 
tary commander, said here 
last week that failure to rati¬ 
fy S.A.L.T. II would have a 
“considerable adverse im¬ 
pact on NATO.” 

American leadership in 
the alliance would suffer a 
severe blow if the agree¬ 
ment. negotiated by the 
Carter administration, is un¬ 
dermined by the Senate, 
Rogers said. 

This view is echoed in a 
report by West German leg- 
islator Peter Corterier 
which will be discussed by 
the assembly’s political 
committee. 


REJECTION of the treaty 
would call into question “the 
responsibility of American 
leadership and its very com¬ 
petence to lead” the alli¬ 
ance, says the Corterier re¬ 
port. 

He says the treaty would 
improve security. 

“From a European per¬ 
spective, the presence of So¬ 
viet troops in Cuba , hardly 
constitutes a sufficient rea¬ 
son to reject S.A.L.T. 11,” 
the report says. 

“There is a danger that in 
the American domestic de¬ 
bate the Impact and ramifi¬ 
cations of the S.A.L.T. II 
treaty on European and in¬ 
ternational security will be 
di.scounted.” 


NATO DEFENCE minis¬ 
ters will be faced with deci¬ 
sions on nuclear weapons in 
the European theatre at a 
December meeting. Rogers 
said these weapons must be 
modernized “if we are going 
to deter the threat from the 
East.” 

But the alliance wanted, at 
the same time, to work for 
reduction of these weapons 
in both NATO and Soviet- 
bloc countries, Rogers said. 

Control of theatre nuclear 
arms was likely a subject for 
a follow-up to S.A.L.T. II—a 
S.A.L.T. Ill treaty, he said. 

CORTERIER’S report 
also urges the West to act 
vigorously in support of 
democratic principles and 
African self-determination 
in African countries headed 
by white minority regimes. 

Jackson, a leading critic of 
S.A.L.T. 11. is to attend the 
asseroblv meetings.

U.S. broker jailed for fraud 


NEW YORK (Ll’I) - Norman 
Turkish, 45, a Manhattan commo¬ 
dities broker, has been sentenced 
Co 90 days in Jail and fined $30,000 
for his part in a $27 million ta.x 
fraud. 

Co-detendant Michael Kellogg, 
te, of West Los Angeles, was fined 
$10,000 and put on probation fur 
two years for his part in the 
scheme, which involved C.R. Rit- 
tenberry & Associates, an oil com¬ 
pany ba.sed in Tulsa. Okla. 


In imposing sentence. Judge 
Vincent Broderick said the char¬ 
ges were '•extremely serious." 
The two defendants were convict¬ 
ed last December after a lO-week 
jury trial. 

Turkish and Kellogg were found 
guilty of ci;eating the fraudulent 
tax losses by rigging and pre-ar¬ 
ranging trading of commodities 
futures and by manipulating 
prices on the crude oil futures 
market. 


In addition. Turkish, a limited 
partner of Bear. Stearns & Co., 
was convicted of evading $ 200,000 
in income taxes for 1975. 

Kellogg was a registered repre¬ 
sentative of Smith Barney, Harris 
L'pham & Co. 

Prosecution evidence showed 
that Turkish arranged the $12 mil¬ 
lion in sham tax losses for Ritten- 
berry. a Kellogg client, for its 
business year ending in October 


1971 and a $15 million loss for the 
next fiscal year. 

Part of the profits were kicked 
back to Turkish In cash—$3H0.000 
during 1975 and $70,000 during 
1976. In addition toaubstantial bro¬ 
kerage accounts, kellogg received 
$60,000 in profits from rigged 
crude oil trades. 

The scheme was cut short in 1976 
when the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission began inves¬ 
tigating the crude oil market.

^Voodoo rite^ 
kills tots, 
men burned 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) — As many as five 
children may have been killed as sacrifices in a voo¬ 
doo rite allegedly conducted by two men who were 
later burned to death by an angry mob, police said. 

An investigation into the possible killings began after the 
alleged murderers of a two-year-old .boy, Antonio Carlos 
Magalhaes, were dragged from therr jail cell and killed by a 
mob of 2,000 residents of the city of Cantagalo Wednesday 
ijight. 

Police said they were searching a farm owned by 
One of the men. Moacir Valente, in the belief that the 
bodies of four other children reported missing might be 
buried there. 

The boy s aunt, who worked on Valente's farm, told 
police Valente killed the boy as a sacrifice in a voodoo 
rite. 

She said Valente’s spiritual adviser told him to offer the 
blood of a goat, a black chicken and “an innocent child" to 
ensure the success of a cement plant he planned to open. 

Valente and an employee. Anesio Ferreira, never had time 
to tell police their side of the story. 

Shortly after their arrest, a mob of about 2,000 persons— 
many armed—surrounded the police station, demanding 
immediate justice. 

A local radio reporter in the police station At the 
time said the scene "was madness. 

"I threw myself on the floor as soon as I heard the 
shots," Ihe reporter said. "Everyone in the station was 
scared, no one knew what to do. Suddenly, a man yelled. ’You 
have three minutes to get out! if not. vou will all be 
killed!” 

The crowd set fire to four police cars, then stormed 
into the jail as its seven policemen fled. 

Valente protested his innocence and pleaded for his 
life as the mob dragged him and Ferreira out to the 
burning cars. 

"I'm innocent, for the love of God!" Valente screamed,* 
according to the reporter. 

The crowd kicked the two men, then threw them into the 
burning cars.

Parke Bernet retracted 
claims made that it had set a 
world’s auction record, and 
conceded that Christie’s still 
holds the record in ques¬ 
tion.

.She explained that “it was 
a problem in conversions of 
Ihe figures involved" and 
acknowledged that Chris- 
He’s still held the world rec¬ 
ord with a $12.46-million jew ¬ 
elry sale last .May.

It was listed for sale this week with a 
price tag of $2,932,000. which included a - 
yacht club, marina, private airport with a 
3.000-foot runway and 1,000-fool concrete 
extension, four partially completed hang¬ 
ars. a club house, 10 vacation villas, a 
manager's house, staff quarters for 15 
people, a laundry, a maintainance shop 
building, a garage and a warehouse. 

The government-linked Bahamas News 
Service said the narrow, 6!4-mllc-long is¬ 
land was once a favorite refuelling and 
rest stop for boats and planes in the Baha¬ 
mas. 

Early this year, visitors complained of 
being ordered off of the island by security 
guards who spoke German-accented Eng¬ 


lish. One of those ordered to leave was 
Norman Solomon, a member of the Baha¬ 
mian Parliament. 

After two inconclusive visits by police, 
officers showed up in force al dawn on 
Sept. U. They arrested 33 people, confi¬ 
scated two guns, 170 rounds of ammunition 
of various calibres, a pound of marijuana 
and small vial believed to contain cocaine. 
Four Americans were charged with pos¬ 
session of dangerous drugs. 

A few days later, owner Joe Lchder 
announced he was returning to Germany. 
The 100 construction workers hired for his 
$6 million improvement program were laid 
off and he and his aides left Norman's Cay. 
This week, it went up for sale.

Recession 
believers . 
get surprise 

WA.SHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. rece.ssion that 
was feared to have begun in mid-summer may not 
have occurred after all. Federal government figures 
show a rebound in economic growth to an annual rate 
of 2.4 per cent. 

Consumer buying received a large share of the credit for 
the boost to the economy, although purchases came at the 
expense of savings, which fell to a 28-year low of 4.1 per cent 
of income. 

The rate of inflation as measured by the gross national 
product stayed about the same in the third quarter, as prices 
advanced at an annual rate of 9.6 per cent, the federal 
commerce department said. An annual rale is the increase if 
the quarterly results were to continue for an entire year. 

The 2.4-per-cent rate of economic growth—as measured 
by the GNP—offset a second quarter rate of decline of 2.5 
per cent. It crossed up many government and private 
forecasters who had flatly declared the economy was In a 
recession. 

“THE.SE THINGS are hard to predict," said Courtenay 
Slater, tfic commerce department's chief economist who w as 
among those who had thought the third quarter would show 
another decline. The economy grew at a 1.1 per cent rate in 
the first quarter. 

White House spokesman Jody Powell said the figures 
showed the economy “is perhaps stronger and more resilient 
than many had expected." He added they confirm that 
fighting inflation must be the primary economic concern. 

Treasury Secretary G. William Miller, who had gone so 
farrcccntly astosay theU.S. notonly was in a recession, but 
that the recession was half over, said Americans should not 
be misled into thinking a period of economic growth lies 
ahead. 

"We expect the economy to return to slow or negative 
growth in the next few quarters." he said. 

The conventional definition of a recession is two con¬ 
secutive quarters of decline in the GNP. which is the value of 
the total output of goods and services ii^thc economy. 

BUT THE FINAL judgment is up to the National Bureau 
of Economic Research in Cambridge, Mass., w hich conceiv¬ 
ably could conclude a recession had occurred even with the 
third quarter rebound. 

A bureau committee will meet on Oct, 25 to consider the 
matter, but a spokesman said Friday it was unlikely to make 
a decision for another few months because recent economic 
statistics were inconclusive. 

The 2.1-per-cent increase in GNP, the gain after dis¬ 
counting for inflation, was surprisingly large. However. Ms. 
Slater said the economy still showed “many of the symptoms 
of a recession.” 

"On balance, there has been no real growth in the 
economy for the last six months,” Ms. Slater told reporters. 
"The events through which we are passing in this period of 
economic weakness may after the fact be judged a recession 
. . . although a weak recession." 

BUT LYLE GRAMLEY, a member of the president's 
Council of Economic Advisers, said, "We may well avoid a 
recession in the technical sense. " 

A major reason for the economic rebound in the July 
through September period was that consumers stepped up 
their purchases, increasing demand for goods and services. 
Personal consumption spending rose 4,3 per cent, at an 
annual rate, compared with a second quarter Vatc of declinV 
of 2.9 per cent.

“I worked for 10 years in 
hit shows ( Raisin, Guys and Dolls, 
Jesus Christ, Superstar etc.) and 
after awhile you lose touch and 
begin to wonder‘am I getting these 
good reviews because they know 
me. . . ’ 

Nor was the Terrace response 
to Jackson and the others in the 
cast unique, according to company 
manager Mark Porteous. It’s been 
the rule on the three week frantic 
tour that winds down next Sunday 
with its last performance in While 
Rock. 

Still the audiences aren't quite 
like any others Jackson has en¬ 
countered. 

"They’re a little mure laid 
back (during the performance) 
but somehow after the show they 
stand up,” said Jackson. 

Besides the vistas, touring the 
interior brings her face to face 
with people she wouldn't normally 
encounter. It’s all grist for the per¬ 
forming mill later on. 

Still it's a geographic and 
, social expt'rience that could al¬ 
most have been duplicated else¬ 
where. Jackson didn't have to 
come to B.C. to look at mountains, 
meet miners and sing before peo¬ 


ple who likely never had heard of 
her before. 

And when it comes right down 
to it, it’s Brel’s music that has her 
enduring early morning starts, all 
day drives and a different motel 
bed every night. 

"There comes a time in a 
performer's life when they want to 
do something they want to do." 

Apparently Brel was it for 

her. 

She first saw the hit show 
Jacques Brel Is Alive and Well and 
Living in Paris (the title now ab¬ 
breviated considerably with the 
Belgian singer's death last year) 
about 15 years ago some time after 
she arrived in New York from 
Texas to study classical singing at 
the Juilliard. 

Nor is Brel something a 
Broadway performer like Jackson 
would likely get a chance to do. 
Certainly not in New York where 
the show and particularly the role 
of Woman One belong by popu¬ 
lar concensus to singer Elly 
Stone. 

“The music is so wonderful in 
this show and it's a chance to 
stretch my wings,” said Jackson 
who usually finds herself in mu¬ 
sicals with a "book". Brel is more 
of a revue with diaiogue usually 
scant if any. It means the four 
performers are "on all the 
lime." 


When the offer came from 
producer David Lui to do Brel in 
Vancouver with London director 
Derek Goldby, she accepted. 

“It .seemed like a great thing 
to do for the summer," she said 
now several months later. 

Compared to her usual Broad¬ 
way engagements Brel had “a 
short little run " closing in Vancou¬ 
ver after about six weeks. 

“I was just getting a taste 
for it and then it was over." 
she said by way of offering yet 
another good reason to do the three 
week tour in the fall. 


*B.C. audiences 
more laid back'

Okay, Ernestine Jackson, 
you've got two Tony nominations 
after a string of Broadway hit 
shows over a decade and now 
you’re travelling around the B. C.

HOLLYWOOD — Ever since it. came on the 
scene in June, 1967, the American Film Institute 
has been caught in the middle. 

On one side has been the Hollywood establish¬ 
ment accusing the AFI of intellectual snobbery, the 
unforgivable sin of elitism. 

Seated across the aisle — often shaking their 
fists and flailing about — have been independent 
filmmakers (usually led by those turned down fur 
grants) insisting that the institute is "too Holly¬ 
wood,” its board dominated by studio bigshots, 
its concerns too closely aligned to the main- 
.stream. 

To the public, the AFI is the Life Achievement 
Award, an evening of prime-time TV when a distin¬ 
guished American director or actor — Or.son 
Welles, John Ford, Henry Fonda — is honored. 

Film buffs think of American Film magazine 
or the AFI’s program to preserve classic movies. 


To .students, it’s the Centre for Advanced Film 
/Studies or the various internship programs. 

And so on. 

“We're a many-headed hydra. It's tough to find 
a single time or place to show all the heads," said 
Sam Grogg Jr. the AFI's director of education 
services for the past five years. 

The occasion for Grogg’s rather appropriate 
metaphor was a discussion just prior to the hydra's 
emergence at the American Film Institute National 
Conference on Film and Television. 

It took two years of talking and four months of 
planning, but Grogg, the conference’s director, 
maintains the time and place for the AFI to show 
off Its diversity has arrived. That’s the reason for 
the conference. 

About 250 people — an assortment of educators, 
librarians, film makers, hi.storians, buffs and stu¬ 
dents — registered for the full three-day affair that 
runs through the weekend. 

It is neither the largest nor the most extensive 
conference of its kind. But both the topics and the 


Victorians arc getting a Canadian exclusive 
when the Peking Opera Theatre of China comes to 
the Royal next month. 

The company was originally .scheduled to do a

He met with 
company officials recently in Vancouver and the 
problem wasn’t just the inadequate Royal but the 
costs in shipping a 12()-raember company over 
from (he mainland and bark again. Apparently 
when the national tours the maritimes it goes with 
two smaller companies and will likely do (he 
same when it comes west again. 

If a Saanich or Oak Bay alderman ever won¬ 
dered why renovations for the Royal of the magni¬ 
tude recommended by Allan Purdy were neces¬ 
sary, it’s too bad he wasn't among the hundreds left 
nut on the sidewalk for 30 minutes waiting to get 
into Ain't MisBehavin’ Monday. The reason the 
crowds were kept waiting was simply the Royal's 
antiquated facilities took longer to adapt to than 
normal for the tour company. And the rea.son the 
audience was kept out in the cold — It could have 
been worse, it might have been raining — was that 
there was no where else to put them. After all, it 
isn’t as though the Royal had a decent foyer. Many, 
including Purdy who was out on the sidewalk too, 
would argue it has no foyer at all. . . By Tuesday 
the word had got around that Ain't Misbeha¬ 
vin’was one helluva show and there wasn’t a ticket 
to be had for that performance. The cast Inciden¬ 
tally rated the Victoria audience as the most so¬ 
phisticated on its Canadian tour which means 
you all laughed and applauded at the right places 
and didn’t throw your popcorn. . . Well, they won't 
be pasting “Held Over” banners across posters for 
The Belfry’s production of Private Lives. While 


theatre space was available it was "economics", 
according to artistic director Don Shipley that 
ended the run as orginally scheduled la.st night. 
The show was doing fine at the box office but to 
extend it would mean replacing Sheila Junor-Moore 
(previously committed to the Bastion for Waiting 
for the Parade) with Sylvia llatchman.

participants represent the kind of diversity Grogg 
and the AFI were aiming for. 

Among the subjects tackled in one or two-hour 
■sessions were a discussion of regional filmmaking, 
marketing feature films, the relationship between 
(he book and the movie business and the standard 
film conference discussion on the impact of TV on 
society. 

The conference’s opening session was a panel 
discussion titled The Lure of Film and Television. 
As noted by the panel’s moderator. Los Angeles 
Times arts editor Charles Champlin, it was one of 
those all-purpose conference topics, one in which 
just about anything could be said and it would 
be appropriate. 

What it turned into was a freewheeling exami¬ 
nation of what’s good and bad about television 
today and what’s good and bad about the mod¬ 
ern studio system. 

"The problem, basically, in features is that 
each film is too damned important. ” said actor 
Jack Lemmon, referring to the fact that today 
the major film companies turn out less than 125 
films among them, versus 300 or 100 a year during 
the 19-tOs and I95as. 

Recognizing the many limitations of the moguls 
who ran Hollywmid during the studios’ heyday. 
Lemmon said, ’’At lca.st they knew how to make 
films." 

"Very few people in a high capacity today know 
a damn thing in this town about making films," he 
continued. 

Admitting from the start that he was in an 
essentially pessimistic mood. British producer 
David Futtnam (Midnight Express. Bugsy Malone) 
played antagonist fur most of the session. He 
bemoaned the scarcity of quality programming on 
American TV arffl the fact that luck is such a big 
factor in getting movies made today. 

It was an assessment that did not meet with 
approval from two representatives of the American 
Jelevision industry — Leonard Hill, ABC’s vice 
president of motion pictures for television, and 
Virgina Carter, vice president of creative affairs 
for Tandem Productions. 

Carter holds no illusions about the quality of 
TV. 

"My guess is that the audience is undersold, 
dreadfully,” said Carter, a physicist turned TV 
executive. 

"We seem to be trying to program for a 
mythical creature out there. We should aim 
higher.” 

Still, she added, there is much that is worth 
.seeing. 

“Several times a week I go home and want to 
watch TV," she said. “A lot of it’s turkey time, but 
a lot of it’s fine." 

What generally was agreed to be good about 
television today are TV movies, in effect a third 
cinematic form besides feature films and standard 
television. 

When movies-of-the-week became a part of 
television 10 years ago they were fitted into 
90-minute programming slots and budgeted at 
about $350,000, Hill said. 

Today, he added, the average budget for the 30 
TV movies his network will air this season will be 
about $1 million and they will each run in program 
blocks of at least two hours. 

In many cases. Hill asserted and others on the 
panel agreed, TV is tackling topics that feature 
films are shying away from. 

"1 think it’s true,” Hill said. “We’re doing 
things the movies aren’t and wouldn’t do.” 

One positive trend the downbeat Futtnam 
pointed toward was the growing relationship be¬ 
tween television and film. 

• “The more interchange between the television 
and film industries, the better the mediums will 
get,” Futtnam said.

HOLLYWOOD (L’PI) — 
Pelf Best, a $12,000-a-year 
English civil servant, is the 
fifth Beatlc, the drummer 
replaced by Ringo Starr six 
weeks before the Beatles cut 
their first record and 


zoomed to international 
stardom. 

Best held up his thumb and 
forefinger, holding them an 
inch apart, and said, “I 
came that close to fame. 


glamour and untold 
wealth," 

BEST, A muscular, stocky 
man with a thick Liverpud¬ 
lian accent and a thatch of 
black hair, lives modestly In 
Liverpool, where it all 
began, working in a job 
placement center, occasion¬ 
ally musing on what might 
have been. 

He recounts his two years 
with George Harrison, Paul 
McCartney and John Lennon 
without rancor. But it was 
the Beatles themselves who 
fired him. 

Pete was 17 years old In 
1959 %nd working with high 
school friends in a group 
called The Blackjacks. 
George, Paul and John hung 
out at his mother’s Liverpool 
coffee club. The Casbah. 

HIS TRIO OF friends, 
along with a bass player 
named Stu Sutcliffe, put to¬ 
gether a singing group 
named The Silver Beatles 
and made a brief tour of 
Scotland. When they re¬ 
turned, they invited Pete to 
be their drummer. 

“I auditioned for the lads 
and two da.vs later we left for 
Germany," Pete recalled. 
“Our first club date was in 
Hamburg where we dropped 
the ‘Silver’ from our name. 

"For two years we were 
like brothers, I was especial¬ 
ly close to John. We began 
drawing big crowds and at¬ 
tracting attention. Sutcliffe 
quit of his own accord and 
tragically died of a brain 
hemorrhage not long after. 


"THEN ONE DAY Brian 
Epstein, who managed the 
Beatles, called me in for a 
chat. It was in August 1962, 
almost two years to the day 
after we’d played our first 
date in Hamburg. 

“He told me, 'The lads 
want you out. Thev want to 
replace you with Ringo Starr 
because he’s a better drum¬ 
mer.’’’ 

Pete was stunned. He be¬ 
lieves the real reason for his 
sacking was jealousy on the 
part of the other three. 


“I LATER LEARNED 
they were upset because 
people were beginning to call 
the group ‘Pete Best and the 
Beatles.’ 1 was getting more 
attention than the others and 
they didn’t like it," he said. 

Pete quickly joined an¬ 
other group, Lee Curtis and 
the All-Stars, and found him¬ 
self on the same rock bill 
with The Beatles (complete 
with Ringo) within eight 
weeks of his departure. 

“1 passed the lads coming 
off stage but they never even 
spoke to me,” Pete said. 
”Nor have I had any contact, 
not a word from them 
since." 


PETE REMAINED in 
show business for another 
six years, most of which as 
the leader of Pete Best's All- 
Stars and later as Pete 
Best’s Combo. 

Pete has re-entered the 
Beatles’ lives In a curious 
manner. He was hired by 
producer Dick Clark as tech¬ 
nical advisor for the ABC-TV 
movie Birth of the Beatles. 
an early history of the group 
from 1959-196-1. 

The story line, exhaustive¬ 
ly researched, begins with 
the formation of the group 
and follows The Beatles to 
their triumphant American 
television debut on The Ed 
Sullivan Show in 1964. 


CLARK ROUNDED up 
four actors who resemble 
George. Paul, John and 
Ringo. Other actors were 
hired to portray Pete and 
.Sutcliffe. 

The sound track, featuring 
early Beatle hits, was done 
by another group, Rain, 
which Pete says astonish¬ 
ingly reproduces the sound 
of the Beatles in the early 
days. 

“They even copied the 
mistakes the Beatles made 
in their records for authen¬ 
ticity,” Pete said. “As tech¬ 
nical director 1 saw that the 
clothes, haircuts, locations 
and personal characteristics 
were faithful to the origi¬ 
nals," 

Birth of the Beatles, how¬ 
ever, may not be seen next 
month as originally sche¬ 
duled by ABC. (jlark and 
the network arc being sued 
for $140 million by Apple 
Corp., Ltd. which holds 
rights for George, Paul, 
John and Ringo.

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Farley goes to war 


A\D \0 BIRDS SANG, by Farley 

Mowat. McClelland & Stewart. 

SI3.9S. 

Farley Mowat is so well known as a 
writer about the north, a keen natural¬ 
ist and a generally boisterous person¬ 
ality that his new book may eome as a 
surprise. And No Birds Sang is an 
aecount of Mowat’s experiences dur¬ 
ing the Second World War, from his 
first eager, abortive efforts to enlist in 
1940 to one shattering Christmas Day 
in 1943. Like other Mowat Books it’s 
funny, angry and moving by turns, but 
And No Birds Sang is more than this. 
It’s an unlikely-to-be-forgotten illus¬ 
tration of the close relationship 
between courage and fear. 

The book is divided into four sec¬ 
tions, each preceded by a fragment of 
war poetry which reminds us that the 
experiences of this one particular sol¬ 
dier are linked with the universal. 
Part I ("My friend, you would not tell 
with such high zest./To children ar¬ 
dent for some desperate glory,/The 
old lie . . .’’) opens with Farley’s 
father delivering the “bloody big 
news" that “war is on!” 

The senior Mowat will be an 
enigma to anyone bom after 1945. 
"Fired by the ideals of Empire," he 
had gone off to battle in the First 
World War and relumed with a useless 
right arm. Despite this he became an 
"impassioned supporter of the peace¬ 
time volunteer militia,” eager to see 
his only son join his old infantry regi¬ 
ment and help make the world safe 
from fascism. 

The regiment was the Hastings and 
Prince Edward, better known as the 
Hasty Pees. At first Farley demurred, 
preferring the Air Force, and attempt¬ 
ed to enlist — the day after his 19th 
birthday — on his own. He was pro¬ 
nounced four pounds underweight and 
failed. He made it into the Hasty Pees, 
though, when an army doctor who was 
an old friend of his father’s “sent me 
off to drink as much water as I could 
hold. Well ballasted and gurgling like 
an over-full bathtub. I passed the ex¬ 
amination with flying colors.” 

Two years later Mowat was a full 
lieutenant and declared ready for 
overseas draft. His training in Eng¬ 
land included losing his virginity, 
keeping his minuscule moustache, and 
as air liaison officer arranging for 12 
Spitfires to “attack” a VIP picnic 
which, too late, he learned was being 
attended by HM King (jeorge VI. 

Part II ("I would have thought of 
them ... in pity . . . that this gay 
machine of splendor’d soon be bro¬ 
ken”) describes the regiment’s 
assault landing in Sicily as part of 
Operation Husky, Mowat’s first expo¬ 
sures to death, his sudden anger at his 
father, and his view, first as a platoon 
commander and later as an intelli¬ 
gence officer of the war in Sicily. 

Part HI (“And Death fell with me. 


like a deepening moan”) contains 
Mowat’s anger at the wav battle-sore 
men were treated by their Canadian 
staff ("Like inmates of a reform 
school"), at least three incidents in 
which he barely escapes death, and his 
experiences in mainland Italy. (As 
part of Montgomery’s Eighth Army, 
the Hasty Pees were ordered to head 
north to assist the L'.S. Fifth Army at 
Salerno.) 

This section is highlighted by 
Mowat’s accounts of his contacts with 
Italian civilians, soldiers and parti¬ 
sans. There are some embarrassing 
bloopers, a splendid bluff that Bart 
Bandy himself would have been hard- 
pressed to rival, and much anger at 
the pathetic plight of the refugees who 
suffered under the Germans' 
“scorched-earth" policy. 

Part IV ("And all thought dwindled 
to a moan") de.scribes one month in 
1943. During that month Mowat learn¬ 
ed the truth of his father’s warning in a 
letter to Italy: "The most unfortunate

ones after any war are not those with 
missing limbs; they are the ones who 
have had their spiritual feet knocked 
out from under them." 

Mowat’s descriptions of the battles 
In which he played a part are so vivid it 
seems evident that he has nearly total 
recall. Especially impressive are his 
portraits of his fellow officers and the 
men of his platoon. His regimental 
commander, incidentally, was Major 
Lord John Tweedsmuir, son of a 
famous father and “a tall, fair-haired 
English romantic out of another 
age.” 

And No Birds Sang ends without 
revealing some of the things the read¬ 
er wants to know, but it also tells us all 
we need ever know about others. 
Farley Mowat has done an effective 
job of combining letters and memories 
into a book which leaves no doubt that 
war — for all its gaiety, excitement 
and valor — is at bottom a filthy, 
bloody, shattering ordeal. 


Kissinger 
remembers 
with verve

WHITE HOUSE YEARS, by Henry A. KIss/nger. Little, 
Brown. $24.50. 


The first volume of Henry 
A. Kissinger’s memoirs is 
longer than Leo Tolstoy’s 
IVar and Peace, and we don’t 
even get to Watergate. The 
question is, is it worth the 
time it takes to read it? The 
answer is yes. Of course, it is 
self-serving — especially on 
Cdmbodia and Chile and the 
"Christmas bombings" of 
North Vietnam in 1972 — but 
the principal purpose of al¬ 
most any memoir is to serve 
the .self. 

Consider, first, the style. 
Kissinger’s years in the 
White House and the State 
Department did not, miracu¬ 
lously. repress his impulse to 
write decent prose. If his 
irony shades often into sar¬ 
casm, at least he is ac¬ 
quainted with irony. Other 
memoirs of the first Nixon 
administration, not counting 
William Satire’s, seem to 
have been written by ticker- 
tape machines after mid¬ 
night on Wall Street, while 
nobody human was looking. 

Pith counts. On the White 
House reaction to the shoot¬ 
ing down of an American 
reconnaissance plane by the 
North Koreans: "It was as if 
someone had pushed a but¬ 
ton labelled ‘crisis manage¬ 
ment’ and the answer that 
came up was ‘noncha¬ 
lance.’ ’’ On H.R. Haldeman, 
for whom government was 
basically an exercise in pub¬ 
lic relations: "It was risky to 
approach Haldeman, since 
he was likely to interpret 
any substantive concern as a 
sign of emotional instabil¬ 
ity." 

Anecdotes help, too. From 
the gooney birds on Midway 
to the hilarious textile nego¬ 
tiations with Japan to the 
flap about a nonexistent 
baby water buffalo to the 
meeting in the White House 
with a nun and two Catholic 
laymen who had been named 
unindicted co-conspirators 
in a plot to Jiidnap him, Kis¬ 
singer has a- lively eye and 
some charm. He will also 
deprecate himself, and, 
twice, admits fallibility: 
wiretapping may require 
“more stringent safe¬ 
guards." and he should not 
perhaps have given the im¬ 
pression to journalists that 


he had opposed the Christ¬ 
mas bombings. 

To be sure, buzz words 
abound. They include “link¬ 
age.” “equilibrium,” “am¬ 
biguity,” "fashionable,” 
“whipsaw," “rout,” 
"honor" and “impotence.” 
And there are occasional 
lapses into the sermonette, 
on such subjects as the his¬ 
tory of Russia, India and 
Pakistan, and the motivation 
of the younger generation 
that oppo.sed our "historical 
misadventure" in Vietnam. 
Nevertheless, the Dean 
Acheson who wrote Present 
at the Creation — and whom 
Kissinger admires almost as 
much as he does Chou Enlai 
and somewhat more than he 
admires the shah of Iran — 
would not have sniffed at the 
style of “White House 
Years" and would probably 
have agreed with its geopoli- 
ties. ^ 

As for substance, how can 
we fail to be interested in the 
summit meetings with Mao 
Tsetung and Leonid I. 
Brezhnev and (Jolda Meir 
and Eisaku Sato, the SALT 
talks and the secret negotia¬ 
tions with the Russians, the 
Chinese, the Germans and 
Le Due (Ducky) Tho? 
Richard M. Nixon’s initia¬ 
tive. to open our relations 
with China, so ably abetted 
by Kissinger, was a stunning 
success. Kissinger’s “shut¬ 
tle diplomacy,” for a while 
anyway, kept the lid on in the 
Middle East. The only boring 
pages in White House Years 
are those devoted to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Orga¬ 
nization, and even Marcel 
Proust could not have made 
NATO interesting. 

On the secret bombing and 
subsequent "incursion” of 
Cambodia, he disagrees with 
his formidable critic, the 
William Shaweross who 
wrote Sideshow after Kis¬ 
singer refused to talk to him. 
On Chile, he is brisk: it was in 
our national interest to pre¬ 
vent Salvador Allende Gos- 
sens from remaining presi¬ 
dent of Chile “through a 
fluke in the Chilean political 
system,” which fluke was 
Allende’s having been elect¬ 
ed by a plurality rather than 
a majority — a fluke which 



Bird sketches 
by a master

A SKETCHBOOK OF BIRDS, by C. F. Tunniclifle, 

R.A., Introduction by Ian NIall. Clarke, Irwin. 

$23.95. 

Charles Tunnieliffe’s work may not be as well 
known in North America as it is in Europe, but in 
A Sketchbook of Birds, a belated step has been taken 
to reetify this by making examples of this great 
British artist’s work available in North America for 
the first time. 

Tunnicliffe died last February, at 78. He had devot¬ 
ed his life to art and had established himself as one of 
the finest English engravers, water-colorists and illus¬ 
trators since Thomas Bewick. He specialized in natural 
history subjects, for which he displayed a special sensi¬ 
tivity. It is this sensitivity that flows from page after 
page of A Sketchbook of Birds. 

As the name implies, this is a book of the artist’s 
field sketches — not finished works — and as such they 
arc a special delight. They are examples of Tunni- 
cliffc’s work covering nearly 30 of his most productive 
years. While some of his subjects may be unfamiliar to 
North Americans, his renditions of them reveal that 
rare gift of being able to capture that fleeting instant 
of action that marks the great artist, sometJiing we 
can all appreciate. 

The illustrations used in the book were selected by 
the artist’s sister. Dorothy Downes, and by Ian Niall and 
his wife. Niall, a name familiar to readers of Country 
Life, also wrote a brief introduction. Aside from these 
few words, the book is Tunnicliffe and his work — 130 
pages of pencil sketches and watercolors, each with 
pencilled notes by the artist, made at the time the work 
was done, notes which reveal the naturalist within the 
artist. 

Tunnicliffe lived must of his life on the island of 
Angelsey in North Wales — an area noted for its water- 
birds — and 90 pages arc devoted to these species. 

Another aspect of the book which will endear it to 
expatriate Britons will be the place names which go 
with each sketch. Names like Aldcrley Edge. Maccles¬ 
field (the artists birthplace). Bunt Farm, Gawsworth 
Fool, Northwich and Radnor Mere, are certain to evoke 
memories in those who know Cheshire well. 


Typically Canadian: 
The good and bad 


Jennifer Mallen. 40, lives 
in "the special kind of soli¬ 
tude of a woman alone with 
her children.” Jennifer Is 
the kind of woman — if there 
is a kind: better to say she Is 
a woman — who speculates 
as she opens another beer 
that “Life (is) a fatal dis¬ 
ease no matter how you 
(live) it.”

Helwig is a serious writer, 
and Jennifer is a serious 
novel — why else the quota¬ 
tion from The Republic that 
prefaces it? Plato’s admir¬ 
able statement is a call to 
observe a life that is “order¬ 
ly and brave,” but in Hel- 
wig’s hands those virtues are 
somehow transmuted into 
mere dullness, and Jennifer 
herself into a cardboard fig¬ 
ure whose words and actions 
betray a monumental lack of 
perception. The most inter¬ 
esting character in the book 
is her .son Gavin, eight, but 
his walk-on parts seem 
intended only as comic relief 
to the drama.

first novel. Creatures of the 
Chase. Soucy is a fine writer 
with a sure eye for both na¬ 
ture and humankind’s place 
in it, and his novel is more 
proof that the peculiar genre 
of “outdoor novel” is still 
flourishing in Canada. 

Mathieu has been hunting 
and trapping in northern 
Quebec for more than 25 
years. From the incredible 
bear hunt that opens the 
book (Marian Engel take 
note!) to the lake scene that 
ends It, we are In a very 
special world, a world where 
“death keeps its eyes open" 
and where Mathieu, with 
ITndien as his occasional 
companion, lives a life that 
is almost dream like in its 
arduousness and simplicity. 

But. Soucy writes, ". . . 
there was still a barrier be¬ 
tween a man like him and 
nature ... even though he 
felt himself more animal 
than man."

it," and “beside himself" so 
often he must have been 
twins — Kissinger is shrewd 
and not altogether lacking in 
compassion. From the be¬ 
ginning, Nixon wanted to run 
his own foreign policy, and 
Kissinger was his Lone 
Ranger, carrying that policy 
around in his saddlebags, 
and Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam P. Rogers was kept 
constantly in the dark. Kis¬ 
singer agrees that this was 
"a poor system,” but, really, 
the State Department and 
the Department of Defence 
dragged their heels when 
they didn’t agree with a 
presidential directive. Kis¬ 
singer also allows as how 
there were a number of 
presidential directives he ig¬ 
nored, while waiting for the 


temperature in the Oval Of¬ 
fice to cool down. 

And he loved it — the 
helicopters and the motorcy¬ 
cle escorts, the sunglasses 
and the fake stomach-aches, 
the hand written messages 
carried by personal pouch 
from China through Paki¬ 
stan to Washington, the con¬ 
versations with Andre 
Malraux, if not with Oriana 
Fallaci. As a kind of Julien 
Sorel who went to Washing¬ 
ton, he was Nixon’s own Har¬ 
vard professor, snatched 
away from Nelson A. Rocke¬ 
feller. He tells us that the 
only time while he was in 
office that he couldn't sleep 
was on the eve of his flight to 
China.

on a visit. Mathieu meets 
Mademoiselle Robitault, 
Margeurite, and the chase 
the uniquely human chase 
that every forest animal also 
knows—is on. And nothing is 
ever the same again. 

Creatures of the Chase is 
not, it must be said, a psy¬ 
chological novel. In fact, 
Soucy’s depiction of Mar- 
geurfte In particular seems 
downright ridiculous at 
times. If the book could be 
labelled apart from its natu¬ 
ralistic genre, one would not 
be (ah amiss in calling it 
existential. Yes, even that! 
For the lives here are lived in 
the immediate present. 
There is no past or future, 
there are no assumptions, 
there can be no predictions. 

But then, it seems, human 
nature will have its way and 
guide these creatures on to 
paths as old as the forest 
they call home. 

And the paths lead apart, 
eventually. Whether it must 
be so for any two people in a 
similar situation—as if such 
a situation as Mathieu’s and 
Marguerite’s could ever be 
similar for anyone! — Soucy 
leaves for his readers to 
wonder.

Now albums from the 
Eagles and Neil Young 
appraised this week at 
first disappointed Off the 
Record reviewers but 
after repeated listenings 
their ears were heavily 
rewarded. 

Another LPfrom Roger 
Whittaker may be 
seooped up by followers 
but there's nothing in it to 
set the turntable ablaze. 


The Kagles: The Long 
Hun 

Veteran funs of the kings 
of California-country rock 
may at first be disappointed 
at the Eagles' latest offer¬ 
ing. 

Only two of the songs re¬ 
motely resemble the w ork on 
their earlier fast-tempo 
best-sellers. Hotel California 
and Eag/es Greatest Hits. 

But the album definitely 
improves with a third or 
fourth listening, as the 
slower-paced tracks—a cou¬ 
ple of them uncharacteristi¬ 
cally serious love songs— 
burn gently into the subcon- 
.scious. 

Earlier Eagles efforts 
look a definitely offhand or 
maudlin approach to ro¬ 
mance (witness Take it Easy 
or Tequila Sunrise) but at 
least two members of the 
band must have found some 
new dimension to love—the 
hard way. 

Take the title track. Long 
Hun, which sets the pace for 
the rest of the album In a 
slow-motion pounding beat 
accentuated with string- 
tickling fill-ins. 

The lyrics show a hitherto- 
uiisuspected depth in lead 
vocalist Don Henley, w ho co- 
authored the sung with 
Glenn Ere.v—a tale of a man 
hanging onto a tortured 
lover in the firm belief that 
despite all odds "we can 
make i I / i n the long 
run ..." 

Similarly the second 
track, I Can't Tell You H'hy, 
whose credits are shared by 
I'rey, Henley and new bass- 
man Timothy Schmidt, is a 
most unEagles-like “feel- 
iii^j" love song that will soon 
be covered by many a mid¬ 
dle-of-the-road artist. 

In The City, from the 
soundtrack of the popular 
street movie The Warriors, 
conveys a deep sense of the 
dispossessed, while D/sco 
.Strangler anckK/ng of Holly- 
wood make excellent listen¬ 
ing. although the subjects 
are a little stereotyped. 

Traditional Eagles fans 
will feel more at home on 
side two. with the chart- 
busting Heartache Tonight 
and The Greeks Don't Want 
\o Freaks done in standard 
fast-paced style. 

Those Shoes, featuring 
talk-box guitar work by .loe 
\Wilsh and Don Felder un¬ 
equalled in my ILstening ex¬ 
perience since F’eampton's 
Come Alice I.P, gives an 
entirely new perspective to 
the old high-heeled sneak¬ 
ers. 

Teenage Jaii Is an archety¬ 
pal song of the frustrations 
of being young enough to do 
great things but nut old 
enough to be able to go 
through with them. 


The coup fle grace. The 
Sad Cafe, tells of dreams 
won, lost and left behind, 
with the final fadeout an 
emotive jazz-style saxo¬ 
phone solo by David San¬ 
born. 

Every one of the 10 tracks 
has .something going for it. 
All are potential AM singles 
hits, and this album Is defini¬ 
tely assured of "a long 
run."—Paul Bennett.

Nell Young: Rust Never 
Sleeps 

Escape. That appears (o 
be the recurring theme of 
this 33-year-old Toronto- 
born singer's latest album. 

And during the misleading 
first session with Ru.st Never 
Sleeps', that was my stron¬ 
gest feeling. My ears wanted 
to flee. 

Rust seemed just, that, 
rusty. Young, whose desper¬ 
ate voice of resignation had 
been a fine vessel for the 
drifting Woodstock genera¬ 
tion of the late 1960s. ap¬ 
peared to be adding nothing 
new. 

Same ol' folk-rock chord 
patterns. Same ol’ adenoid¬ 
al, high-pitched, whining 
vocals. 

There was nothing to 
please. 

But Young belongs to a 
funny club in record biz, 
now-you-hate-'em, then-you- 
love-'em. 

After further hearings. 
Young’s talents begin to glis¬ 
ten. as in previous albums. 
His sometimes humorou.sly 
transparent, often delibera¬ 
tely surreal, lyrics fall into 
place and the musical “dull¬ 
ness" bt-comes entrancing. 

There's one exception. The 
raucous final cut about rock 
and roll dreams. Hey Hey, 
My My (Into the Black), will 
always be an irritating, 
though deliberate, contrast 
to the low-key first track. 
.M.v .3f.v. Hey Hey (Out of 
the Blue). 

Otherwi.se, Young's repeti¬ 
tive guitar-pla.ving. with its 
invoked sense of urgency, 
keep his tunes churning 
forward like a charging 
steam locomotive. His songs 
are knitted with clever 
rhymes and silky phrasing. 

Even Young's straining 
singing, narrow-ranged as it 
is. turns hypnotic. 

.Side one is all light, play¬ 
ing up gentle acoustic guitar 
runs, while side two is elec¬ 
tric and brash. 

Elvis Presley. Marlon 
Brando. Johnny Rotten and 
Pocahontas all come up for 
waxing on Rust. Young 
croons about the plight of 
Indians and chants that 
"welfare mothers make bel¬ 
ter lovers." He pines Insis¬ 
tently about getting away. 

Don't leave now. Neil. 
.Slick around for one more

TOKYO (AP) — U.S. mili¬ 
tary authorities reported a 
second U.S. marine died 
early today of burns suf¬ 
fered in a fuel-tank fire dur¬ 
ing a typhoon and said 71 
others were injured. 

They had said earlier that 
one marine was killed and 43 
were injured when a fuel 
tank spilled a river of flam¬ 
ing gasoline into a barracks 
area as typhoon Tip lashed 
central Japan on Friday. 

The typhoon caused a total 
of 28 deaths throughout 
Japan. Sixteen persons were 
’ missing and about 300 were 
injured.

Library bot-Une manned for OLI students 


An experimental library 
hot-line system which links 
students in isolated com¬ 
munities to the more than 
one million volumes at 
Simon Fraser University’s 
library has been launched 
by B.C.’s Open Learning In¬ 
stitute. 

Ian Mugridgc, director of 
university programs at the 
institute and one of the crea¬ 
tors of the system, said the 
program, which went into 
operation in September, is 
the first of its kind and is an 
important ingredient in ena¬ 
bling home-study students in 
the university program to 


receive a high-quality edu-_ 
cation. 

“ITS impossible to pro¬ 
duce a course package, par¬ 
ticularly for third and fourth 
year university students, 
which contains all the ma¬ 
terial a student may need," 
he said. 

The institute, launched 
just over a year ago by the 
B.C. Ministry of Education 
to provide home-study 
courses to British Colum¬ 
bians who can't attend con¬ 
ventional learning institu¬ 
tions, offers secondary 
school, technical and voca¬ 


tional courses as well as uni¬ 
versity courses leading to 
BA and BSc degrees. 

MUGRIDGE said the in¬ 
stitute will station a full-time 
librarian at Simon Fraser 
University’s library to an¬ 
swer questions and fill re¬ 
quests for books and xeroxed 
material from OLI stu¬ 
dents. 

“There’s a toll-free num¬ 
ber and the student can call 


any time day or night be¬ 
cause there’s a mechanical 
answering service w hich will 
record requests when the li¬ 
brarian isn’t available," 
said Mugridgc. 

"We should be able to put a 
book In a student’s hands 
within one to four days after 
the request, depending on 
the mail.” 

He said OLI students are 
issued library cards kept at 


the library so books may be 
charged out. 

THE SYSTEM will be as¬ 
sessed in January and again 
in April so that a decision can 
bo made on whether to con¬ 
tinue it.

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“ No need to wait year for swallows of Iquitos 


By BOBBIE JUSTICE 

IQUITOS, Peru —.Each 
afternoon precisely at six 
o’clock the crowd gathers. 

lo the main plaza of this 
frontier town, lourists anx¬ 
iously await the daily phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Just as the amber twi¬ 
light is about to fade into 
darkness, they appear on 
the horizon—the swallows. 

The sky is clouded by their 
winging. They arrive by the 
thousands. 

Unlike the swallows of Ca¬ 
pistrano that return only 
once a .year, the swallows 
of Iquitos appear each af- 
leriUHHi exaejiy at dusk. 

"One day about three 
years ago the swallows ar¬ 
rived unexpectedly, and 
Ihey’ve been returning ever 
since," Paul Wright who 
runs Amazon Safari Camp 
.tnd operates cruises on the 
river, said. 

As six o'clock approached 
we wailed expectantly. 

•Here they come." some¬ 
one shouted. 

Hark spots appeared on 
the horizon, then overhead. 
I'ir.st flying east, then west, 
then another direction in 
graceful formation through 
the twilight. Their nearness 
caused sttveral of us to step 
back against an office build¬ 
ing. 

As if on cue, the first of 
the birds swarmed into a 
dark, funnel-shaped cloud 
and dipped to perches in 
the plaza's trws. The shttw 
continued for about 20 
minutes until every inch of 
the barren branches was 
filled by (he perky little 
birds. 

In silhouette they ap¬ 
peared to be leaves against 
the darkening sky. 

And then a hush fell over 
the bird-filled square. 

The swallows are just one 
of the mysteries attracting 
tourists to this headwater 
area of the mighty Amazon 
Itiver. 

Most adventurers are 
headed for the jungle (more 
accurately the rain forest) 
and Amazon Safari Camp, a 
rustic, thatched-roof lodge

on the Kto Momon, a tribu¬ 
tary of the Amazop. 

rwo-day, one-night pack¬ 
ages are offered at the camp 
for $9.5 single, $H5 per person 
double. Three-day, two-night 
packages are $130 single and 
$115 per person for two to 
four adventurers. 

.Some tourists opt for the 
Amazon River Adventure 
Cruise aboard the 14-cabin 
Adolfo. The four-day, three- 
night cruise leaves Iquitos 
each Wednesday and arrives 
in Letitia, Colombia, on .Sat¬ 
urday. The cost of the trip is 
$295 per p«>rson in a twin-l^d- 
room. $270 per person in a 
triple and $245 in a room 
shared by four. 

After a 25-minute boat ride 
the camp comes into sight, 
l(H)king just as all of us ex- 
p«'cted it would, with only 
William Holden, Gregory 
Peck or Johnny Weissmuller 
missing from the scene. 

Most of the central build¬ 
ing is an open porch, with a 
portion screened in for a 
dining room that has oil¬ 
cloth-covered tables. Ham¬ 
mocks are strung along the 
river side of the porch, and 
rough-hewn tables and plas¬ 
tic-strung chairs are provid¬ 
ed for socializing. 

Thatched-roof boardw alks 
link the central building with 
the guest rooms. Each has 
two single beds, a bare wood¬ 
en floor, a wooden chair and 
a stand in the corner for a big 
enameled washbasin and a 
pitcher of water. 

Most of the rooms have 
private toilets. (Private is a 
bit overstated, because the 
ceilings arc wire netting, 
and there is no noise barrier 
between rooms.) 

Still, nobody expected a 
Holiday Inn. We had come 
lo experience life along the 
Amazon, much as it's been 
for centuries. 

It was a relief to gel out 
of travelling clothes and into 


loose-fitting, sleeveless cot¬ 
tons and sneakers. Earlier 
plans for long sleeve shirts 
(to protect against insects) 
and boots (to guard against 
jungle denizens) had been 
changed by William Dough¬ 
ty, representative for the 
safari camp. 

"Insects come out only 
from dusk to dawn, and ten¬ 
nis shoes are perfect for ba¬ 
lancing on the felled trees 
that are part of the jungle 
trail," Doughty explained. 

Our troop of 17 men, 
women and children gath¬ 
ered for the 2:30 jungle walk 
after a lunch which some 
found too greasy. 

Our guide, Eernando. wore 
knee-length shorts and T- 
.shirt and carried a ficrce- 
looking machete (more for 
effect than necessity, I 
learned). 

Each woman was hand¬ 
ed a long, straight tree 
branch (for fending off wild¬ 
cats and panthers'.’). 

Actually, there were few 
wild animals in the fore.st. 
(Doughty had warned every¬ 
one not to expect East Afri¬ 
ca.) 

The tree branch was to 
help us balance on felled 
trees that serve as walk¬ 
ways in swampy areas. 

For more than an hour 
we trudged single file 
through the steamy forest, 
sometimes slopping to ob¬ 
serve a rare flower, a large 
anthill or a termite nest in a 
tree. 

The heat was deceiving. 
Body temperatures didn’t 
seem to be so high, yet per¬ 
spiration poured from our 
foreheads and necks. 

Our destination was a 
ceremonial site of the Bora 
tribe. 

Fernando gave a hoot an¬ 
nouncing our approach. A 
faint answer came from the 
dense, green forest. 

We walked into a clear¬ 


ing where about 25 Indians 
awaited us. The men were 
smiling: the women watched 
us with curiosity. Mean¬ 
while, the children were 
playing, some of them in a 
flirting fashion with mem¬ 
bers of our group. . 

Except (or the naked two 
and three-year-olds, all were 
dressed in a dark fibre dyed 
in brown patterns, much like 
the tapa cloth of the South 
Pacific. 

Benches had been placed 
along one end of the clearing 
where we watched the In¬ 
dians dance to the tune of 
their own singsong. It was 
mostly a shuffling of feet. As 
they danced, the wife of the 
young chief was nursing her 
baby. 

With the show over, the 
Indians gathered to sell us 
beads, blowguns, darts and 
slices of their decorated tree 
bark. 

One of our group had bal¬ 
loons and candy, which the 
guide distributed. And while 
this flurried activity took 
place, an old woman sidled 
up to me and pointed to her 
lips, then to mine. I opened 
my purse and gave her a 
tube of lipstick. 

Now laden with beads and 
blowguns, we began our re¬ 
turn to the safari camp, tak- 
ing a mostly different 
route. 

A few minutes after five 
o’clock we reached the camp 
and hurried along for 
showers and fresh clothing. 

After dinner, and .shortly 
before 11. the weariness 
caused by the heat and activ¬ 
ity of the day took its toll. We 
carried kerosene lamps to 
our rooms, bolted the doors 
and dressed for bed. 

Then welcome sleep came 
at the head of the world’s 
mightiest river.

Inflation and fuel hikes blamed for higher fares 

But demand still likely to be hi gh 

Sea cruise fares 
soar 15 per cent 


By MURRAY J. BROWN 

Blame it on higher fuel 
eust.s and soaring inflation, 
but North Americans will be 
paying more to go down to 
the .sea in cruise ships in 
19S0. 

Most cruise lines have 
been holding the 1979 price 
line despite the 1-2 economic 
punch, although some added 
a $5 to $10 dally fuel sur¬ 
charge per passenger to help 
cushion the blow. 

Almost all of the lines al¬ 
ready have announced the 
surcharges will be dropped 
and anticipated increases in 
the cost of fuel will be in¬ 
cluded in the 1980 rates. 
Some are planning to cut 
back on the number of ports 
and shorten itineraries to 
conserve energy and help 
keep prices down. 

But trade sources esti¬ 
mate that rates will go up 
from about 15 per cent to 
about 30 per cent, to a daily 
average of about $135 per 
person sharing a moderately 
priced stateroom. 

The cruise industry, how¬ 
ever, expects that space will 
still be tight while demand 
will continue to run high and 
recommends early booking, 
particularly for the lower- 
priced cabins on the popular 
seven-to- 11-day Caribbean 
cruises. 

Even the most ardent 
lahdiubber would have to 
admit there are few belter 
ways to escape the hectic 
pace of modern living than 
taking off on a leisurely sea 
voyage. 

And you do not have to 
pack or unpack during your 
travels, no matter how many 
stops along the way. You 
don't have to worry about 
plane, train or bus time¬ 
tables. And you don't have to’ 
wonder where to eat and 
sleep. 

Generally, there is only 
one class on cruise ships and 
pa.ssengers usually eat in the 
same dining rooms, drink at 
the same bars and enjoy the 
same entertainment, public 
rooms and recreational faci¬ 
lities regardless of what they 
paid for their passage. 

Another plus is that the 
cruise passenger has a 
pretty good idea of what his 
vacation will cost even be¬ 


fore boarding ship. The rate 
includes accommodation, 
meals, entertainment, trans¬ 
port at .sea, port taxe.s and 
other basic requirements. 
Not included are bar bills, 
shopping, tipping.' laundry 
and other personal expenses'. 
.Shore excursions also cost, 
extra unless specifically in¬ 
cluded in the contract of pas- 
sage. 

About 85 ships flying the 
flags of 26 shipiine.s—includ¬ 
ing the Soviet hammer-and- 
sickle—compete in the lu¬ 
crative North American 
cruise market. In 1978, they 
hosted an estimated 1,2 mil¬ 
lion American vacationists 
seeking relaxation, fun in 
the sun, or the adventure of 
visiting exotic places with 
strange-sounding names. 

Current listings range 
from one-port three-day 
cruises from Florida ports to 
the Bahamas for as low as 
$170 per person double to 
round-the-world voyages of 
up to too days from about 
$11,700 per person double. 

Itineraries from East, 
W'est/ Gulf and Caribbean 
ports include hundreds of 
destinations in the West 
Indies, Mediterranean, Ber¬ 
muda and the Bahamas. 
Mexico and Central Ameri¬ 
ca, Alaska and South Ameri¬ 
ca. Africa and Australia, the 
Black Sea and the North Sea. 
the Middle East and the Far 
East, and the South Pa¬ 
cific. 

There are cruises to fit 
almost ever>' interest and 
budget. 

If you have the .lime and 
money, Holland America's 
Kciltcrdam leaves New York 
Jan. 9 for a 27-port—includ¬ 
ing Havana—100-day-round 
thc-world cruise (from about 
$9,800). Also from New 
York, Jan. 17, the Queen 
Elizabeth 2 sails on a 27-purt 
80-day voyage which will in¬ 
clude the Panama and Suez 
Canals (from about $9,950.) 

The Royal Viking Sea 
leaves Ft.

But management’s efforts 
to buy off souvenir hunters 
in advance failed—other 
mementoes, including ali the 
crystai goblets, were miss¬ 
ing next morning. 

The 50th anniversary of 
Canadian Pacific Ltd.'s 
flagship hotel was marked 
by a vice regal celebration 
Kriday. 

About 1,00(1 guests attend¬ 
ed at $150 a head, and as an 
anniversary gift the hotel 
donated the ticket price to 
the Hospitai for Sick Chil¬ 
dren and the Canadian com¬ 
mission for the International 
Year of the Child. 

It’s a far cry from the 
Depression days when the 
Royal York kept its doors 
op<'n while staff lived off tips 
and managemeni roamed 
the streets looking for guests 
to fill the house. 

It wasn't without its para¬ 
doxical moments. During 
the peak of the Depression, a 
millionaire contractor look 
philanthropic delight in scat¬ 
tering $1 bills from the 
hotel’s main balcony. 

Service was the key word 
as employees were strictly 
trained and regulations en¬ 
forced in a manner reminis¬ 
cent of the military. 

Their reward was meeting 
with the world’s elite as well 
as its characters. 

"Bellmen were*goodwill 
ambassadors in the old 
days,” recalls John (Jack) 
James, who’s been with the 
Royal York for»-t5 years. 

"We always knew where to 
find a bootlegger, took 
guests on tours of the hotel 
and city and could find food 
at any time of the night. 


"It’s changed now, of 
course, but it’s still a fasci¬ 
nating job to be in." 

Other events added to the 
adventure and romance of 
the hotel once billed as the 
tallest building in the British 
Empire. It still remains the 
largest hotel in the Common¬ 
wealth. 

An unshaven, tired and 
shivering John Labatt, scion 
of (he brewing family, stag¬ 
gered through the revolving 
doors one cold night in 1931— 
to be joyously greeted by his 
brother, Hugh, who had 
waited anxiously in the hotel 
for news of John’s three-day 
kidnapping ordeal. 

The war years arrived and 
the hotel became home to 
many from Britain, includ 
ing Lord and Lady Dunhill. 

"They were the loveliest 
people to know." former 
cashier Betty Craik remem¬ 
bers. "She used to come 
downstairs every now and 
then to look at her jewels in 
the vault. 

"She just wanted to.caress 
her diamonds, emeralds and 
sapphires. She loved them. 
She had no social life in To¬ 
ronto—where would shi 
wear her tiaras'.'" 

The Royal York also 
played a part on the tragic 
night of Sept. 7, 1949, when 
the city's skyline glowed 
from flames that engulfed 
the cruise ship Noronic while 
it was ducked in Toronto 
harbor. 

That night, IIH people lost 
(heir lives. Many of the sur¬ 
vivors, dazed and bleeding, 
made their way to the Royal 
York where staff turned the 
lobby into a field hospital

and some guests gave up 
their rooms to the victims. 

Tragedy struck again in 
1975 when an assistant credit 
manager was fatally shot 
and a Metro policeman 
wounded by a wanted crimi¬ 
nal from the L'nited States. 

Hotel employees have 
watched as men stepped out 
on their wives, as rooms 
filled with liquor during pro¬ 
hibition years and as poker 
games depleted the fortunes 
of some. 

They’ve also watched the 
great and the not-.so-great 
come and go—Queen Eliza¬ 
beth, Prince Philip, Prince 
Charles, other members of 
the royal family, prime min¬ 
isters and cabinet minis¬ 
ters. 

And. of course, those from 
the entertainment world w ho 
either performed in the re¬ 
nowned Imperial Room or 
stayed at the hotel, among 
them .Sammy Davis Jr., Red 
Skelton. Jack Benny, Al Jol- 
son. Sonny Bono, Bub Hope. 
Nelson Eddy. 

Built at an original cost of 
$16 million, a $l5-million ad¬ 
dition in 1959 brought the 
room total up to 1.600. 

The hotel, with sleeping 
accommodation for 2,650, 
can handle 10,000 people at 
one meal sitting. 

The Royal York's 1.700 
windows look out on a Toron¬ 
to skyline that has changed 
drastically since 1929 when 
the grand, old lady’s birth 
was hailed as (he beginning 
of a new era for Canada.

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Even time takes holiday under the Molokai sun 


By DAVID BUTWIN 

MOLOKAI, Hawaii-Noth¬ 
ing ever changes on Moiokai. 
There are no traffic ii^ts, 
the beaches are aimost 
empty and the tittle Kane- 
mitsu bakery in Kaunakakai 
stiil turns out the biggest—or 
at least the best—selection 
of cookies and breads in the 
mid-PacifIc. 

That is the kind of 
progress report one always 
could count on making from 
Molokai. But in 1979—20 
years since statehood and 
two years since the Shera- 
ton-Molokai arrived—it 
doesn't quite tell the story. 

I should add that the air¬ 
port now has a control tower, 
there is a small game park 
on the west end of the island, 
and the 290-room Sheraton 
has made an unobtrusive 
debut. As I said, nothing's 
new. 

You can cross the 20-mile 
Molokai Channel in no time 
aboard the jets of Hawaiian 
Air or Aloha Air Lines, but I 
chose the slower (20 
minutes), more scenic deliv¬ 
ery with Royal Hawaiian Air 
Service, an all-Cessna fleet 
that serves some of the re¬ 
motest comers of the state. 
Half an hour after landing I 
was pulling up to the Shera¬ 
ton on the western tip of the 
island, certain I never had 
seen this rolling, semi-arid, 


sunny region and yet some¬ 
how haunted with its famil¬ 
iarity. 

Before lunch I explored 
Kepubi Beach, about 7S 
yai^ down a sloping lawn 
fromjiny room, and mar- 
vellea once again at Ha¬ 
waii’s ability to spread such 
distinctly different beaches 
at one’s feet. This one was 
hot, brown, soft underfoot, 
with a furious shore break 
that spilled over black and 
rust-colored boulders. 
Where had I seen it before? 

At lunch in the hotel's Ohia 
Lodge, an open-air building 
that resembles the tradition¬ 
al Hawaiian hale (or house), 
I mentioned to a Hawaii 
friend that years ago, in Au¬ 
gust of 1967, I had taken 
Army Reserve summer 
training on Molokai. I still 
remembered the heat and 
dust, and the difficulty that 
the Regular Army 11th Bri¬ 
gade—young soldiers in 
their last training exercise 
before shipping out to Viet¬ 
nam—encountered trying to 
come ashore and wrest the 
island from us reservists. 

"I can still see the red dust 
and that gorgeous endless 
beach,” I said, “but we were 
encamped so far from civili¬ 
zation and the exercise was 
so draining I've never been 
able to pinpoint exactly

where on Molokai we 
were.” *■ 

"You were right here,” 
my friend said. "That ‘end¬ 
less beach' is right next door, 
along the fourth fairway of 
the new golf course. I know 


because that was a big event 
for Molokai. The 11th Bri¬ 
gade had trouble getting 
ashore in the rough surf, and 
a couple of landing craft 
broke up. If you don’t believe 
me, take a close look at the 


beach. There are still re¬ 
mains of the huge mats the 
Army used to send vehicles 
onto the beach.” 

Half an hour later I took a 
strange, sentimental jour¬ 
ney in a motorized cart 


across the golf course. Papo- 
haku Beach is much like the 
sandy stretch in front of the 
hotel, but longer and more 
desolate. Even though it’s 
hard by the fourth fairway, a 
dense thicket of the mes- 


quite-like keawe trees sepa¬ 
rates the hot sand from the 
manicured lawn. There was 
a family—a young mother 
and father and their infant 
child—testing the relentless 
surf. Otherwise the beach 
was empty for miles. Far 
back from the shore I found 
the evidence: the weathered, 
twisted mats my friend had 
spoken of, the last sign of 
Exercise (Jkjral Sands, 1967. 

I didn’t retrace all my 
steps on Molokai because 
there wasn’t time. On an¬ 
other visit I had ridden a 
mule down a switchback 
trail along a 2,000-foot cliff, 
an exercise that was even 
more harrowing than Coral 
.Sands. Tropical Rent a Mule 
still is an everyday Molokai 
operation, and the $36 
charge includes the mule 
ride, a picnic lunch and a 
tour of the Kalaupapa leper 
colony on a flat, lava table¬ 
land at the base of the cHff. 

Everyone’s favorite sce¬ 
nic trek is the long drive to 
Halawa Valley on Molokai’s 
dramatic northeast coast, a 
sacred, hidden place of thun¬ 
dering waterfalls and deeply 
cleaved green valleys. I 
have heard claims that this 
is the loveliest and most 
stunning scenery in the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands, though there 
are many supporters of 
Kauai’s Napali coast and the 
parade of valleys beyond 


Honokaa on the Big Island. 

For easy going, couifiry 
crossroads towns, it is hard 
to top Kaunakakai, the capi¬ 
tal of Molokai. Red corru¬ 
gated-iron eaves shade both 
sides of the main street. 
Among the chief landmarks 
are the G. Pascua Store with 
its bags of mush poi and 
packets of preserved Chi¬ 
nese fruits, the Oviedo lunch 
counter, and of course Kane- 
mitsu’s Bakery. 

The bakery does a brisk 
breakfast business, but on a 
sleepy afternoon Mrs. 
Dorothy Kanemitsu, the 
third-generation owner, has 
time to tell you about the 
onion cheese, grain wheat 
and Molokai raisin bread she 
ships to Oahu and Maui 
hotels and the sundry 
cookies ("no preserva¬ 
tives”) that every Molokai 
kid loves. She even gave this 
kid a batch of free samples. 

I haven’t told about the 
game park of Molokai’s two 
other hotels, the small, total¬ 
ly relaxed and inexpensive 
(as low as $20) Pau Hana and 
the Hotel Molokai, nor have I 
said much about the island's 
biggest asset—its people— 
nor about the view at night 
from the Sheraton-Molokai. 
In the distance are the glim¬ 
mering lights of Honolulu, 
and that’s about as close as 1 
wanted that other world to 
be.

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Canada looking more to U.S than Britain for guidance, says justice 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Canada is looking 
more to the United States, rather than 
Britain, for guidance in difficult moral and 
legal problems, says Mr. Justice Brian 
Dickson of the Supreme Court of Canada. 


"Our problems seem to be more akin to 
those of the United States than those of 
Britain,” he told a seminar Saturday also 
attended by U.S. Supreme. Court Justice 
Potter Stewart. 


Dickson said Canada historically had 
referred to rulings In Britain, whose politi¬ 
cal and legal systems most resembled 
those of this country. 

"We read the judgments of the United 


States Supreme Court with great interest 
and find much relevance," Dickson said. 

Stewart, who admitted lacking similar 
familiarity with the Canada's supreme 
court, said comparing the two legal sys¬ 


tems could aid in U.S. dealings with Can¬ 
ada. "It's always important to study com¬ 
parative law, to question the presumptions 
about legal and moral issues you've always 
taken for granted,” he added.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
Canada Customs inspector 
wrongfully confiscated a 
personal address book, a 
nolebook and literature 
deling with the Philippines 
from two women who tried to 
enter Canada at the Doug- 
las-Blainc crossing last 
week, a customs spokesman 
ha's acknowledged . 

The spokesman said the 
material, which was taken 
from Ces Rosales of Vancou¬ 
ver and Geline Avila of San 
Francisco, will be sent to the 
women by mail immedi¬ 
ately. 

“it was an error in judg¬ 
ment,” the spokesman said. 

Ms. Rosales, who is active 
in the Philippine Anti-mar- 
tial Law Alliance, said in an 
interview she believes she 
ami Ms. Avila were given a 
liard time by immigration 
officials because they be¬ 
lieved they were political 
radicals trying to bring sub¬ 
versive materials into Can¬ 
ada. 

She said the material con¬ 
fiscated Included pamphlets 
on the Philippines that are 
available in local book¬ 
stores; a folder of press clip¬ 
pings. articles from the Far 
Eastern Economic Review, 
and a list of her friends in 
Vancouver. A personal ad¬ 
dress book and a notebook 
which belonged to Ms. Avila 
was also confiscated.

ED.MONTON (CP) — Air¬ 
lines arc "playing around 
w ith the lives of their passen¬ 
gers and crew" by flying 
during the nationwide strike 
of radio operators, say union 
officials. 

(The labor dispute does 
not affect Victoria Interna¬ 
tional 'Airport or the coun¬ 
try's other large airports 
which arc manned by air 
traffic controllers rather 
than radio operators.) 

Ed Goidberson. a spokes¬ 
man for the northern Alber¬ 
ta region of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Alliance of Canada, 
says there have been a num¬ 
ber of near-disasters at air¬ 
ports across the country 
since the operators went on 
strike Tuesday. 

He said an incoming light 
aircraft almost collided with 
an outbound Pacific Western 
Airlines Boeing 737 at Fort 
Nelson, B.C., on Thursday. 
The radio operator on duty 
alerted the 737 pilot just in 
lime for him to stop his taxi 
out. 

The incident “almost 
ended up being the largest 
air disaster since Cran- 
brook,” Godberson said in 
an Interview Friday. 

In February, 1978, a PWA 
737 crashed at Cranbrook, 
B.C., while tO'ing to abort a 
landing during a snowstorm, 
killing 43 persons. 

Bill Almolky, regional 
public affairs manager in 
Edmonton for the federal 
transport ministry, said he 
has had no reports of acci¬ 
dents resulting from the 
radio operators’ strike. 

"The system is still func¬ 
tioning. Not perfectly of 
course, but it’s still function¬ 
ing. As long as the system 
can be used we'll use it.” 

Operations of the Rescue 
Co-ordination Centre In Vic¬ 
toria are unaffected by the 
strike, although Coast Guard 
radio operators, who are in¬ 
volved in'the dispute, have 
discontinued all services ex¬ 
cept emergency radio trans¬ 
mission. 

Radio operators provide 
navigational help, weather 
information and flight-plan¬ 
ning services. When sta¬ 
tioned at airports they are 
required to aid incoming air 
traffic but do not have to 
service commercial aircraft 
leaving the ground. 

About 40 per cent of the 550 
radio operators at airports In 
Canada are designated and 
must stay on the job to pro¬ 
vide essential services.

Times fights 
on with new 
ultimatum 

LONDON (UPI) — The London Times has an¬ 
nounced it will not go out of business after all, but will 
fire all union employees except journalists if the 
largest print union does not accept a new contract by 
this afternoon. 

For Times readers, it meant a new glimmer of hope that 
the 194 year-old daily, shut down for 11 months because of the 
labor dispute, might someday return. 

For the union, it meant the second "final deadline” 
within a week for reaching a contract agreement—specifi¬ 
cally, for resolving the issues of pay differentials and 
productivity. 

For the Times, it meant a decision to possibly dismiss 
3,350 of its 4,000 employees and cut monthly losses of $3.7 
million sustained since it shut down last year follf^ing 
wildcat strikes over the introduction of labor-saving<om- 
puter technology. 

THE NEW Times move followed a meeting Thursday- 
night between management and the heads of the half-dozen 
labor unions represented at the paper. 

Originally the Times set a deadline of midnight Wednes¬ 
day for reaching agreement with the National Graphic 
Association and said it otherwise would permanently close 
the Times, the Sunday Times and three sister publica¬ 
tions. 

Before resuming negotiations Friday afternoon, NGA 
general secretary Joe Wade said he was “absolutely con¬ 
vinced" the Times was not bluffing in setting the new ‘’final; 
deadline." He added he was “hopeful " an agreement cpuldj 
be reached. 

In a statement M.J. Hussey, the Times’managing ditec-, 
tor, said, “Times newspapers will not be going out of 
business. There will be no intention of abandoning any part of 
the good will and other rights which have become attached to 
our various businesses over many years.’’. 

Observers said this meant the Times newspapers coutd 
keep all its titles “on ice” for use at a later date if it chose to 
resume publication. 

HOWEVER, Hussey said, unless the Times and the N(iA 
reached agreement by 4 p.m. Sunday, "there would be jio 
alternative’’ but to sever members of five unions represent¬ 
ing press room, art, graphics, warehouse and print wo<k- 
ers.

Garden Notes 


PEST-RIDDEN GARDEN 
(B.L., Victoria) 

I don’t think ants could have been 
responsible for the damage to your 
garden last summer, as our native 
ants do not, to the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, feed on living plants. Nor do 
woodlice damage mature plants, al¬ 
though they can be devasting with 
seedlings and young stuff. 

From your description of the dam¬ 
age, I suspect the culprits were slugs, 
earwigs and flea beetles. Next year, 
tuck a few slug bait pellets under the 
spread of the foliage around each 
plant to be protected. 

Earwigs and flea beetles can be 
controlled by spraying about every 10 
days with Sevin, 2 tbsps. per gallon of 
slightly soapy water. 

HYBRID DOGWOODS 
(E.Y., Chemainus) 

Dogwoods do not transplant from 
the wild very well, and the percentage 
of losses is very high. In my opinion, 
you would be much further ahead if 
you were to buy your dogwood from 
one of our established nurseries which 
would guarantee its survival. 

If at all possible, try to find a 
nursery offering a hybrid dogwood 
called Eddie’s white wonder, which is 
vastly superior to our native tree. 
Developed hy the late H. M. Eddie of 
Vancouver, white wonder is a cross 
between the Pacific and the Eastern 
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dogwood, blooming much more prolifi- 
cally than either of its parents, and 
with “blossoms” up to five Inches 
across. The foliage takes on striking 
autumn colors of bronze, orange and 
red. 

COPPER BEECH (S.McE., Duncan) 

The beech family prefers a some¬ 
what sandy or gritty loam soil liberal¬ 
ly enriched with compost or leaf- 
mould. While it is not particularly a 
hound for water, like the willow, it 
could be that the unthrifty appearance 
of your tree is due to our very dry 
summer, the delayed results of which 
arc showing up in many gardens here¬ 
abouts. 

With any luck, your tree could grow 
out of its troubles with the coming of 
cool, wet weather. It would be wise, 
though, to spread a good thick insulat¬ 
ing mulch over the rooting area next 
spring before the hot, dry weather 
comes along. You can use old rotted 
manure, sawdust, pulverized or slab 
fir bark, lawn mowings or leaves.

GAS-RE,SISTANT PLANTS 
(R.M., Victoria) 

You ask what houseplants can be 


grown in a home where gas is used for 
cooking. Some plants which appear to 
have some tolerance for gas are busy 
lizzie, amaryllis, wandering Jew, rub¬ 
ber plant, philodendron, hoya, iyy.and 
sansevieria or snake plant. 

Actually, though, if there are no 
leaks in the sy^em and the burners 
are all adjusted properly, you .should 
be able to grow just about any house- 
plant. It doesn't necessarily follow 
that the air is polluted when you cook 
with gas. ’ , 

It IS true that some plants sicken 
when there arc even slight traces of 
gas in the air. African violets refuse to 
bloom, the Jerusalem cherry drops Its 
colorful berries and its leaves, the 
wax begonia droops its leaves and the 
tiny, mo.ss-like leaves of baby’s tears 
turn black. At one time, Welsh miners 
carried tomato plants into the mines to 
warn against dangerous gasses. “ 

An even more sensitive indjtator 
is the carnation, if you have rea.son to 
suspect a gas leak, bring a few carna¬ 
tions from florist into the room. If the 
air is contaminated, the petals will 
curl inward within a few hours so the 
flowers look half dead. Just makasure 
there arc no apples in the room where 
you make your test, though, for the 
lovely fruity aroma given off by ripe 
apples is an ethylene gas w Inch has the 
same effect on camaton flowers as 
cooking gas. 


WASHINGTON — It’s hard 
to believe that another presi¬ 
dential campaign is under¬ 
way. It seems like only yes¬ 
terday the luggage handlers 
for the candidates were run¬ 
ning down the motel halls 
shouting, “Bags will be 
picked up at 4.30 in the morn¬ 
ing for a seven o'clock de¬ 
parture from the airport.” 

Good luggage handling is 
the key to any successful 
political campaign. If a 
newspaperman gets his lug¬ 
gage when he arrives at his 
room, he is more apt to write 
a favorable article on the 
candidate. If for some rea¬ 
son the bags are lost he will 
file take after take on how 
disorganized the staff is and 
how poorly the candidate is 
doing on the road. 

Veterans of previous 
political campaigns take 
luggage handlers very seri¬ 
ously. These young, pink¬ 
cheeked, eager men and 
women checking off bags in 
the lobby of a hotel could, if 
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While I sympathize with the Lone 
Ranger’s heroic one-man battle 
against the forces of villainy that 
would strip him of his black mask, I 
must confess that as a veteran 
watcher of Western movies—both si¬ 
lent and talkies—I bear no great ad¬ 
miration or affection for the radio 
and television cowboys of later years. 

My generation grew up spending 
Saturday afternoons, winter and sum¬ 
mer alike, sitting in neighborhood 
movie houses (a nickle to get in and a 
nickel for a big bag of assorted can¬ 
dies) for six or seven hours at a 
stretch, or until our parents sent a 
posse after us. 

That was a time of giants—Tom 
Mix, Hoot Gibson, Ken Maynard, and a 
Buck something-or-other. Many of 
them had been real cowpokes or rodeo 
riders and performed their own feats 
of horsemanship without stand-ins or 
stuntmen. And their steeds, especially 
Tom Mix’s Tony, could give Rin-Tin- 
Tin a run for his money in intelli¬ 
gence. 


their candidate wins, wind 
up silting behind large desks 
in the White House, chewing 
out Cabinet officers, gen¬ 
erals, State Department 
brass and members of the 
fourth estate. 

It doesn't matter whether 
it’s a Republican or Demo¬ 
cratic administration, the 
winning candidate always 
makes sure his luggage 
handlers are not forgotten. 

Someone may a.sk, “What 
qualifies a man or woman 
who can handle baggage to 
be appointed to one of the 
highest positions in the 
land?” 

The answer is a candidate 
who can trust a member of 
his staff to see that the bags 
of his entourage are moved 
from town to town safely and 
efficiently is certain that 
person has the stuff to make 
up a balanced budget for the 
country. 

In every presidential cam¬ 
paign there is one outstand¬ 
ing luggage handler, and it 


pays for the reporter to cul¬ 
tivate him because he knows 
that if the candidate suc¬ 
ceeds this staffer will be the 
key adviser to the Presi¬ 
dent. 

During the last campaign I 
became fast friends with a 
23-year-old man who started 
out as a Carter luggage tag¬ 
ger in Florida. This meant he 
lagged all the bags and load¬ 
ed and unloaded them on the 
trucks going In and from 
airports. While other report¬ 
ers were buying drinks and 
dinners for Carter’s 
speechwriters and man¬ 
agers I bought meals for the 
luggage tagger. It was a 
go^ investment because he 
worked his way up from lag¬ 
ging bags to actually a.ssist- 
ing them to the right rooms. 
Sure enough, when Carter 
became President my friend 
was assigned a desk 20 feet 
from the Oval Office and 
there isn’t a domestic or for¬ 
eign decision made in (he 
United States which doesn’t 
go through him. 


Now 26 years old, the for- 
. mer baggage master has a 
staff of 40 people working for 
him. Because I was nice to 
him he is always avaiiqbie 
when I want to see him. 

I asked him the other day 
if, since Carter was going out 
on a campaign trail uery 
week, he would go back to his 
old job of seeing that,our 
luggage got to our rooms. 

“I wish I had the time,;’ he 
said. “But I have to handle 
the SALT II treaty, this en¬ 
ergy bill, ride herd on*the 
Federal Reserve Bank,'tes¬ 
tify on the Hill about!;the 
DC-10 and decide whaF we 
should do about the Chrysler 
Corporation." 

“You’ve certainly come a 
long way," 1 said. 

“It was a gamble.■■’ he 
smiled. "I knew if Carter 
won I'd either get this jol) or 
an appointment to the Su¬ 
preme Court. But if he'Alnst 
I’d now be working in the lost 
and found department at 
Eastern Airlines” 


Moreover, these early film cow¬ 
boys performed in serials or feature 
films for hours at a time, and were far 
more than radio voices with sound 
effects. They not only knew how to 
ride, they were adept at fighting, fall¬ 
ing, shooting, and clearing any town of 
its nest of two-legged varmints. And 
then gently spurning the true love of 
an innocent maiden, riding off into the 
sunset with their boss.

The Lone Ranger 
and his contemporaries came along 
too late in life for my Western phase, 
but what little I caught of their arts on 
radio or TV was laughable compared 
with the actual physical feats of the 
early heroes. The Lone Ranger in my 
jaundiced view, was 90 per cent show 
biz and commercial promotion. 

We would sit through two or three 
complete shows (a long feature, a 
serial, a comic, short subjects, and a 
newsreel) just to savor again a 30-sec¬ 
ond shot of Tom dropping out of a tree 


atop the villain’s horse, ejecting-the 
foul creature from his saddle, "and 
riding off in the opposite direction to 
rescue the fair maiden, I walked home 
bow-legged from each episode salut¬ 
ing for trees that would make a splen¬ 
did ambush. 

My whole generation was deeply 
influenced by this straighl-shootjng, 
hard-riding, totally honorable and sex¬ 
ually neuter breed of Westerner, and 1 
may have been as old as Ifi before I 
recognized that kissing a girl might be 
almost as much fun as fondling a 
horse’s muzzle. (As a city boy, natu¬ 
rally, the closest 1 came to a real Itorse 
was the merry-go-round.) 

For me, at least, the Lone Hanger 
is an interloper, a pretender, a mere 
member of the actor's union, with no 
genuine credentials for the job. it 
seems cheap and ugly for the company 
that owns the rights to deprive him of 
his living by a court injuction—but 
who ever heard of Hoot Gibson need¬ 
ing a mask of any .sort to establish his 
bona fides? Just a flick of his lariat 
and the ptilecats were undone.

CAIRO — Frank Sinatra, 
star of the historic pyramids 
concert, has long gone from 
this land of the Nile (in fact, 
since leaving here he has 
played lead-in to the pope in 
Chicago, crooned some tunes 
in Atlantic City and owned 
New York on Columbus Day, 
not to mention getting ready 
for a Boston fund-raising 
stint for Ronnie Reagan). 

But President Anwar el 
.Sadat is still wondering if 
Frank called him a great 
Catholic. 

To ease the Moslem presi¬ 
dent’s mind, he didn’t. 

Midway in his concert that 
historic night, Frank 
stopped to tell the 1.000 black 
tie guests who had paid 92,- 
500 a seat what a great man 
Sadat is. 


“I adore him,’’ said 
Frank. “He’s a great cat." 

That’s musician’s lingo for 
“a great guy.” 

Most of the Egyptian re¬ 
porters and even a presti¬ 
gious wire service didn’t 
either hear or understand 
the expression—so it came 
out in print as “a great Ca¬ 
tholic.” Uncork your cars, 
guys. 

(Jne other remark Frank 
made also went over the 
head of the Egyptians 
there. 

“I am Francis Albert Isen- 
berg,” .said Frank in intro¬ 
ducing himself to the 
crowd. 

“1 don’t get it,” an Egyp¬ 
tian friend said to me. Nei¬ 
ther did most of the other 
people in the audience. 


Actually, what Frank was 
referring to was a misplaced 
caption in the English lan¬ 
guage Egyptian Mail that 
same day. It showed a pic¬ 
ture of Frank and wife Bar¬ 
bara chatting with Sadat. 

The caption read that “Mr. 
Isenberg and his wife" were 
“di.scussing industrial prob¬ 
lems" with Sadat. 

The punchline to all this— 
and even Frank doesn't yet 
know it.is that Isenberg is 
a prominent Israeli indust¬ 
rialist who came to Cairo 
incognito to hold a hush-hush 
session with Sadat. Now the 
whole world knows about it 
—and with Sinatra’s pic¬ 
ture. 

The day after the concert, 
Frank toured the Faith and 
Hope Rehabilitation Centre 


with Mrs. Sadat and was vis¬ 
ibly moved with the good 
work being done there for 
Egypt’s handicapped. 

The three-day gala, of 
which Frank’s show was the 
star attraction, raised close 
to $600,000 for the centre. 

Frank took off in Sadat’s 
Gulfstream 2 after the tour 
and then took the Concorde 
from London to New York. 
He'll be spending three more 
weeks in the Big Apple for a 
series of benefits in the East 
and Midwest. One of them 
will be a major political rally 
for his close friend, Ronald 
Reagan, in Boston in early 
Novembe'r. Ronnie is ex¬ 
pected to make formal his 
presidential candidaey on 
Nov. 13 on primetime TY.

TORONTO (CP) — David MacDonald thinks it's time to 
I worry about quality, not quantity. In Canadian broad¬ 
casting. 

And the new- federal communications minister is ready 
to turn Canadian television upside down in the next year or 
two to get it. 

He's talking about Canadian content and he’d like to 
change the rules. 

The law says all national television stations, including 
commercial ones, must put out a service that's “predo¬ 
minantly Canadian," 

The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission, which administers the law, says that means 
Canadian content must account for 60 per cent of program¬ 
ming. 

But MacDonald says it isn’t working and, even when 
it Is, it is not always a good thing. 

Apart from a few exceptions, such as Canada AM on 
CTV, and the CBC’s Marketplace, Fifth Estate and some 
superspecials, MacDonald says too much of the manda¬ 
tory 60 per cent Is being filled with — fillers. 

“A significant part of the Canadian content is met by 
endless use of game shows that even the stations them¬ 
selves say they would rather not do. But if they have to 
meet this obligation, that's what they're going to put 
on." 

Broadcasters say that in Canada's small market they 
can’t afford to produce many high-quality programs. So they 
turn to U.S.-made series and situation comedies. 

Broadcasters have urged smaller content quotas to 
give them more money and time for each Canadian 
show. MacDonald thinks it’s time to listen to the "less is 
more" argument — even if it means a Canadian content 
quota of less than 50 per cent. 

He has been hearing ideas for changing from the hourly 
quota to a sort of success quota, based on a points sys¬ 
tem with size of audience as one of the measurements. 

If quotas were lowered, broadcasters hope they could gel 
two million viewers watching three good shows instead of 
two thousand watching 30 not-so-hot ones. 

Financial success could be another criterion. 

"The amount of return from foreign sales, the amount of 
money invested In the production — all of these could be 
built into a new kind of formula that people would say was 
more realistic.” , 

MacDonald plans to pre.sent to Parliament a new fed¬ 
eral communications law that would make the CRTC 
its own boss. The present communications law. in force since 
1966, gives the federal cabinet power to cancel any commis- 
■sion decision. 

A profiosal the Liberals wanted to bring in last year 
would have given the cabinet the power to reverse a CRTC 
decision without explanation. 

MacDonald says he wants to give broadcasting deci¬ 
sions back to the commission and restrict cabinet powers 
to an advisory position.

Grain port 
site ruiing 
set Nov, 30

The federal government 
has set Nov. 30 as the day It 
will deride wl^ere a new bulk 
grain handling terminal 
should be located near 
Prince Rupert. 

The decision, to be made 
jointly by the government 
and the Canadian Wheat 
Board, will be announced in 
Winnipeg that day and will 
be a key decision in the de¬ 
velopment of B.C.’s second 
major deep sea port. 

At issue is the location of a 
massive grain terminal with 
Ridley Island favored by the 
provincial government and 
the National Harbors Board 
and Casey Point favored by 
private companies involved 
In the selling and shipping of 
grain. 

Standing In the wings 
ready to sweeten the finan¬ 
cial pot for either site is 
Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed with a $100 million 
loan to help build the grain 
terminal. 

THE WHEAT Board also 
has $100 million to pour into 
the development. 

Premier Bennett and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Minis¬ 
ter Don Phillips say Ridley 
Island, unconnected to the 
B.C. mainland but already 
selected as the site for a 
second supcr-coal port, is the 
only logical choice. 

They admit that a grain 
terminal some kilometres 
away at Casey Point would 
be more economical in the 
construction stages but 
stress that the ultimate con¬ 
struction of two infrastruc¬ 
tures to support separate 
ports would be costly dupli¬ 
cation in the long run. 

"I feel confident the deci¬ 
sion will be in favor of Ridley 
Island, " Phillips said after 
returning from a Calgary 
meeting with federal Trans¬ 
portation Minister Donald 
Mazankowski Friday. "It is 
the logical choice. T’hc coal 
port on Ridley will go ahead 
anyway, but the location of 
grain terminals there would 
give us the perfect deep-sea 
bulk commodity terminal 
we've been dreaming of 
since the Second World 
War." 

DURING THE war. 
Prince Rupert was used as a 
staging area for U.S. troops 
going overseas and was as¬ 
sured of a bright future as a 
Canada-'Orient sea-link 
when hostilities ceased. But 
only in recent years with 
pressures growing on the 
Port of Vancouver has there 
been any practical work to 
develop the port. 

No dollar figure has been 
placed on the total develop¬ 
ment but it will run into sev¬ 
eral billion dollars with the 
money coming from federal 
and provincial governments 
and the private sector. 

"If we arc going to devel¬ 
op Canadian trade as it 
should be developed a sec¬ 
ond major port is essential." 
Premier Bennett' said. "It 
isn't just a matter of Vancou¬ 
ver getting to be too crowd¬ 
ed. it's a matter of having an 
alternative port available 
should there be work inter¬ 
ruptions. As it is now if any¬ 
thing goes wrong in Vancou¬ 
ver the shipping of bulk 
commodities to our overseas 
customers is either drasti¬ 
cally slowed down or stopped 
entirely." 

“AND THE countries buy¬ 
ing our products, not just 
B.C. products but products 
from across the country, 
want speedy delivery of 
what they have bought." 

Bulk shipping from Van¬ 
couver has been reduced by 
15 per cent since Oct. 12 , 
when a Japanese freighter 
rammed a Second Narrows 
rail link with the North 
Shore, sharply cutting sup¬ 
plies to bulk terminals. 

Affected are shipments of 
coal, grain, potash, sulphur, 
lumber and oil seeds. 

The Ridley Island dcvclop- 
menl at Prince Rupert w ould 
handle all of those commodi¬ 
ties and possibly a new pulp 
mill. 

“WE NEED a quick deci¬ 
sion,” Premier Bennett said. 
"Australia, a country which 
has been out-hustling us on 


the international coal mar¬ 
ket, is already developing its 
new major bulk commodity 
port and if wc are to stay in 
the running we have to keep 
stride with them. We can't 
afford to delay any longer 
and we can't afford delays 
like the ones we are ex¬ 
periencing’in Vancouver 
now." 

Export sales agreements 
call for ship loading within a 
specified period of time. 
Failure to meet the dead¬ 
lines laid down in the con¬ 
tract results In ship demur¬ 
rage charges, calculated on 
a daily ba'sls. For grain ship¬ 
ments alone demurrage 
charges totalled $2.16 mil¬ 
lion in 1976-77, the last de¬ 
tailed figures available. 

"But delay means more 
than lost dollars," Phillips 
said. "International buyers 
are no different from domes¬ 
tic bu.vers. When they place 
an order for something they 
want it delivered on time. 
And if they don't get It de¬ 
livered on time they look for 
another supplier." 


WHILE W AITING for the 
grain terminal decision, fed¬ 
eral and provincial author¬ 
ities have been pushing 
ahead with engineering stu¬ 
dies for a 7.5-kilometrc road 
link between Prince Rupert 
and a causeway which will 
link Ridley Island with the 
mainland. 

The studies, estimated to 
cost $87,20(1, will clear the 
way for the cnnstniclion of 
(he road at an estimated cost 
of $9 million, to be shared by 
provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments. Construction of 
the road will lead to the 
building of the causeway 
road-rail link at an estimat¬ 
ed cost of $18 million. 

Premier Bennett said he 
was hopeful that tenders for 
construction of the road 
would be called this fall. 

Both projects will go 
ahead even if Casey Point is 
selected for the new grain 
terminal, 

"We need the road, the 
railway and the causeway to 
serve the coal port anyway," 
Phillips said. "But that is 
why it's just sound common 
.sense to place the grain faci¬ 
lities on Ridley Island, too. 
Everything else is going to 
be in place there.” 

WHILE THE provincial 
government will play some 
financial role in the actual 
development of Ridley Is¬ 
land as a bulk commodity 
port, most of the financing 
will come from the private 
sector. 

“I want to see the de¬ 
velopment go ahead much as 
Roberts Bank (the giant 
coal-loading terminal) went 
ahead," Premier Bennett 
said. "The senior govern¬ 
ments played the lead role 
by providing the terminal. 
Kaiser Development provid¬ 
ed and is responsible for all 
of the development on the 
site itself." 

Asked how he felt about 
Premier Lougheed entering 
the picture with the offer of a 
$100 million loan toward con¬ 
struction of the grain fa¬ 
cilities, Premier Bennett 
said it was fine with him, 

"It would be a private loan 
to the grain companies in¬ 
volved," he said. "And there 
is nothing wrong with that 
because a second major 
grain terminal would be of 
great assistance to prairie 
grain growers. But it should 
be pointed out that Premier 
Lougheed has not yet men¬ 
tioned what the interest rate 
would be." 

THE LOAN would be of 
fered to a consortium of 
grain companies including 
the Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan Wheal pools. 

At present, Prince Rupert 
has one grain elevator with a 
storage capacity of 2.3 mil¬ 
lion bushels of grain. The 
new terminal would boost 
the capacity to in excess of 10 
million bushels. 

Vancouver at present has 
storage capacity for 33.5 
million bushels.

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Jet fighter word 
by end of year, 
says McKinnon

A report on the controversial $2.3-billion 
Caihadian fighter aircraft contract has 
been forwarded to Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon from his staff. 

The Victoria MP said in an interview he 
expected the choice of a new fighter air¬ 
craft would be made before the end of the 
.ve«r. 

“The report still has two review levels to 
go through in the department but it's 
unlikely to change to any degree." 

He said he would likely be able to make a 
quick decision when the report was re- 
tupied to him and he would then place the 
matter before cabinet. 

The price tag for the new jet fighter is 
$2;34 billion In 1977 dollars or about )2.9 
biDion in current dollars. 

Contenders for the contract had substan 
tially increased their offers in the latest 
round of talks, including more planes and 
otter benefits. McKinnon said two weeks 

He said he was surprised by how much 
, tht offers Improved despite a leaked gov¬ 
ernment document particularly critical of 
(iineral Dynamics, one of two competi¬ 
tors. 


There is speculation that McDonnell 
Douglas, the other competitor, has the in¬ 
side track on the contract to supply 130 to 
150 fighters. The leaked document, made 
public last month, rapped offers by both 
American companies, but reserved most of 
its criticism for General Dynamics. 

McKinnon has rejected New Democratic 
Party MP Terry Sargeant’s suggestion 
that the government delay its decision on 
the fighter plane. 

Sargeant, the NDP defence critic, urged 
the government to put off a decision 
on the fighter plane until after a planned 
review of defence policy. 

The defence minister wants to press 
ahead with the fighters because he con¬ 
siders them essential in the present setup 
of the armed forces. 

There is no possibility of obtaining the 
E-H fighters from the Iranian air force. 
McKinnon said all avenues that might lead 
to such a purchase had been explored 
and finally abandoned. 

The cabinet has until Dec. 31 to sign a 
contract with either of the two finalists 
under current terms. If that date slips by, 
the government may have to renego¬ 
tiate contract clauses, including price.

TROISRIVIERES, Que. (CP)- 
Premier Rene Levesque says he 
does not favor the idea of launch¬ 
ing a public inquiry into the 1970 
October Crisis. 

Many facts have come to light in 
the court cases of former Front de 
Liberation du Quebec terrorists 
and. for the time being, an inquiry 
would not be justified, he told a 
news conference. 

Levesque expressed skepticism 
Friday about the motives of his 
Liberal predecessor, Robert 

Bourassa, who called for a provin¬ 
cial Inquiry earlier this week. 

"If Bourassa had not waited 


nine years to say he wants a public 
inquiry, it could have been differ¬ 
ent," Levesque said. This was an 
apparent reference to Bourassa's 
resistance as premier to demands 
for an inquiry from the Parti Que- 
becois, then in opposition. 

Levesque indicated that he did 
not feel bound by a "formal" PQ 
election promise in 1976 to hold a 
public inquiry if elected. 

Bourassa made his. appeal Wed¬ 
nesday. arguing that'he had noth¬ 
ing to fear from an investigation 
into his Liberal government’s ac¬ 
tions during the the crisis—mark¬ 
ed by two terrorist kidnappings. 


the murder of a Quebec cabinet 
minister, the three-month military 
occupation of Montreal and mass 
arrests by police under the War 
Measures Act. 

Leve.sque accused Bourassa and 
then Liberal prime ihinister 
Pierre Trudeau, wllo put pressure 
on Quebec to allow military inter¬ 
vention during the crisis, of “swin¬ 
dling" the Quebec people. They 
had deliberately sown panic to 
justify the “scandalous police op¬ 
eration." 

Levesque also expressed re¬ 
serves about the offer of the new 
Con.servative Solicitor-General. 
Allan Lawrence, to hand over fed¬ 


eral government papers on the 
crisis to Quebec justice author¬ 
ities. 

The files are unlikely to give a 
complete picture of events and it is 
quite difficult to patch together all 
the elements of the story after so 
many years, he added. 

Quebec Justice Minister Marc- 
Andre Bedard has already re¬ 
sponded tlD Lawrence's offer by 
asking a provincial crown prose¬ 
cutor, who has compiled a lengthy 
report on the October Crisis, to 
resubmit a request for federal 
papers. The original request, sub¬ 
mitted more than a year ago. w as 
sidetracked by the Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment.

Native Indians tell Leonie 
she has a feeling for their 
culture and art and support 
the work she is doing in her 
black and-whitc drawings. 

Since she came to Canada 
in 1967, Leonie has been at¬ 
tracted to the shapes, style 
and color of coastal Indian 
art. 

Her studies of native peo¬ 
ples during her history courses 


for native art 


have helped her to produce a 
form of art, while her crea¬ 
tions still represent authentic 
Indian art. 

One of her drawings, an 
eagle about to take off into 
flight, was recently present¬ 
ed to Premier Bennett by 
Campbell River Chamber of

Mrs. Zimmerman is really 
a school teacher but is not 
leaching at present.

Tile cost of the changes, 
which Would Include addi- 
tioial lights and a micro¬ 
phone in front of every coun¬ 
cil!, member. was as.ses.sed 
la^ spring and at that time 
came to between $12-11,000. 

A rider on the motion was 


.sending a copy of council's 
of concern to both Mayor 
Frank Ney and Aid. Dick 
Winkleman. and involved 
decision to MP Ted Miller 
and the CRTC to keep them 
informed. 

Ney and Winkleman felt 
that this rider would serve as 
a “club," making it impos¬ 
sible for Community Video 
to refuse couhcil’s request 
because they would then 
have to answer to their 
CRTC bosses in Ottawa. 

But Aid. Nelson Allen 
thought it unlikely that Cable 
10 would refuse. 

City council opened Its 
regular sessions last week

Barron's brief to the city 
was received and filed with¬ 
out further discussion.

' She rounded a comer of the CumberJand-Cour- 
tenay Road near Willeman Avenue, and was in a 
collision with a van belonging to K and G. Heating. 

As a result, the constable and James Rice, 27, 


both suffered multiple injuries and were listed in 
satisfactory condition. 

Shields, meanwhile, suffered extensive injuries. 

Rice was taken to hospital by Cumberland ambu¬ 
lance while the constable was taken in another police 
car. 

And although the police car taking the young con¬ 
stable to hospital drove with siren and flasher operat¬ 
ing, the trip took 10 minutes. 

Observers felt that this once again underlined the 
need for a second crossing of the Courtenay River.

DUNCAN — The ca.se for Ihe use of Cowichan Vailey 
lawyers by Cowichan school board in its dispute with the 
federal government was argued by school trustee Glen 
Ridgeway, a Duncan lawyer, at a recent board meeting. 

The matter arose following the board's decision to 
appeal a federal government decision not to allow a 1.5 per 
cent sales tax refund, about $22,000. on $1,613,500 worth 
of construction materiais used fur educational purposes in 
the Cowichan Community Centre. 

The government decided to disaliow the refund, de¬ 
spite its Vancouver office recommendation because, it 
says, the board does not have titie to the property 
and the centre is not used exclusively by schools, 

.School board Secretary-Treasurer Bill Brown said 
the B.C. School Trustee Association will pay half the 
legal costs, estimated at about $1,000. 

Ridgeway thought the board should hire a local legal 
firm to undertake the legal action. 

HE SAID: “I DON’T THINK we should let the taxpayers' 
money out of the district for legal fees for BCSTA law¬ 
yers. I think we should have local representation." 

However, Trustee John Askew, also a local lawyer, 
doubted whether local legal firms would have the neces¬ 
sary expertise to deal with the case. He said there are 
legal firms that deal exclusively with tax appeals. 

Trustee Jerry Joyce supported Ridgeway and moved 
—seconded by Ridgeway—that the board use local law¬ 
yers, if the BCSTA has no objection. 

This motion wa.s opposed by Trustee Alan Hussey. He 
said he doubted "whether Ridgeway was serious in piacing 
the motion," 

Hus.sey also feared that the board could lose the sup¬ 
port of the the BCSTA in the matter. 

THE MATTER WAS PUT TO a vote and approved. 

An eariier motion by Askew that the board launch 
the appeal and budget for legal costs in the 1980 budget, 
was also approved. 

Brown said five B.C. districts have had their appli¬ 
cations for federal sales tax refunds rejected by the gov¬ 
ernment', and reversal of the federal decision would set a 
pattern. 

"You have to decide if you want to spend $3,000 to $4,000 
to get back $22,000," he said. 

Meanwhile, considerable discussion took place con¬ 
cerning an offer by Cowichan Valley Regional District for 
the use of a portion of Osborne Bay Park, formerly the 
Gallagher property, for school purposes. 

The regional district bought the 62-acre Crofton water¬ 
front property iast October and is now looking around to see 
what uses the park could be put to. 

REGIONAL PLANNING DIRECTOR Ron Smith in a 
letter to the board said: "A good portion of the park would 
lend itself well for an outdoor classroom or even a school 
agricultural program. 

"At this time the CVRD would be interested in seeing 
the agricultural area remain in production, but also feel it 
should be in public use, such as through an educational 
program. 


"There may also be a possibility that both School Dis¬ 
trict 65 and 68 may wish to use a portion of the park on a 
joint basis.” 

Trustee Phyliis Bomford said Ihe board cmiid pnssibiy 
use the park for a school campsite and other outdoor 
programs. 

Currently Ihe school board leases neighboring Camp 
Quanoes as a day and overnight camp from Ihe Baptist 
Church at $12,000 a year. 

BOMFORD REMINDED TRUSTEES that a report 
prepared by the district education committee mentions that 
the committee is investigating Ihe possibiiity of either buy¬ 
ing or leasing a piece of land on which to esiabiish a per¬ 
manent overnight camp. 

Bill Brown reminded the board that "any use by us of 
the properly wouid result in the CVRD expecting the 
board to pay for such u.se." 

District superintendent Bill .Marshall cautioned trus¬ 
tees that "there might be some difficulties with re¬ 
gard to capital" in developing Osborne Bay Park to 
"the standards of Camp Quanoes." 

Quanoes, on Maple Mountain, has overnight summer and 
winter camping facilities for one ciass, a modern kitchen, 
large activity and dining room, waterfront, etc. 

Marshall and Brown are to conduct further studies of 
the region's suggestion and report back to the board at a later 
meeting with their recommendations. 

JOYCE, WHO IS BUILDING AND sites committee 
chairman, informed the board that three older schools in the 
district were experiencing overheating problems. 

He said the problem was being solved in two of Ihe 
schools, "but there appears to be no ready answer to the 
difficulties experienced at Bench School." 

Joyce said the problem is caused by a vast expanse of 
glass on the south side of Ihe school, which is totally ex¬ 
posed to the sun. 

"This, together with Ihe body temperature of Ihe stu¬ 
dents, results in temperatures sometimes over 30 de¬ 
grees Celsius." 

Trustee Hussey said: "I’m amazed that one school 
should be complaining about high temperatures, when Ihe 
temperatures maintained in most schoois throughout this 
district are abnormaiiy high.” 

WORKS SUPERINTENDENT GEORGE Routley said 
Ihe problems stem from the fact that the.se schools were 
old. 

"When they were built, there were no easy answers 
to ventilation and reintroducing fresh air. There is so 
much giass at Bench school that it would be very costly to 
solve its problem." 

Trustee Joyce said the ministry of education is going to 
have to lake a second look at renovating older schools. 

"With a declining enrolment, we will not need so 
many new schools in Ihe future. .Some of Ihe money 
used to provide new schools should be used to improve 
our present schools," he said. 

He suggested work crews extend the overhang of the roof 
at Bench as a temporary measure. 

Routley said the matter was being looked into.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
federal government is "tak¬ 
ing a pcgiliar approach to its 
privatization program,” 
says the new president of the 
Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Eric Charman of Victoria 
was referring to a Liberal 
housing critic's claim that a 
special study group was ad¬ 
vising the federal govern¬ 
ment to dismantle the Can¬ 
ada Mortgage and Housing 
Corp., by abandoning the 
corporation's mortgage in¬ 
surance program for private 
mortgage lenders. 

"Just as they are talking 
about selling off the profit¬ 
able parts of Petro-Can and 
leaving the taxpayers sad¬ 
dled with the expense of ex¬ 
ploration. they may al.so be 
considering spinning off the 
revenue of CMHC that is 
generated from its insur¬ 
ance activities, but leaving it 
with the social housing pro¬ 
grams that are necessary. 


but will then become a direct 
cost to the taxpayer,” Char- 
man told the association's 
annual conference Friday. 

Charman has been for 
many years a prominent 
Conservative. 

"I can tell you that if the 
leaked task force recom¬ 
mendations are accurate, 
they run exactly counter to 
the concerns we have ex- 
pre.sscd (in a recommenda¬ 
tion to the study group)," he 
said. 

"It may be that ultimately 
CMHC should be phased out 
of the mortgage-insuring 
business, but only after we 
are satisfied that there are 
adequate competitive alter¬ 
natives." 

Charman said he doubted 
that private firms could sud¬ 
denly ab.sorb the volume of 
insured mortgages that 
CMHC now handled without 
disruption to the industry 
and the public. The corpora¬ 
tion handles about half of all 


insured mortgages in Can¬ 
ada. 

It also provides insurance 
in areas that private insur¬ 
ers are either unwilling or 
unable to .service, he said, 
and the real estate industry 
would require a commit¬ 
ment from commercial 
firms that they could serve 
ail areas equally. 

People should not expect 
elected officials to be ex¬ 
perts on all subjects, be said, 
and realtors should “not shy 
away from our responsibili¬ 
ties” to voice opinions on 
topics that affect them.

England, came to Canada ir 
1953 and has been in the real 
estate and mortgage bus! 
ness for more than 2( 
years. 

He was president of the 
Victoria Real Estate Boarc 
for an unprecedented three 
terms, and is one of seven 
persons to be named a life 
member since the board was 
formed in 1921.

News good, bad 
in real estate, 
conference told 

VANCOUVER (CP) — There was good and bad news for 
home-buyers and realtors at a Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation conference seminar, but all speakers predicted a 
period of slow growth for the industry. 

"Intere.st rates will probably remain relatively high 
over the next few years." Mac MacLellan, assistant 
general manager of mortgages for the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, .said Friday. 

He predicted extremely high interest rates during the 
next few months, but felt a downward trend during 19X0 could 
lead the prime rate to three or more points below current 
levels by the end of next year, and mortgage rates should 
also decline. 

Probable increases in labor and material costs should 
make house prices reflect a corresponding increa.se during 
1980, he said, but "reduced demand may well prove to be a 
very strong modifying influence on prices." 

Although the cost of houses and the amount borrowed in 
mortgages would have almost doubled by 1990, the average 
household Income would al.sn double by that lime, said Reg 
Ryan, president of the Mortgage Insurance Co, of Canada. 

The industry's future depended mainly on the price 
of energy, said Frank Clayton, president of Clayton Re- 
•search As.sociates Ltd. of Toronto. 

If energy costs climbed, there would be a “marked re¬ 
duction in both new and resale house demand," he said. 

"More significantly, it will lay the groundwork for a 
marked permanent shift in demand from new houses on 
the suburban fringe to more centrally located existing 
houses, and new homes built in more central locations," 
he said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Construction of an oil port at 
Low Point, Wash., might re¬ 
quire a rearrangement of 
shipping lanes in Juan de 
Fuca Strait, says a Canadian 
Coast Guard official. 

M.A. Turner, who is in 
charge of vessel traffic man- 
agement systems in the 
area, told a National Energy 
Board pipeline hearing Fri¬ 
day that anchoring at the 
terminals might interfere 
with shipping lanes agreed 
to by Canadian and United 
States authorities. 

The lanes are part of a new 
vessel management system 
for West Coast waters to 
combat increasing traffic 
congestion and the increas¬ 
ing accident rate in the strait 
and surrounding waters. 

The system, developed 
jointly by U.S. and Canadian 
coast guards, will eventually 
control all commerical ship¬ 
ping destined for Vancouver, 
Seattle and other ports in the 
area. 

Turner said the shipping 
lanes might be affected by 
the single-point mooring 
buoys proposed for the Low 
Point oil port because of the 
relatively-narrow channel at 
the port west of Port Angeles 
on the Olympic Peninsula. 

The shipping channels now 
being used on a voluittary 
basis involve an outward- 
bound channel that swings 
close to the U.S. shore be¬ 
cause of efforts to avoid 
fishing zones In the middle of 
the strait. 

The proposed oil port, part 
of a plan by Trans Mountain 
Pipe Lines Ltd. to bring 
Alaskan crude oil to the U.S. 
Midwest, would lietwo miles 
offshore. Turner said an ad¬ 
ditional four miles' distance 
would likely be required as 
safe clearance from the 
channel. 

Turner also said hazards 
to shipping in the strait in¬ 
clude dense fog, other ship¬ 
ping and the congestion of 
fishing fleets. He estimated 
that as many as 400 fishing 
vessels congregate in the 


strait during the salmon 
fishing season. 

The coast guard official 
said proposals for tankers 
coming from Valdez, Alas¬ 
ka, would have them travel¬ 
ling no closer than 90 kilo¬ 
metres from the West Coast. 
The ships would make their 
turn into the strait 100 kilo¬ 
metres offshore to avoid pos¬ 
sible collisions at the mouth 
of the strait.

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Wardair pulling out of North Laskin recovering well 


EDMONTON (CP)— 
IVardair Canada Ltd. plans 
to pull out of Yellowknife 
and the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and bring to an end a 
tl-year bush-flying presence 
In northern Canada. 

President Max Ward said 
Friday the Edmonton-based 
company “can no longer eco- 
nomicaily support” its 
northern operation, will 
close its Yellowknife base 
and sell more than {H mil¬ 
lion worth of aircraft and 
Other assets. 

The demand for bush fly¬ 
ing sers’ices has decreased 
m the last few years and 
Wardair doesn’t foresee de- 
piand increasing during the 
next few years. Ward said in 
an intersiew. He began his 
aviation career as- a bush 
pilot in the Yellowknife area 
in 1946. 

. He said activity in the 
North has dwindled with the 
death of the Mackenzie Vai- 
ley natural gas pipeline, pro¬ 
posals for an Alaska High- 
tvay oil pipeline scuttled and 
plans for an Alaska Highway 
gas pipeline stalled. 

Oil companies, which once 
used to lease aircraft for as 
long as two years, now meet 
their own aircraft needs in 
the North. Spending by the 
territorial government is 
down. 

• Mining exploration has in¬ 
creased but at best yields a 
Seasonal demand restricted 
to two or three summer 
months. 

Wardair operated five 19- 
p passenger de Havilland 
1^vln Otters, one SO-passen- 
ger de Havilland Dash 7 and 
one Ig-passenger Grumman 
Cl out of Yellowknife. 

Ward said some of the 37 
people working in the north¬ 
ern operation will be offered 
transfers to Wardair's Inter¬ 
national operations but 
“others Just won’t leave the 
-North.” 

■ Ward said he doubts War- 
dair will re-enter the north¬ 
ern market even if activity 
picks up again. He said the 
prea Is better served by the 


small, aggressive, indepen¬ 
dent owner-operator. 

Ward said he may have 
kept the northern operation 
going too long because of 
"emotional ties.’’ 

"We were getting no re¬ 
turn on investment and there 
was no improvement on the 
horizon.” He said the com¬ 
pany now can better concen¬

Plea for support 
made by Clark 

FREDERICTON (CP) — Prime Minister Clark 
made a strong plea for support from Canadians as he 
warned Saturday of "tough decisions" to be expected 
before Christmas on national oil prices and budgetary 
policy. 

Clark, in a campaign-style address to about 900 
party faithful at the annual meeting of the New 
Brunswick Progressive Conservative Association, 
said Canadians must be prepared to make “short¬ 
term sacrifices" for the long-term good. 

"Your government has decisions to make in the 
field of national energy policy and in budgetary 
policy; we have meetings with President Carter; we 
have a conference of first ministers; and we will be 
subordinating short-term considerations in all of 
those meetings for the longer-term interests of the 
country," Clark said. 

‘Good politics’ to act 



"That is what we were 
elected to do and 1 believe it 
is good politics to show that 
we are a party that is pre- 
pared.to plan for the future 
of Canada and not duck the 
tough decisions that govern¬ 
ments are elected to face." 

Clark's address followed a 
meeting Saturday with New 
Brunswick Premier Richard 
Hatfield. The premier said 
that although there have 
been reports the federal gov¬ 
ernment is considering an 
increase in gasoline prices in 
the range of 40 cents a gal¬ 
lon, "there was no discus¬ 
sion. as far as I'm con¬ 
cerned, of 40 cents.” 

Hatfield said the two oil- 
producing provinces of Al¬ 


berta and Saskatchewan and 
the major consuming prov¬ 
ince of Ontario will never 
agree on an oil-pricing 
policy. 

"I think (Clark) is going 
to have to make the decision 
and it's his decision to make, 
or the federal government's 
in any event." Hatfield said 
in an interview. "But the 
provinces can't complain 
they weren’t consulted, be¬ 
cause they have been." 

The federal government 
has been negotiating with 
the provinces on planned in¬ 
creases in domestic oil 
prices next year. There have 
been reports the increase 
would be as much as $4 a 
barrel.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The federal government 
is deeply concerned about high interest rates in 
housing and other areas, Elmer McKay, minister 
responsible for the Central Housing and Mortgage 
Corporation, said Saturday. 

But if Canada doesn't continue the practice of 
raising interest rates to follow the United States 
lead, the dollar will plunge on the international 
market, he told the Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation Convention. 

This would create unacceptable economic con¬ 
ditions in the country, he said. 

McKay said the current high interest rates will 
affect the Conservative government's proposed 
property tax credit plan. But high interest rates 
would be more troublesome for prospective home 
owners if the government did not set up the tax 
credit system. 

The government also is looking for ways to 
dispose of about 31,000 Assisted Home Ownership 
Program housing units, repossessed by the CMHC 
when buyers defaulted on their mortgages.

Island Indians permitted 
to enforce pollution laws 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A Vancouver 
Island Indian band has been given 
federal government permission to en¬ 
force its own pollution control bylaws, 
says the band’s chief. 

One of the first targets of the regula¬ 
tions will be the Tahsis Co. pulp mill, 
part of which sits on the Mowachaht 
band’s reserve near the central Island 
community of Gold River. 

Band chief Mao’ Johnson said that 
Indian Affairs Minister Jake Epp has 
allowed three pollution bylaws the 
band enacted in September to pass 
into law . 

"We have finally gained control of 
our own reserve land," she said in a 
news release. “Now we won't have 
to wait for the provincial government

to stop pollution ... we will do it our¬ 
selves.” 

She said the bylaw is the first of its 
kind to become federal law in Can¬ 
ada. 

The band has complained for sev¬ 
eral years about pollution from the 
mill, which now will be subject to the 
band's bylaws and penalties for viola¬ 
tions. 

The band will install devices to mon¬ 
itor dustfall, hydrogen sulphide, sul¬ 
phur dioxide and other emissions from 
the pulp mill. 


Johnson said a band member will be 
appointed enforcement officer and 
under the new bylaws, Tahsis or any 
other company or individual could be 
fined $100 a day or jailed for 30 days 
for each violation. Tahsis also could be 
forced to shut down its mill if it did not 
comply with the bylaws. 

However, Johnson said the band 
wants to deal fairly with the com¬ 
pany. 

"The band is prepared to deal with 
the company in a reasonable manner 
in order to clean up the pollution 
that's endangering our health. This is 
not an action against the company, it’s 
a step taken to preserve the health and 
safety of our people.”

LONDON (UPI) — 
Women workers at a gov¬ 
ernment arms factory in 
south Wales are going to 
have to do the dirty work 
of making artillery shells 
— no matter what it does 
to their hairdos. 

Three appeals court 
judges has ruled that 
their coiffures were not 
enough reason to exempt 
women from the job. 

“What is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the 
gander nowadays," said 
Lord Denning, 80, the 
presiding judge, who 
ruled that employee Ro¬ 
bert Jeremiah was a vic¬ 
tim of sek discrimination 
because he had to work 
on the shells while 
women did not. 

"Either women should 
be required to do their 
stint just like the men or 
the men should not be 
required to do it," 
Denning said. 

Jeremiah, 49, a bache¬ 
lor who says he believes 
in equality between the 
sexes, said the ruling 
“justifies my belief in 
fair play."

He added that the new Soviet sub is not 


yet operational and has yet to prove its 
capabilities. 

Brown told the news conference the 
United States will respond to the Soviet 
buildup in the western Pacific with beefed 
up military capabilities in the region. 

"It is important for the U.S. and its 
allies to ensure that our forces are ade¬ 
quate" in the Pacific region.

Ombudsman calls 
for *sunshine^ law

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia’s new 
ombudsman says there should be a freedom of infor¬ 
mation law for the province.

Hillside killing ideas 
talked about in 1977 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — It was a day of 
fast-moving developments as the district 
attorney detailed how two cousins—Ange¬ 
lo Buono and Kenneth Bianchi—allegedly 
committed 10 grisly sex slayings which 
became known as the Hillside Strangler 
killings. 

. In a lengthy complaint filed Friday 
against the two men. District Attorney 
John Van de Kamp told how they allegedly 
operated a prostitution service with young 
girls, and ultimately decided to commit 10 
brutal slaying.s. 

Van de Kamp spoke in Los Angeles 
.after Bianchi entered a surprise guilty 
plea Friday in Bellingham, Wash., to char¬ 
ges of strangling two Western Washington 
University coeds and said he would plead 
guilty to five Hillside Strangler slayings. 

A half-hour after the 28-year-old Bian¬ 


chi tearfully entered his pleas as part of a 
bargain to save him from Washington's 
gallows and California's gas chamber, 
Buono was arrested at his combination 
home-upholstery shop in Glendale. 

The district attorney said Bianchi 
would be transferred here and arraigned 
on the new complaint Monday morning. 

Buono, 44, was charged in 10 of the 
Hillside Strangler slayings—five of them 
jointly with Bianchi. 

Van de Kamp said Friday that Bianchi 
and Buono first discussed the idea of mur¬ 
der in September 1977, when they “had one 
or more conversations about having sex 
with a girl and then killing her.” 

The 10 charges against Bianchi and 
Buono left unsolved three of the 13 Hillside 
Strangler deaths. 


Debtor bogs creditors 
in quagmire of liens 


DENVER, C3)lo. (AP) — 
Police are searching for a 
man who has 4ied up the 
property of Coloradans 
ranging from a bank secre¬ 
tary to Denver's mayor, po¬ 
lice chief and district attor¬ 
ney by filing liens against 
the property demanding at 
least $154.5 billion. 

The man who filed the 
Hens, Kenneth Winchell, has 
vanished. Officials say he 
(tiight face charges ranging 
from second-degrw perjury 
to criminal mischief. 

Some of the liens were 
filed against banks who say 
Winchell owes them money. 
The liens protest income 
taxes and water laws and 
accuse one of four banks 
named of violating Win- 
chell's constitutional rights. 

Winchell Is described by 
former associates as “a land 
owner and general entrepre¬ 
neur.” 

A bench warrant has been 
issued for his arrest by Den¬ 
ver County Judge George 
Manerbino. Denver and 


Breckenridge police ana 
sheriff's deputies in Summit 
and Eagle counties have also 
taken up the search. 

“It’s certainly a new 
wist,” said one lien target, 
vho asked not to be identi- 
ied. “You don’t often hear 
f somebody who owes 
noney filing liens. It's 
isually the other way 
around.” 

Winchell has left behind 
almost 100 liens which claim 
damages ranging from $2 
million to $950 million and 
put scores of pieces of per¬ 
sonal and corporate real es¬ 
tate in legal limbo. 

A lien is a legal document 
claiming some interest in a 
piece of property, usually a 
debt. It may be filed without 
showing cause and, even if it 
is without basis in fact, it 
stops any sale, transfer or 
re-mortgage of the property 
until it is lifted. 

Although liens only cost $2 
a page to file, fighting them 
can run into hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in legal and title com¬ 
pany fees. 


All of the banks named— 
Colorado National Bank. 
Metro Bank of Denver, Co¬ 
lumbia Savings and Loan 
and the Bank of Breck¬ 
enridge—have done business 
in the past with Winchell. At 
least two are suing him for 
non-payment of funds total¬ 
ling more than $25,000. 

Other liens name bank 
directors and officers. 

Dale Boyd, president of 
the Bank of Breckenridge, 
said Friday the lien he re¬ 
ceived accuses his bank of 
being “petty-fogging shy¬ 
sters operating outside the 
taw and violating man's God- 
given rights,” and of “outra¬ 
geous conduct, misfeasance, 
malfeasance and nonfea¬ 
sance,” 

A lien also was filed 
against Boyd’s secretary, 
Alice Lovell. 

Liens against Mayor Bill 
McNichols, District Attor¬ 
ney Dale Tooley and Police 
Chief Art Dill may be con¬ 
nected with a water-law suit, 
said assistant district attor¬ 
ney Steve Marsters. 
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TOKYO (UPI) — The 
pounding winds and waves of 
Typhoon Tip capsized two 
fishing boats and broke a 
Chinese freighter in two off 
the Japanese coast Satur¬ 
day. Four crewmen were 
known dead and 38 others 
were missing. 

The sinkings pushed the 
known death toll to 33 in 
Japan's worst typhoon in 13 
years. 

The two fishing boats, one 
Japanese and the other 


South Korean, capsized off 
Kushiro on the northern 
main island of Hokkaido. 

The bodies of four mem¬ 
bers of the 37-member crew 
aboard the 98-ton South Ko¬ 
rean vessel were recovered. 
A lone survivor, who swam 
to shore, was treated in a 
local hospital. 

The other 32 were missing 
and feared drowned in the 
choppy and chilly seas, along 
with all six crewmen from 
the Japanese vessel.

It didn’t take the NDP long to copy the lead 
editorial in the Vancouver Province on June 12, 
1965, and make sure that each reporter in the press 
gailery received a photostat in his mail slot. 

The editorial, entitled The Fall Guy . . . dealt 
with the forgery case involving an associate of 
then-premier W. A. C. Bennett. That incident 
resulted in a criminal trial before Mr. Ju.stice Craig 
Munroe and the jailing of A1 Williamson, one of the 
Social Credit party’s backroom boys. 

We'll get back to that in a minute, but first let us 
approach what the NDP obviously regards as a 
parallel case to the current forgery investiga¬ 
tion with a great deal of care. 

It is true that forgery is forgery is forgery. And 
it is true that theft is theft. BuWhere is a tremen¬ 
dous difference between stealing a chocolate bar 
and an armed robbery of a bank. 

And there is an equally vast difference between 
the letter sent to immigration officials in Ottawa on 
official W. A. C. Bennett letterhead, and signed 
with a reasonable copy of W. A. C. Bennett’s 
signature, and tbe letter sent to the editor of the 
Colonist. 

THAT IS NOT to condone the stealing of a 
chocolate bar, nor is it to condone the signing of a 
false name on a letter to the editor. It is just a 
plea to keep things in perspective and to recognize 
that our society has always regarded some crimes 
as more serious than others. 

The NDP attempt to place the Williamson forg¬ 
ery of the late-premier’s signature on an offical 
document and the phony letter to the editor on the 
same level.should be ignored. 

Having said that, we can legitimately point out 
some of the reactions of Social Credit, circa 1963. 
when Williamson was being investigated and dur¬ 
ing the subsequent trial. And we can respectfully 
hope that history does not repeat itself. 

The Province editorial on that June Saturday 11 
years ago started: "During the past few days 
British Columbians have had a stark and ugly 
glimpse of the sordid dog-eat-dog politics behind 
the lily-white window-dressing of the Social Credit 
party." 

It went on to describe the Williamson role in 
politics before his downfall, his reputation as “an 
influence broker and speech writer" and as a close 
friend of the party brass, 

AND It went on to say: "While he was in court 
fighting to save himself from ruin, members of the 
party for whom he had labored so assiduously, 
looked studiously in the other direction.” 

That was a fair comment then, it remains a fair 
comment now. 

Williamson had discovered, the hard way. the 
meaning of fair weather friends. Having been 
caught in wrongdoing, Williamson found no eye to 
pity, no arm to save among his former close friends 
and colleagues. 

So distant were those colleagues at the time of 
his trial that Mr. Justice Munroe was constrained to 
warn the jury that the failure of the Crown to call 
the late W. A. C. Bennett as a witness might 
indicate that his testimony would have been fa¬ 
vorable to the accused. 

But the testimony was not forthcoming, nor was 
any help or succor at the public level. 

What could the former premier have said'.' 

He could have supported, or challenged. Wil¬ 
liamson’s chief line of defence, namely that he had 
signed, with approval, many letters on behalf of the 
premier but had possibly on this major occasion 
exceeded his authority. 

“Those who might have helped a fellow party 
worker and supporter scurried for shelter," the 
editorial writer said. They did. 

THE CURRENT investigation into the latest 
politically-involved forgery is in danger of falling 
into the same pattern. And that is the only similar¬ 
ity 1 see between the Williamson case and the 
present case. 

It is true that the present Premier Bennett has 
already stood up in public and shouldered the 
blame, as the leader of the party, for the dirty 
games advice which went awry. He said he was 
unaware of what was being advocated and unaware 
of the content of the controversial tape recordings. 
He was also man enough to say that his lack of 
knowledge did not take the responsibility from his 
door. 

We can be cynical if we wish and sneer at that 
admission. I prefer to believe it and accept it. 

But the real testing time is to come. 

There is no doubt in my mind that the person 
who wrote “Gordon Townsend” on the bottom of a 
letter to tbe editor will be found during the police 
investigation. Nor is there any doubt in my mind 
that the letter was written on the advice of. 
and with the knowledge, of others. 

Whoever signed the false name should not have 
done so. Whoever signed it should not now be left to 
the wolves to fight alone. 

THE LAST TWO paragraphs in the old edi¬ 
torial read: “When Williamson vanished into the 
depths of a prison van Thursday, the curtains 
closed on one of the most squalid and contemptible 
episodes in B.C.’s political history. 

“There should be troubled consciences in the 
upper echelons of B.C.’s Social Credit party this 
weekend.” 

Let’s hope we don’t have to write something 
similar when this affair is all over. 

The person who signed Gordon Townsend’s 
name falsely is not blameless, but neither is that 
person entirely to blame. We have here a tangled 
web calculated to deceive. Let the attorney-general 
and the police untangle it, strand by strand. 
And let those caught in that web find in the party for 
which they did their work a loyalty not found by 
Williamson in 1965. 

In our society every person accused of a crime is 
entitled to the best defence possible. It is surely up 
to the Social Credit party, cognizant of the dirty 
games before they were played, to meet that 
obligation. Not to whitewash the event, but to 
salvage honor.

Abortion on road to 
dehumanizing our people 


Every person must make up their own minds 
regarding the sanctity of a baby’s life. Those private 
decisions can be made from legal and scientific evi¬ 
dence. Philosophical and religious arguments do nut 
need to be used. 

There are three unquestionable facts: 

• There are no studies that show abortion is good 
treatment. 

• There is increasing evidence that the long term 
effects of abortions are harmful to women. 

• The Criminal Code of Canada slates that the 
death of babies following abortion is homicide. 

There are no proper medical studies to show 
that abortion is good treatment in any group, eg. re¬ 
tarded, psychotic, at any age. Unless 1 missed some¬ 
thing in my review of the medical literature (approxi¬ 
mately 1,400 references, including a computerized 
search of the National Library of Congress) there is no 
evidence that abortion is therapeutic. 'Yet physic¬ 
ians continue to call it “therapeutic abortion.” This is a 
sad inconsistency becau.se physicians would not call any 
operative procedure therapeutic, or use it unless there 
was good evidence that it was of benefit to patients. 

'There is growing evidence that the long term 
effects of abortion on women are harmful. A large 
World Health Organization study shows higher rates of 
spontaneous miscarriage, premature births of babies 
and tubal pregnancies. There are physicians who are 
either ignorant of these studies or are failing to in¬ 
form women of the dangers consequent to abortion. 
This is another sad inconsistency because every other 
operative procedure requires a careful description to 
the patient before an informed consent is obtained. 

Part 6 of the Criminal Code of Canada, Section 
206, states “a child becomes a human being within the 


meaning of this ad when it has completely proceeded 
in a living state from the body of its mother, whether 
or not: 

a. it has breathed: 

b. it has an independent circulation: 

c. the navel string is severed." 

“A person commits homicide when he causes in¬ 
jury to a child before or during its birth, as a 
result of which the chiid dies after becoming a 
human being” 

Many babies aborted by saline injections, prosta¬ 
glandins or hysterotomy are alive at birth and therefore 
a person. According to the Criminal Code, hundreds of 
Canadian babies are being killed by physicians each 
year. This is known to the governments, hospitals, 
physicians, nurses and lawyers, but no charges of 
homicide are laid. 

The progessivc dehumanization of small, voiceless 
and dependent children is not easy to stop but it must. 
Let us not forget that before Hitler came to power, 
some German physicians began a program of de¬ 
humanizing and exterminating retarded children, psy¬ 
chiatric patients and First World War veterans. In this 
eugenics program, approximately 300,000 psychiatric 
patients were killed. It is too easy to believe that it could 
never happen again, but the Germans recognized it 
could. For that reason their Constitutional Court ruled 
agajnst a liberal abortion law. When we begin calling 
unborn babies a “fetus" or “conceptus," which allows 
us to kill it without regard to its humanity, we are 
embarking on the same road to dehumanizing people.

Where they say 
Ernestine who?

Okay, Ernestine Jackson, 
you’ve got two Tony nominations 
after a string of Broadway hit 
shows over a decade and now 
you're travelling around the B. C. 
interior by car playing school 
gyms and auditoriums in a sched¬ 
ule along the lines of “if it’s 
Tuesday, it must be Terrace.” 

How come? 

You’ve got a night club act 
that is regularly booked into Los 
Angeles and New York — not to 
mention television work that spans 
everything from iioots to the game 
show. Musical Chairs to commer- 
oals — so it can’t be a question of 
needing the work. 

Somehow jusLbecau.se she’d 
never seen the Canadian Rockies 
before — no matter how majestic 
she found them — doesn’t quite 
!(eem a serious enough answer. 
But she insists the chance to break 
away from New York-Los Angeles 
performing axis is both benefi¬ 
cial and welcome. 

“I’m doing this show (Jac¬ 
ques Brel is. . . at the Mac.Mon- 
day and then Duncan) where peo¬ 
ple are saying ‘who the hell is 
Ernestine Jackson?’,” said the 
singer over the phone from her 
Terrace motel after having close 
to 800 people on their feet applaud¬ 
ing an hour earlier. 


“Here you do what you do 
and either they like you or they 
don’t,” she said, explaining that in 
New York her audiences are 
heavily salted with friends and 
fans. 

"I worked for 10 years in 
hit shows ( Raisin, Guys and Dolls, 
Jesus Christ, Superstar etc.) and 
after awhile you lose touch and 
J>egin to wonder ‘am I getting these 
good reviews because they know 
me.. . ’ 

Nor was the Terrace response 
to Jackson and the others in the 
cast unique, according to company 
manager Mark Portcous. It’s been 
the rule on the three week frantic 
tour that winds down next Sunday 
with its last performance in White 
Rock. 

Still the audiences aren’t quite 
like any others Jackson has en¬ 
countered. 

"They’re a little more laid 
back (during the performance) 
but somehow after the show they 
stand up,” said Jackson. 

Besides the vistas, touring the 
interior brings her face to face 
with people she wouldn’t normally 
encounter. It’s all grist for the per¬ 
forming mill later on. 

Still it’s a geographic and 
social experience that could al¬ 
most have been duplicated else 
where. Jackson didn’t have to 
come to B.C. to look at mountains, 
meet miners and sing before peo¬ 


ple who likely never had heard of 
her before. 

And when it comes right down 
to it, it’s Brel’s music that has her 
enduring early morning starts, all 
day drives and a different motel 
bed every night. 

“There comes a time in a 
performer’s life when they want to 
do something they want to do.” 

Apparently Brel was it for 

her. 

She first saw the hit show 
Jacques Brel is Alive and Weil and 
Living in Paris (the title now ab¬ 
breviated considerably with the 
Belgian singer’s death last year) 
about 15 years ago some time after 
she arrived in New York from 
Texas to study classical singing at 
the Juilliard. 

Nor is Brel something a 
Broadway performer like Jackson 
would likely get a chance to do. 
Certainly not in New York where 
the show and particularly the role 
of Woman One belong by popu¬ 
lar concensus to singer Elly 
Stone. 

“The music is so wonderful in 
this show and it’s a chance to 
stretch my wings,” said Jackson 
who usually finds herself in mu¬ 
sicals with a “book”. Brel is more 
of a revue with dialogue usually 
scant if any. It means the four 
performers are “on all the 
time.”

When the offer came from 
producer David Lui to do Brel in 
Vancouver with London director 
Derek Goldby, she accepted. 

“It seemed like a great thing 
to do for the summer,” she said 
now several months later. 

Compared to her usual Broad¬ 
way engagements Brel had “a 
short little run ” closing in Vancou¬ 
ver after about six weeks. 

“I was just getting a taste 
for it and then it was over,” 
she said by way of offering .vet 
another good reason to do the three 
week tour in the fall. 


And touring isn't that hec¬ 
tic as long as there is "a good 
hot tub ” waiting after a day's 
travel and “when you’re working 
with nice people." She’s found 
both. 

“It’s one thing to do .some¬ 
thing because you have to do 
it and quite another because you 
want to do it,” said Jackson before 
climbing into yet another motel 
bed to rest up fur a S.a.m. start 
which would put the company into 
Williams Lake for the night on 
their way to Kamloops for a per¬ 
formance the following evening.

HOLL'YWOOD — Ever since it came on the 
scene in June, 1967, the American Film Institute 
has been caught in the middle. 

On one side has been the Hollywood establish¬ 
ment accusing the AFI of intellectual snobbery, the 
unforgivable sin of elitism. 

Seated across the aisle — often shaking their 
fists and flailing about — have been independent 
filmmakers (usually led by those turned down for 
grants) insisting that the institute is “too Holly¬ 
wood,” its boanl dominated by studio bigshots, 
its concerns too closely aligned to the main¬ 
stream. 

To the public, the AFI is the Life Achievement 
Award, an evening of prime-time TV when a distin¬ 
guished American director or actor — Orson 
Welles, John Ford, Henry Fonda — is honored. 

Film buffs think of American Film magazine 
or the AFl’s program to preserve classic movies. 


To students, it’s the Centre for Advanced Film 
Studies or the various internship programs. 

And so on. 

“We’re a many-headed hydra. It’s lough to find 
a single lime or place to show all the heads.” said 
Sam Grogg Jr. the API’s director of education 
services for the past five years. 

The occasion for Grogg’s rather appropriate 
metaphor was a discussion just prior to the hydra’s 
emergence at the American Film Institute National 
Ckmference on Film and Television. 

It took two years of talking and four months of 
planning, but Grogg, the conference’s director, 
maintains the time and place for the AFI to show 
off its diversity has arrived. That’s the reason for 
the conference. 

About 250 people — an assortment of educators, 
librarians, film makers, historians, buffs and stu¬ 
dents — registered for the full three-day affair that 
runs through the weekend. 

It is neither the largest nor the most extensive 
conference of its kind. But both the topics and the 


Victorians are getting a Canadian exclusive 
when the Peking Opera Theatre of China comes to 
the Royal next month. 

The company was originally scheduled to do a 
program of excerpts from its repertoire at a single 
performance Nov. 13 but soon after the tickets (tl5,

than tickets. A phone call remedied that when it 
was later confirmed that the company would do a 
matinee performance of The Story of the While 
Snake.

Incidentally $15 is the top 
ticket price for the matinee. 

Allen Houghton is now confident that he will get 
the National Ballet of Canada for Victoria during 
its next Western Canadian tour in 1981. He met with 
company officials recently In Vancouver and the 
problem wasn’t just the inadequate Royal but the 
costs in shipping a 120-member company over 
from the mainland and back again. Apparently 
when the national tours the maritimes it goes with 
two smaller companies and will likely do the 
same when it comes west again. 

If a Saanich or Oak Bay alderman ever won¬ 
dered why renovations for the Royal of the magni¬ 
tude recommended by Allan Purdy were neces¬ 
sary, it’s too bad he wasn’t among the hundreds left 
out on the sidewalk for 30 minutes waiting to get 
into Ain't MisBehavIn’ Monday. The reason the 
crowds were kept waiting was simply the Royal’s 
antiquated facilities took longer to adapt to than 
normal for the tour company. And the reason the 
audience was kept out in the cold — it could have 
been worse, it might have been raining — was that 
there was no where else to put them. After all, it 
isn’t as though the Royal had a decent foyer. Many, 
including Purdy who was out on the sidewalk too, 
would argue it has no foyer at all... By Tuesday 
the word had got around that Ain't Misbeha- 
vin’was one helluva show and there wasn’t a ticket 
to be had for that performance. The cast inciden¬ 
tally rated the Victoria audience as the most so¬ 
phisticated on its Canadian tour which means 
you all laughed and applauded at the right places 
and didn’t throw your popcorn. . . Well, they won’t 
be pasting “Held Over” banners across posters for 
The Belfry’s production of Private Lives. While

theatre space was available it was “economics”, 
according to artistic director Don Shipley that 
ended the run as orginally scheduled last night. 
The show was doing fine at the box office but to 
extend it would mean replacing Sheila Junor-Moore

participants represent the kind of diversity Grogg 
and the AFI were aiming fur. 

Among the subjects tackled in one or two-hour 
se.ssions were a discussion of regional filmmaking, 
marketing feature films, the relationship between 
the book and the movie business and the standard 
film conference discussion on the impact of TV on 
society. 

The conference’s opening session was a panel 
discussion titled The Lure of Film and Television. 
As noted by the panel’s moderator. Los Angeles 
Times arts editor Charles Champlin, it was one of 
those all-purpose conference topics, one in which 
just about anything could be said and It would 
be appropriate. 

What it turned into was a freewheeling exami¬ 
nation of what’s good and bad about television 
today and what’s good and bad about the mod¬ 
em studio system. 

“The problem, basically, in features is that 
each Olm is loo damned important, " said actor 
Jack Lemmon, referring to the fact that today 
the major film companies turn out less than 125 
films among them, versus 300 or 100 a year during 
the 1940s and 1950s. 

Recognizing the many limitations of the moguls 
who ran Hollywood during the studios’ heyday . 
Lemmon said, "At least they knew how to make 
films.” 

“Very few people in a high capacity today know 
a damn thing in this town about making films. ’ he 
continued. 

Admitting from the start that he was in an 
essentially pessimistic mood. British producer 
David Puttnam (Midnight Express. Bugsy .Malone) 
played antagonist for most of the session. He 
bemoaned the scarcity of quality programming on 
American TV and the fact that luck is such a big 
factor in getting movies made today. 

It was an assessment that did nut meet with 
approval from two repre.sentalives of the American 
television industry — Leonard Hill. ABC’s vice 
president of motion pictures for television, and 
Virgina Carter, vice president of creative affairs 
for Tandem Productions. 

Carter holds no illusions about the quality of 
TV. 

“My guess is that the audience is undersold, 
dreadfully,” said Carter, a physicist turned TV 
executive. 

“We seem to be trying to program for a 
mythical creature out there. We should aim 
higher.” 

Still, she added, there is much that is worth 
seeing. 

“Several times a week I go home and want to 
watch TV,” she said. “A lot of it’s turkey time, but 
a lot of it’s fine.” 

What generally was agreed to be good about 
television today are TV movies, in effect a third 
cinematic form besides feature films and standard 
television. 

When movies-of-the-week became a part of 
television 10 years ago they were fitted into 
90-minute programming slots and budgeted at 
about $350,000, Hill said. 

Today, he added, the average budget for the 30 
TV movies his network will air this season will be 
about $1 million and they will each run in program 
blocks of at least two hours. 

In many cases. Hill asserted and others on the 
panel agre^, TV is tackling topics that feature 
films are shying away from. 

“I think it’s true,” Hill said. “We’re doing 
things the movies aren’t and wouldn't do.” 

One positive trend the downbeat Puttnam 
pointed toward was the growing relationship be¬ 
tween television and film. 

“The more interchange between the television 
and film industries, the better the mediums will 
gel,” Puttnam said.

Of course I, too, was busy with my 
school work — teaching an ungrad¬ 
ed school left little time for fun! 

HOWEVER MY LANDLADY 
dispelled my doubts by remarking , 
one day: "I guess Johnny Barlow 
will be over pretty soon to ask you 
to the dance." Then she told me that 
Johnny always made the first move 
to take the new teacher out. I gath¬ 
ered that Johnny was too shy to 
develop the acquiantance into any¬ 
thing of a warmer nature. 

"So much the better," I thought. 
"He is less likely to be a nui¬ 
sance." 

So I was quite prepared when 
one evening a tall, dark, sturdy 
man in his thirties, riding a black 
horse, drew up to the hitching post, 
dismounted and tied his horse, then 
knocked at the door. 

Mrs. Cairns, my landlady, made 
haste to admit him. 

After introducing us and mak¬ 
ing a few ice-breaking remarks 
about the weather and the state of 
the crops she left us on the pretext 
of making a cake. 

"I'll have to leave you alone 
with him," she had warned me, "or 
he'll never take the plunge." 

Mrs. Cairns' departure had the 
opposite effect to what she had 
intended.

The Iniuble was that a larpe 
while swan thouj*ht fhelake was his 
preserve and he was in no miKKi to 
tolerate squatters. His male was 
nearbv but well hidden. 

Puffed out with ranv. he was 
bc'arinK down on the duck family, 
apparently determined lu annihi¬ 
late it. He rushed the mother but 
she skimnu'd the water just out of 
reach of the wickedly thrusting 
bi'ixk. 

M the first sign of danger 'the 
ducklings with one accord made for 
the protection of overhanging 
leaves a! one end of the pond. There 
was no way for the mother to lead 
them to safcHx. or lead ihe swan far 
from the hiding bnN)d.

Althought I have a waiting period of a few years 
before attaining the status of acquiring a Pharmacare 
card and old age pension cheque, I find myself be- 
seiged with the question from the younger generation of 
today asking: ’"'‘What was it like in the olden days?** 

Am I Really a Product 
of Victoria's Olden Days? 


After several re¬ 
plies to the fact that I 
(lid not live in the 
olden days, I asked an 
eight-year-old: "When 
were the olden days, 
dear?” 

The knowledgable 
child answered with¬ 
out hesitation, "Be¬ 
fore color TV” — 
Could he! 

Could my contemporaries have 
afi€“d so, while my face only deve¬ 
loped more character lines? The 
reflection in the store window can’t 
possibly be mine? Certainly I can¬ 
not qualify as a pioneer Victorian 
as my grandparents did, yet I have 
lived in a time with more disco¬ 
veries and changes than in any era 
in history. 

AS .MY GRANDACGHTKR de 
scribed h^r school with wall-to-wall 
carpets, I recalled my eafly school 
days in Quadra primary school, be- 
‘fore Bay Street was cut through, 
thus necessitating Climbing over 
what we call The Rocks. The Rocks 
were covered in salal and oaks, and 
wild flowers, but also embodied a 
large haunted house with the tradi¬ 
tional broken windows and eerie 
noises that were scary in dark 
mornings. 

fjriortoclimbing The Rocks, our 
day$ would begin with the voci- 
ferent clanging of the tin alarm 
clock which literally bounced on it's 
rickety Short legs balancing the 
big round face. It was topped with 
two, large metal cups covering 
hammers, and it's constant tic 
locking throughout the night over¬ 
powered the gentle ticking of the 
elegant marble clock on the fire¬ 
place mantel, with it's gold 
Corinthean pillars and ormulu 
trimming. Their lickings were al¬ 
ways off beat in the quiet house, 
which lacked all the automatic sys¬ 
tems that we have today switching 
on and off as we .sleep. 

Traffic noises were minimal; the 
horses from the bakeries, wood 
trucks and consiniction firms, to 
name a few, were all bedded down 
for the night. The sound of crack¬ 
ling wood in the stoves was the 
clock’s only competitor. 

Next the clangorous rattles of 
heavy metal would announce that 
my father was using (he crank and 
poker to shake the grates and rid 
the fuel box of clinkers and char¬ 
coal into the ash tray, before light¬ 
ing the huge, highly-polished black 
and silver Monarch stove. If the 
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wood was dry after a winter’s stor¬ 
age it would ignite fairly quickly, 
but it was a very temperamental 
stove and because of It's size, took a 
considerable time to heat and then 
extend a sufficiency into the kit¬ 
chen. The oven door was left open to 
release extra heat, causing many 
bruised shin bones. Our kitchen had 
the added bonus of a wood lift that 
was large enough tq crawl into and 
play elevator. 

THE BIG BRASS kettle was 
slow to boil and enable him to cook 
the daily porridge which was far 
different from the oatmeal of today 
cooked in Teflon pots, as it stuck to 
the enamel pot like glue and made a 
horrible di.shwashing job. 

Large slices of homemade bread 
were placed in a flat wire rack over 
the open fire and usually tasted 
more smoked than toasted, but this 
was camouflaged with real butter, 
as margarine was not legalized in 
B.C. 

The hot water was heated by the 
stove, and as the fuel dwindled 
overnight the water cooled, and the 
idea of a quick bath before break¬ 
fast never^occurred to us as the 
bathroom temperature wps not loo 
inviting either. 



The bathroom contained the 
three necessary commodities (if 
the third piece wasn’t in a separate 
room, or off the back porch w here it 
w'as considered more sanitary), 
and was very different than today’s 
elegantly decorated bathrooms 
with showers, vanities and towels 
en tone. 

The only luxury our bathroom 
contained was a five cent roll of Big 
Chief toilet paper that came in a 
wrapp<-r with a picture of an Indian 
Chief in full headdress. It was beige 


colored. 1 am sure the schools and 
public buildings specified that 
theirs be’ waxed, and many bath¬ 
rooms substituted EOton’s cata¬ 
logue for Big Chief. 

THE SMALL MEDICINE cabi¬ 
net suspended from the wall in the 
bathroom contained tooth brushes 
and paste. Raleigh’s mustard rub 
for chest colds, a bottle of stingy 
iodine for cuts, and worm tablets as 
children were wormed periodi- 
eally. 

The razor straps hung in a ring 
on the wall and had dual purposes, 
and many can remember the dif- 
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ficulty of sitting .down after an 
"over the knee ” session for a dis¬ 
obedience. 

Deodorants and spray cans were 
unheard of, and the smell of per¬ 
spiration was often prevelant. The 
cod liver oil and fishy Scott’s emul¬ 
sion were usually kept in the pan¬ 
try, as the emulsion was taken be¬ 
fore breakfast in winter. What an 
appetizer — yuck! 

Some of the chill would have left 
the kitchen by the time my mother 
hooked and tied herself into her 
corset. This was made of several 
la.vers of stiff material and the 
metal bones were stitched in so 
solidly that the corset could stand 
upright alone. 

The long, dangling suspi-nders 
with metal clips to hold up black 
lisle stockings would be stretched to 
a bubbly white stringy elastic just 
about the time the bones would 
work their way through the corset, 
although they were edged in metal 
cone-shaped protectors. 

WHEN CALLED for breakfast, 
we would scamper from our cold 
b«-dr(«ims from under feather ei¬ 
derdowns, over wooden floors that 
had been highly polished manually 
with the aid of a heavy iron polisher 


covered with felt-between Brus- 
sells carpets, and under brass 
chandeliers with gorgeous fluU-d 
cranberry glass shades, (which we 
later disposed of in the garbage can 
for modern ones), to get close to the 
stove and be dressed in piini cor¬ 
sets, called strays. The strtiys were 
most uncomfortable as they were 
also made of heavy layers of white 
material, with very thick straps de¬ 
signed with buttoning for growing 
and had long garters to hold up 
black baggy stockings. Next came a 
vest, and if it was winter, navy blue 
fleeee-lined blmimers under a petti-' 
coat. 

MOTHERS ALW AYS bought 
clothes for their children two sizes 
too large to allow for growing and 
according to school pictures the 
poor children never grew into them. 
Sometimes they were passed down 
to younger children, as families 
were large at that time, and the fact 
that the clothes were ill-fitting was 
not too important. 

W'inter seemed endless as far as 
rubbers were concerned as we al¬ 
ways had to wear them ’’in the case 
of rain," and the rubbers and shm-s 
never did get together in size, caus¬ 
ing an awful struggle getting tiH-m 
on and off. The sch<H)i cloak room 
was always littered with rubbers. 

EACH MORNING, my long 
straight hair was brushed and 
pulled back into a barrette which 
held a ribbon of usualy four inches 
in width, and held on the lop of my 
head. My sisters were more fortu¬ 
nate, as Gladys had curly hair and 
could wear it short; Muriel was 
blessed with platinum blonde hair 
which was not considered beautiful 
until it was popularized by Jean 
Harlow, and therefore hers was cut 
off very short with the aid of a 
pudding bowl on her head for a 
pattern. 

The boys wore knickerbocker 
pants held aboye their knees with 
elastic and buttons over long black 
stockings, and b<x)ts with laces, fhe 
girls had an unprintable npme for 
these pants, just as there were (bean 
nicknames for many children, as 
we never went to orthodontists for 
protruding teeth, and mothers con¬ 
sidered children to be healthier 
when fat. 

Boys and runny noses were syn¬ 
onymous and my grade two teacher 
tried to rectify this by having us 
enter her classroom by a hand rung 
brass b<-ll and stand by our desks. 
At the count of one we sat down. At 
the count of two every pupil took out 
a handkerchief and blew heartily 
until the count of three, when we 
disposed of the bandki'rchiefs into 
onr p<Kkets fipr the day. The out¬ 
come of that was constant snif¬ 
fling. 

IN ORDER to attract a girl's 
attention, the Ixpys would pull out 
hi-r hair ribbon or dip her long hair 
into the ink well. I did have a 
Ixtyfrii-nd in grade two tmy first) 
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By Doris Gilbert 


who Kave me a red crepe de chine 
hankie. As it certainly wasn't new, I 
wondered if it had come from his 
mother's handkerchief box as 
women kept them on their dressers 
alonR with the father's collar boxes. 
The collar box on my parent's 
dresser was black ebony and moth¬ 
er of pearl, and had the head and 
.shoulders of beautiful lady with a 
Gibson Girl hair-do fram^ in the 
lid. 

In contrast to today's colorful 
readers, ours were dull with green 
covers, usually decorated with a 
coat of arms or emblem. They 
usually depicted murals in their 
sidries which were often .serious 
and sad. such as that of the poor 
little chimney .sweep boy or the pov¬ 
erty stricken Dutch girl, Picolla. 
whose only Christmas present was 
a wild bird that flew into her shoe. 

The story of the prankster boy 
who called "wolf" to the woodsmen 
until the day his calls were unheed¬ 
ed and the wolf did eat him (what a 
terrible thought for a child). 

I related the story of The Ugly 
Duckling to myself as my legs were 
so long and hair so unruly. We had 
to memorize tlte poem of Sapoleon 
as he stood on a mound on his losing 
day, and The Charge of the Six 
ffundredas they rode "into the jaws 
of death, into the mouth of Hell". 

One highlight of the week was 
practising McLean’s Method of 
Writing as we had our fingers 
bound with an elastic band to a 
tongue depressor and did circles 
and push and pulls. 

* ONE I'NEORTliNATE day I 
was called and strapped by the 
principal as I had left my reader on 
the schodt grounds overnight in the 
rain after playing ball. 

The reason for the punishment 
w as because I had w asted the gov¬ 
ernment's niorey by damaging a 
free reader. The fact that I had 
wasted the government's money 
was not as disconcerting as the 
experience I suffered on enrolment 
day — a buzzer rang for recess 
and to my surprise all the grade one 
pupils ran to a table in the 
cloakroom which was laden with 
apples. 

As each child look an apple. I did 
too, but when I bit into it in alf' 
innocence there was a loud cry that 
I had stolen someone's apple. For 
this I was not questioned, but for 
the rest of the day had to sit in front 
of the class in a tall, cone-shaped 
hat with the word DL'NCE on it. 

We were taught to use compli¬ 
mentary colors and never to mix 
blue with green, nor pink with or¬ 
ange, etc., and didn't experience 
the beautiful color combinations of 
today. Ki\e cent ice cix-am cones 
came in three colors, gum was grey 
e.xcept for Black .lack. Men's suits 
were mostly navy blue serge and 
even the wealthiest laqies could 
only buy their mink coats in one 
color — Ijrown. 

IlOH t'Ol I.l) 1 forget the antici¬ 
pation of being a beautiful rosebud 
dressed in pink and green Dennison 
crepe paper for the annual .school 
play'.’ My excitement quickly di¬ 
minished to the ugly duckling status 
■ again when the elderly maiden 
teacher discsivered me among the 
rosebuds and with great disgust an- 
oiinced: "Von can never be a rose¬ 
bud with those long'legs. You have 
to be a daffodil!" 

Apparently the teacher had 
never experienced the thrill of re¬ 
ceiving a bouquet of long stemmed 
rosebuds. The end result is that the 
brave golden daffodils who are the 
first to break through the frosty 
earth and prepare the way for the 


summer flowers are my favorite 
and 1 think of William M’oodsworth 
as he described "a host of golden 
daffodils"- every year when our 
beautiful Beacon Hill wears her 
golden crown of thc.se beautiful 
flowers to announce the arrival of 
spring in \’irtoria. 

BEACON HILL was a popular 
meeting place when I was a child. 
We had a buffalo and different ani¬ 
mals, but the most popular was the 
sad. disinterested cream-colored 
bear. Ursus Kermodei wbo was cap- 
• tured on Princess Royal Island. 

Another popular meeting place 
was Ross Bay cemetery where we 
filled jars w ith fresh water for flow¬ 
ers and admired the ornate marble 
and celestial tombstones of angels 
and white waxed flowers in half- 
round glass containers. 

Sunday was dress up time and I 
am sure I anethetized the poor man 
who snored throughout the church 
sermon; I sat next to him, in my 
straw hat with the very large brim, 
long black ribbons and tight chin 
elastic, complete with a vile smell¬ 
ing black shoe dye my mother 
had painted on it. 

OCR BATHING SUITS were un¬ 
believably ugly and made of navy 
blue' cotton jersey, with buttoned 
straps and skirts edged in red cot¬ 
ton that stretched to our knees when 
wet and clung to our bodies like wall 
paper. To these we added water 
wings to keep us afloat. Mothers 
seldom exposed themselves in 
bathing suits, as the sight of a well 
turned ankle was enough to cause 
interest to the opposite sex. 

Monday was always wash day 
and few women had laundry' tubs in 
their basements, although the base¬ 
ments were hardly conducive to 
working as the ceilings were low. 
the floor often earthen and they 
usually comprised of a coal bin, 
wood stack cellar or shelves for 
presen es and maybe a tool bench. 
When tons of coal arrived to heat 
the houses, the cold grimy fuel car¬ 
riers rode on open trucks on sacks 
of coal, w hich, when dumped, left a 
heavy sjnog of black dust on every¬ 
thing. ' 

OCR HOC.SE w'hs quite new but 
did not boast a wash tub in the 
basement; therefore, three metal 
tubs would be set up in the kitchen, 
plus one for home-made starch. The 
wash tub contained a scrub board 
and a bar of Sunlight or Pels 
Naptha soap. Two tubs were filled 
to contain Rickett's blueing. 

The Monarch stove would be 
kept hot summer and winter on 
Mondays as it also kept the copper 
boiler bubbling, whiclr for some 
reason had to be prodded with 
a piece of broomstick every so 
often. 

VVe often had boiled eggs for 
lunch on Mondays, and to this day I 
associate them w ith the hot, steamy 
smell of wash day. 

One could almost read the fami¬ 
lies' life styles from their clothes 
lines as they struggled with all their 
strength to hold up the heavy wash 
before the days of wash-n-wear. 

The clothesline that- impressed 
me the most, was that of a very 
fastidious neighbor who wore a 
t ery large size. This lady' was also 
very frugal, as well as a big eater 
and good customer of Robin Hood 
Flour. .She bleached her flour sacks 
as all wives did to make tea towels, 
table cloths and petticoats anu with 
the aid of her Singer treadle sewing 
machine she also made her 
bloomers and decorated them will 
yards of criK'heted lace. 

As it was difficult to remove ti'.i 
colored printing^rom the sack, 
without many boilings, the very 
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large bloomers ballooned on her 
clothesline every Monday, like the 
Union Jack. i 

THE BISSEL CARPET sweeper 
kept the carpets clean until they 
were hung on the clothesline every 
spring, and beaten. During this 
time the lace curtains were washed 
and spread on curtain stretchers 
which comprised thin strips of 
wood, with dozens of small nails. 

If the kitchen did not smell too 
appetizing Mtmdays. it compensat¬ 
ed for it every other day as the 
Monarch's huge oven contained 
home-made yummies, as the bread 
awaited its turn in the warming 
closets or the shelf above. 

Irish slews simmered on the 
stove, and soup made with hard 
green peas soaked overnight was 
made from the free soup bone that 
was delivered from Yates Street 
with a .'iO cent order. This also pro¬ 
vided the dog and cats with free 
bones and scraps before the days of 
canned pel foods. 

THE THICK ( REAM that ex¬ 
panded with the cardboard lids 
above the round birttlcs of unpas- 
turized milk was so good on frosty 
days! 

Families and friends would visit 
for dinners and then gather round 
the fireplace or healer w hich would 
be brought upstairs with the coal 
scuttle for the w inter, and sing to a 
well-played mouth organ or Jew's 
harp. 

The children took over the ped¬ 
aling of the roller piano and the 
winding of the gramophone as the 
records came to a slow whinning 
stop. 

GRANDPARENTS would be 
among us and were great story 
tellers. Grandfathers would whittle 
toys and boats, or w'ith great pa¬ 
tience fill bottles with miniature 
sailings ships. Grandmothers 
taught the now lost art of tatting, 
and would teach the children how to 
darn and patch or knit and do fancy 
work as pillow slips, and linens 
were decorated with lazy daisies 
and forget-me-nots. 

We had mis-shaped vegetables 
when I was a girl, such as carrots 
with one stem and many heads, and 
fruit was not all of uniform size. 
Lettuce and greens had to be 


soaked for slugs which have now 
disapeared with chemical sprays. 

A aO-pound box of apples cost 50 
cents and strawberries were six 
boxes for 25 cents during their 
heavy growing season. 

A trip to Qualicum Beach meant 
tenting at Nanaimo River after the 
long drive over the winding Mala- 
hat in the Studebaker, and a fishing 
trip to Brentwood Bay meant pull¬ 
ing oars all day with the total boat 
renting sum one dollar — but we 
always caught fish. 

THE VANCOUVER CRUISE 
was real luxury in the Princess 
boats, with stewards in black and 
white uniforms and meals set with 
linen and formality. The big brass 
spitoons were kept highly polished, 
as were the staterooms of teak with 
wash basins and chamber pots. 

One day I drove to a large field, 
where Lansdowne junior high now 
stands, to see a real aeroplane in 
it's hangar. Radio was new', and 
during the first broadcast I heard. I 
never spoke a word, ps I w as taught 
it was rude to speak when others 
were speaking. 

The first talkie 1 saw was in the 
Dominion Theatre, entitled Wings 
and w'e could actually hear the 
sounds of the planes. It was then 
that I had a crUsh on Buddy Rogers. 
During this time I stood in awe to 
.see an electric carpet sweeper, 
called a "Hooscr".

NOW, A.S I am awakened by a 
radio alarm clock, and step onto a 
warm carpeted floor in an auto¬ 
matically heated room, plug in the 
automatic coffee maker before a 
warm shower, and switch on TV to 
see the miraculous advances in 
medicine, science, aerodynamics, 
architecture, computerization, and 
remember my early education 
formed from Mother Goose, the 
ridiculous silly woman who wrote 
Hi Diddle Diddle, I wonder . . . w as 
she really a silly old woman? 

Couldn't the dats who do the pet 
food commercials by dancing the 
chow-chow-chow' just as easily play 
the fiddle? Is it really impossible to 
get a cow to the moon today? 

Little girl; Maybe I did live in the 
olden days, and fortunately for me. 
in Victoria.

THE (Jl'EEN CHARLOTTE ISLANDS, consisliiiK of more than 150 
Islands, is the ancestral home of the Haida tribe of Indians inhabiting the 
Pacific Coastal Region, 

tine hundred years ago this virile, war like tribe numbering 8000 souls, 
more or less, roved the coast in huge war canoes and fought and dominated the 
four neighboring tribes. '' 

Today the Haida population has been decimated to about 1,000 souls. 

The Haida Indians developed a superior degree of culture and art, carving 
large seaworthy canoes, masses of totem poles, argillite (clay-slate) carvings 
inlaid with brilliant abalone shells and copper work. 

Their villages and .settlements were scattered the length and breadth of the 
many Queen Charlotte Islands, but principally Moresby and Graham, the 
larger Islands. 


TEN OR MORE OK THE OLD Indian villages have been abandoned in 
favor of more centralized areas, such as Masset and Skidegate towns. These 
areas are supported by the principal industries of mining, logging and 
fishing. 

•Sport fishing is reported to be excellent and for the hunting fraternit.v there 
is an abundance of deer (.small), bear and game birds in season. 

Paved highways and gravelled logging roads afford access, to countless 
miles of lovely sandy beaches and seascapes, through rain forests bedecked 
with hanging moss, while underfm)! lies a bed of moss and lichen six inches or 
more in depth 

VOli MAY VLSIT A MODERNIZED VER.SION of the Haida long house, 
complete with a series of large photos, showing oldtime Indian villages, with a 
■ forest ' of totems, as depicted by the famed artist, Emily Carr, who, as a 
teen-ager, sketched and painted there nearly a century ago. There is a wealth 
of w(H)d cart ings, argillite carvings both large and small, inlaid with luminous 
abalone shells. Thanks to museums and private collectors much of a bygone 
age and culture' is pre.served for posterity, including totem poles. 

» 

ON THE ROAD-BEACH on .Skidegate Mission Reservation, you may e iew 
a huge boulder resting prwariously on a rocky base, marking, no doubt, the 
terminal moraine of a receding glacier 10,000 or more years ago. 

You may stop at St. Mary's Spring for a cool drink of water. Legend 
reports that 'whieever drinks of Mary's water will some day return to the 
Islands ' 

On Graham Island the highway follows the beach generally, on adjacent 
farms Highland cattle and Herefords graze, wild geese fly in V formation 
overhead, honking musically, to settle on a wildlife refuge lake area. Tame 
geese strut about indolently in farm yards ever on the elert. 

NE:.-\R port CLEIMEINTS a lone golden spruce stands sentinel on the bank 
of the Yakoun River. Its needles are a pdre gold in color. Indians say there are 
other gold-colored "sport" spruce trees existing in isolated places on the 
Island. 

A few miles distant visit a western red cedar tree, felled by the Haida 
Indians, likely two centuries or more ago and now an uncompleted dugout 
canw, measuring more than seven feel in depth on the prow. .">0 feet in length, 
partially chiselled and dug out, now badly weathered and rotting, though 
presently under cover. 

Imagine, if you will, the manpower required to move such a canoe on 
rollers (logs) over an improvisi'd skid-road to the river, nearby. 

Every year more tourists discover the fascination and beauty of the Queen 
Charlotte's, this new frontier, less than 30 minutes by plane from Prince 
Rupert, more than an hour fnmt Vancouver, or at your leisure by boat.

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Wild mushrooms were 
known 4,600 years ago to the 
civilization of China, Egypt 
and Greece. They were he- 
lieved to have some super¬ 
natural power to cure illness 
and prolong life. The story of 
the early cultivation of mush¬ 
rooms is vague . . . we do 
know that during the reign 
of King Louis of France in 
the 17th century mushroom 
culture was encouraged. 


At this time quantities of this delicate crop 
were produced in abandoned quarries and caves 
underneath the city of Paris. 

Eventually production leapt the Channel to 
England where it was carried on in darkened 
greenhouses rather than caves. 

It wasn’t until about SO years ago that mush¬ 
room cultivation began in America. 

Today in Canada, Ontario Is the largest pro¬ 
ducer followed by Quebec and third, British 
Columbia. The Prairies and Atlantic provinces 
produce on a smaller scale. 

There are more than 100 growers who 
now produce mushrooms exclusively in 
British Columbia.

Bake in a pre-healed -150® F. oven for 15 minutes 
then reduce the heat to 350® F. and bake for 
another 50 to 60 minutes longer or until done. Let 
the loaf stand for 10 to 15 minutes to firm up 
before turning out on a hot platter. Surround 
with vegetables of your choice . . . green beans. 
pi*as and carrots or little whole onions. Mashed 
potatoes are nice with this. For a cream gravy if 
desired . . . heat a tin of cream of mushriwm 
soup with half a cup of milk.

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For a special dish try stuffing large mush- 
nM)m caps . . . 

GRILLED STUFFED .MUSIIROO.MS 
... 16 large mushrooms, two tbsp. finely 
minced union, one-half tsp. salt, few drops 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half cup, devilled 
ham, dash seasoned pepper, 16^ strips pi- 
miento and cooking oil. 

Break stems off mushrooms and mix with 
remaining ingredients except pimiento and oil. 
.Spoon into mushroom caps. 

Garnish with pimiento strips. Brush mush- 
nwms with the cooking oil. Grill, stuffed side up. 
three inches from broiler for about 10 minutes. 
Four servings. 

Canned mushrooms are the standby of 
the emergency shelf, they come in several 
packs, buttons, sliced, small whole and se¬ 
lect. Use the variety called for in your recipe. 
Canned mushrooms are already c<^ed and 
just require reheating. ^ 

TO FREEZE MUSHROOMS . . . partial¬ 
ly broil large whole mushrooms or saute button 
or sliced mushrooms in a little butter or mar¬ 
garine until almost cooked. Cool quickly then 
freeze In plastic containers. Cook and freeze in 
right amounts needed for a certain dish and label 
•‘For .Siroganoff or cas.serole, etc.” 

We cook the mushrooms before freezing 
because frozen fresh by home methods they 
lend to water out and become rubbery when 
unfrozen and cooked. Frozen mushrooms should 
not be unthawed before reheating. 

Store fresh mushrooms, uncovered in the 
refrigerator, preferably in crisper.

NEW ZEALAND 


Have you ever been told you were crazy? 

Well, maybe you sbouldii't answer that. 

We were, my girlfriend Pauline Wilson and I, when we 


mentioned to Aucklanders that W( 
land. 

"You’re crazy!” 

Their response puzzled us; after all. what 
was so different about bicycling? It was cheap, it 
would allow us to go at our own pace, and we 
could stop and procure pictures whenever we 
wished. 

Was that crazy? 

Of course not! We didn't intend peddling up 
mountain ranges or being Olympic racers. We 
just thought to cycle slowly and softly over the 
flatter areas. "But there aren't any," Auck¬ 
landers protested. 

Their city, where we landed, is a 50-milc long 
stretch of tall hills, showing on our map as green 
and therefore under SOO feet. 

.Since we had taken these areas as being 
fairly flat, our image of the country altered 
slightly. But we were optimistic (and youthful) 
in those days and so we .set off to buy a couple of 
bikes, and found to our surprise that all imported 
goods are charged a heavy duty tax, and so 
consequently, lO-specds were NZ$100 (Oct. 77).

And we hadn't even left Auckland yet! 

Taking the backroads because motorways 
(freeways) arc out of bounds, we hit every one of 
tho.se vertical slopes, and we virtually collapsed 
at the nearest motor camp, discovering to our 
surprise there flush toilets, shower blocks, and a 
fully equipped kitchen — for only 75 cents a rtight 
each! "niis turned out to be the standard Kiwi 
site.

while five-speeds held themselves proudly at NZ 
$2S0s and three-speeds cost $150. 

These prices sent us scurrying immediately 
for the Saturday morning classifieds, a veritable 
Eastern bazaar, where half of New Zealand 
bargains and barters; and in no time, we were 
racing across the suburbs to snatch a bike before 
someone else took it. noting with humor so many 
cars and trailers on the road doing the same 
thing. 

We settled for second-hand three-speeds and 
even tho.se, with lights and reflectors (necessary 
by law), came close to $80 each. By the time we 
bought racks and speedometers, well, would 
.vou believe NZ $1.50? 

Because we were going to be away .several 
months and planned on working in New Zealand 
as well as travelling, we made the mistake of 
bringing with us 100 pounds of gear, including 
food and water, books, summer clothes, winter 
clothes.

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What luxury! 

When the map showed the motorway con¬ 
tinuing the next day. we re.solutely took a long, 
back-country detour and with sore muscles, set 
off up the metal (gravel) road to be soon swal¬ 
lowed by a vast network of rolling fields. Gone 
were the four lanes of traffic; the constant, 
friendly honks; even the annoying "slow to 50" 
signs. I 

Here we were wrapped in a world of nature 
... a soft, wooly world growing grass up to our 
chin-tops. 

The occasional farm of dairy cows broke the 
usual sight of sheep, and the sweet sounds of 
birds came from far off. 

We spent the first of several hours going: 
"Hey! Look at that! A sheep." 

The New Zealand on $10 a Day book a very 
handy guide — says hearing a bell-bfrd is a 
"must." though they are elusive. Their song is 
clearly unique and beautiful. But we heard so 
many it was strange to think them hard to find. 

the main problem with those hilly farm 
roads was the slipperiness of the gravel. Imoos. 


sible to brake on. it forced us to w alk dow n many 
hills as well as up them, and by two o'clock we 
had begun to tire. Where was the motor camp, 
we grumbled; why were our packs so heavy and 
w here were we? 

Not that we were lost . . , exactly. But we 
weren't found either. 

Deciding that we must be nearing camp 
anyway, we pushed onward, and then suddenly 
Pauline, who was riding behind me, let out a 
shout, and I turned to find her heading at an 
alarming rate of speed straight for me.

■Travelling across Nine Mile Hill (aptly 
named) in our hostess' school bus, wc then bid 
her g(«>db.ve and headed south along the smooth 
road to Hamilton. 

For someone in shape, it would be an easy 
ride: for us, it was puff, pant, puff with the 
occasional glide downhill (ahhh!) . . . but it was 
manageable. 

Except for Pauline's bike. The thing, which 
never got named, but should have bt'en called 
“nuisance," now decided to skip gears and 
sometimes miss them altogether.

west, so picked up our bikes again, and after a 
relaxed sisit with our friends, caught a ride over 
the central mountains to set off from inland Te 
Kuili toward the West Coast. 

1 say "towards:” I really mean up and down 
land up and down and up and down) in true New 
Zealand fashlun. from sea level to a thousand 
fuel and back again in a continuous roller coast¬ 
er. 

The downhills were •beauty" but the uphills 
were "murder.” 

However, we found some of the most beau¬ 
tiful scenery in the whole of the Kiwi eounlry! 
I'he .\waklnn river valley, near the ragged 
Tasman coast, remains a tropical paradise, a 
narrow gorge with steep-sided cliffs and Irt-e- 
farms clinging in profusion while at the bottom, 
the green water reflects the green trees and the 
w hok- atmosphere is one of soft verdant wonder. 
We sighed happily as wo clicked our camera 
shutters. 

M hen w e arrived at the sea coast, the view of 
Insurious foliage changed to open skies and huge 
hrcaki-rs rolling in. with salt air freeing the 
cliffs of all but wild lupin — a gorgeous scent in 
spring but untenable to hayfever sufferers. 

Nfolor camps close to the beach ensured wi- 
had fantastic views of the coal black sands and 
we walked along them with a marvel for the 
strange color and heat. ^ 

(.A word of warning: Ihc sand can warm up 
to a burning temperature in summer; it's w ise to 
watch your skin on December days!) 

-Since most of the places along llu- coast an- 
unsafe for swimming, fx-eause of strong cur¬ 
rents, we seldom ventured into the sea. but noted 
with amusement where there are waves, there 
are surfboarders. 

Our next major slop was at a voeky's 
hoiiM-. near I'rcnui (pronounce all the vowels). 
We had sal down by the roadside inniteenllv 
for a snack of bread and cheese when over the 
fenir hopped this farmer, and he invited us to 
visit him for Ihc night. 

Since he was (i.) nr older and we l),v this tinx- 


were used In Kiwi friendliness, we accepted 
hesitanllv. and were treated to a display of sheep 
shearing and the working of a very energetic 
sheep dog. (Oh, how I envied him!) 

Our host cocky also warnt-d us of what we 
faced next day: an unknowingly largo article 
ealled.Mount -Messenger. This obstacle prov ed to 
be two miles of sleep switchbacl(s which we 
could onlv push the bikes up, and then (wo miles 


of even hairier grades which we proceeded to 
ride down. 

A trucker pulled" over and warned us to 
watch our brakes so we stopped every three or 
four comers to cool the rubber down and even at 
that, stopping was sometimes difficult! 

Sanday. Oetobecai. 1979 
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There couUi be no doubt the oil slick near Brunswick Point 
in Howe Sound was coming from the missing tug. During the 
night lights of a vessel in that area had suddenly been 
extinguished. In a search that' began at daybreak, the tug^s 
lifeboat and other equipment were found floating near the 
spreading patch of oil. And it was from there the lone survivor 
of the four-man crew began to swim for his life toward the 
nearby shore. 


The TREACHEROUS 


At 9:45 p.m., April 18, 
1969, the 51-foot steel tug 
Emerald Straits, owned by 
Straits Towing Ltd., sailed 
from Woodfibre for Vancou¬ 
ver towing an empty barge. In 
command of the tug was Capt. 
Billie Rapitta, the mate was 
.Barry Gordon, engineer, Jo¬ 
seph Kachkowski and deck¬ 
hand, John Cords. 

An official marine weather forecast at 7 
p.m. that day and valid for 24 hours warned of 
gale winds from the southeast at 35-15 knots, 
decreasing after midnight to 20 from the .south¬ 
west. 

■SHORTLY BEFORE midnight as the Emer¬ 
ald Straits approached Brunswick Point some 
eight miles from Woodfibre and was less than a 
quartermile offshore, the mate entered the 
wheelhouse to relieve Capt. Rapitta. The wind 
was increasing and .seas were fairly heavy with 


without lights and unattached to a tug passed the 
Kathy K heading north. 

TTie Emerald Straits was subsequently lo¬ 
cated by the re.search submersible Pisces I 
resting nearly upright on the bottom near Bruns¬ 
wick Point. Other than Barry Gordon, the mate, 
none of her crew was ever found. 

THREE YEARS AFTER the sinking of the 
Emerald Straits, a few minutes before midnight. 
Feb. 26, 1972, the 60-foot steel tug Haro Straits 
with two empty barges began tbe return voyage 
from Tacoma to her home port of Vancouver. 

Commanding the tug was Capt. John Car-

stens with George Kamsdin as mate. Thomas 
Greer, engineer, Fred Pullen and Ole Rysstad. 
deckhands. The Haro Straits was owned by 
Rivtow .Straits Ltd. 

A marine weather forecast at II a.m. that 
day predicted winds from the southeast at 15 
knots, increasing at times to 25. But a later 
forecast at 3 a.m. .Sunday warned of southeaster¬ 
ly gales of 35-45 knots with higher gusts in the 
Strait of Georgia which the Haro Straits would 
enter during the forenoon. 

However, with the wind astern, Capt. Car- 


BARGES 

and-apparently was attached to something sub¬ 
stantial. Advised of this, the Georgia Straits 
turned back and with other vessels in the vicinity 
began a search. 

No trace of the missing lug or crew was 
found. The Haro .Straits was later located on the 
bottom 3.6 miles .south of Point Roberts by the 
Pisces 1. 

ALREADY CONCERNED by a number of 
unexplained lug sinkings, the Department of 
Transport, following each of the latest two 
losses, directed that the vessels be raised for 
study. 

Neither had been seen to go down. The 
apparent reason for the sinkings — severe 
weather — did not seem acceptable in view of 
the known competency and experience of the 
crews and seaworthiness of the vessels. 

The Emerald Straits had been in service for 
20 years, the Haro Straits nine. 

In the belief lhal the tugs might retain some 
evidence of contributory cau-ses, the Emerald 
Straits was brought to the surface from a depth 
of 670 feel July 23. 1969. and the Haro Straits 
from 420 feet Nov. 12. 1972. Both were subjected 
to detailed examination by federal investiga¬ 
tors. 

.Summaries of comprehensive reports •sub¬ 
mitted after each investigation contain marked 
similarities in describing circumstances of the 
two sinkings. Both tugs apparently foundered in 
high winds and seas only because both had first

the waves estimated by the mate as five feet or 
higher. 

With the wind ahead, the lug was making 
little, if any, progress. Although Uie captain did 
not make known his intentions, the male as¬ 
sumed a turn around was planned when he was 
instructed to go aft and prepare to shorten the 
towline. Reaching the stem, the male put the 
towing winch in gear and then stood by the after 
engine room door awaiting further orders. 

ALMOST AS SOON as he had taken this 
position, the mate heard the engine slowing 
down and the tug swung sharply to starboard, 
heeling over and forcing him to grab the top of 
the engine room door, held open by a hook. 

At the same lime he noticed the towline had 
come around and was leading approximately 90 
degrees to starboard. 

A moment later he found himself completely 
under water, his hands caught in the door which 
was hinged inward. Then, in his words. “She 
seemed to come back a little and I was able to 
free my hapds. Then I was washed over¬ 
board.” 

Swimming for his life, the mate saw nothing 
of subsequent events aboard the tug. 

ABOUT THREE .MILES astern of the Emer¬ 
ald Straits, a deckhand on the lug Kathy K, also 
headed south and towing two loaded gravel 
barges, studied twin images on the radar scope 
which he identifii^as a lug and a barge. 

He was also ^serving lights on this tow 
visually when Ihiw suddenly went out. There¬ 
after only one object could be seen on the 
radar. 

Approximately a hour later, an empty barge 
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stens felt no concern. He was in frequent radio 
contact with a sister tug, the Georgia Straits two 
miles ahead, also bound for Vancouver with two 
empty barges, and with the company dispatcher 
in Vancouver. 

THE LAST COM.MIJNTCATION between tbe 
lugs was at 3:10 p.m. Like the others, it was a 
routine call and Capt. Carslens made-no mention 
of any problems aboard his vessel. 

During the next hour the Georgia Straits 
made two unsuccessful attempts to communi¬ 
cate with the Haro .Straits which also failed to 
respond to a call from the dispatcher at 4:30. 

The tug's failure to answer these calls 
caused no concern since crews arc occasionally 
occupied with some problem at the moment. 

But concern arose when it was noticed the 
distance between the tugs had widened appreci¬ 
ably. radar .showing the Haro Straits (actually 
her barges) some six miles astern of the Georgia 
Straits. 

AT APPROXIMATELY 3:16 Flight 693 of 
Pacific Western Airlines from Victoria to Van¬ 
couver was over a tug with barges in the .Strait of 
Georgia, later determined to have been the Haro \ 
Straits. 

The pHot's attention was attracted by the 
unusual position-of lhe,tug in relation her tow. 
The lug was downwind (north) of the barges but 
headed toward (hem. Olherw ise. nothing seemed 
to warrant further attention of the pilot. 

PrtK-eeding south through the Strait of Geor¬ 
gia, the tug Gulf Ivy had passed Point Roberts 
when the mate on watch summoned the captain 
and pointed out two barges w hich appeared to be 
anchored. The Gulf fvi altered course to investi¬ 
gate. arriving at the barges at 1:30. 

The towing bridle led down into the water 


been crippled in the same manner but fn>m 
different causes. 

HEARINGS INTO the loss of the Emerald 
Straits were held during the last week of July 
1969 in Exchequer Court in Vancouver before 
Mr. Justice E. J. C. .Stewart. Commi.ssioner. 

Evidence found in the lug readily enabled 
investigators to describe, in theory, conditions 
and events leading to the sinking as well as last 
minute efforts of the crew to extricate the vessel 
from an extremely dangerous situation. Their 
conclusions were corroborated in part by Barry 
Gordon, the mate. 

Of particular significance were the follow¬ 
ing discoveries: part of a lU-inch-diameter 
mooring line was tightly wrappc'd around the 
propeller shaft immediately forward of the pro¬ 
peller. The after engine rtxmi door was open. 
The rudder was hard over to starboard. The 
lowing winch was disengaged from the power 
source (the mate had pul it in gear before being 
swept overboard). The winch brake was partial¬ 
ly released. 

F;L.XB0R.\TIN'G. investigators noted that 
three mooring lines were carried on deck, one of 
which was apparently washed overboard by 
heavy seas. 

Capt. Rapilla's first intimation of trouble 
was slowing of the engine when this line was 
caught up by the propeller. The male also no- 
ti<i‘d this. When the engine slowed down, or 
likely slopped, the lug immediately lost any 
headway and the empty barge w hose 16-fool high 
sides acted as sails in the gale winds, look 
control of the disabled tug. 

Someone, probably ,Iohn Cords, the deck¬ 
hand was sent aft with ttrders for the male to 
release the lowline. Finding no one at the lowing

winch. Cords undertook to perform this opi-ra- 
lion. 

But after havinK disenKajted the winch and 
before eompletel.v releasiiiK the brake, the lufi 
was apain suddenly and violently pulled over 
until lying on her starboard side, throwing the 
deckhand into the water. 

With the towline leading off at a right angle, 
as the mate testified, the barge was pulling on 
one side of the vessel while the wind pushed on 
the olher,^ 

BtX'.AlSK OF THE I.OW freeboard aft, a 
characteristic of all lugs, the stern was partially 
submerged, permitting a substantial amount of 
water to enter the engine nMuti through the open 
door. At some point, the barge was freed when 
the towline unwound from the lowing winch 
b*-cause of the partially released brake. 

But with the engine room rapidly filling with 
water, the vessel soon lost buoyancy and sank 
siprn first. 

The rudder being hard over indicated CapI, 
Kapitta was probably attempting a turn around 
when the engine stopped. With power-driven 
steering gear, the rudder could not have moved 
by itself. 

In summary, investigators cited the open 
engine room d(H)r as the primary cause of the 
sinking and as contributory factors the unse¬ 
cured mooring line which led to loss of power, 
•ind effect of high winds on the empty barge. 

It was evident all events had taken place 
very quickly. Nodisiress message was heard nor 
was there any evidence of an attempt to make 
use of lifesaving equipment. The lifeboat ap- 
pari'nlly floated off "as the tug sank. 

IN DETEK.MIMNf; the probable cause of 
the sinking of the Haro Straits three .\ears later, 
it was necessary to depend entirely on physical 
evidence found in the vessel since there were no 
survivor> and no witnesses. 

However, from information thus obtained, 
inv esligators were able to devi’lop an acct'plable 
theory of what had taken place. 

Their findings wen> describi-d in formal 
hearings during the first weeks of February, 
ima, before Mr. Justice Frank L'. Collier. Com¬ 
missioner. in the Tax Review Board courlnuim 
In Vaniouver. 

In Ix'ginning the iiuestigation of the Haro 
Straits, attention was almost immediately 
drawn to the pro|H'llcr whose blades were bent 
more or less uniformly some four inches out of 
line. 


Further inspection of this area disclosed the 
propeller shaft as well as the engine crankshaft 
were also out of alignment. A wheelhouse win¬ 
dow on the starboard side was open. This and 
other significant evidence, coupled with the fact 
that the barges remained attached to the tug. 
was the basis for the following conclusions: 

WITHIN A FEW .MINUTES after her last 
radio communication at 3:10, the Haro Straits' 
propeller struck some very heavy object, prob¬ 
ably a log, bending the propeller blades, propel¬ 
ler shaft and crankshaft. 

Damage to the shafts was deemed sufficient 
to stop the engine. Without power, the tug's 
situation became critical and disaster-tjruck 
probably w ithin moments after the PacificM'est- 
ern Airlines passed overhead. 

The empty barges with 18-foot high side's, 
sailing before gale force winds estimated by 
other vessels to have been in excess of 60 knots, 
rapidly overtook the tug and reaching the end of 
the slack towline, violently jerked the relatively 
motionless vessel over on her starboard side. 

Water entered through the open wheelhoase 
window and Nooding progressed quickly 
throughout the hull. There was no evidence of 
an attempt to release the tow line or make use of 
lifesaving equipment. No distress message was 
heard. 

There were indications that as the vevsel 
was pulled over, efforts were being made to 
restart the engine. The body of F'red Pullen, a 
deckhand, was found behind the crushed door of 
the storage locker when; it had apparently beioi 
carried by pressure of water as the tug plunged 
to the bottom. 

WHII.E A CERTAIN amount of spi'culation 
mold not be excludi'd in determining events and 
conditions that brought about the two sinkings, it 
was agreed that neither crew had any warning 
that capsizing was imminent. 

Because lugs possess a high degree of sta¬ 
bility, it was belk'ved that had the two vessels 
been reasonably secured against flooding b,\ 
closing an engine room door on one or a wheel- 
house window on the other, they would have 
safely righted themselves. Both were thought to 
have been heeled over Ix'.vond 90 degrees at the 
lime of sinking y et were found nearly upright on 
the bottom. 

In neilber case did the court believe the 
ev idence justified a finding of blame against any 
imilv iduul. 


Both vessels were determined to have been 
in sound condition at the time of beginning thrir 
final voyages. Equipment aboard toth met all 
requirements for vessels engaged in towing and 
there was no evidc'nce that any essential equip¬ 
ment was not functioning properly. 

HOWEVER, THE COURT look cognizance 
of recommendations for certain improvements 
in fitting out and equipping lugs to make them 
bc'lter able to meet sudden emergencies. In 
respect lo the latter, there was recommended an 
abort sy.stem, or quick-release device for towing 
winches making it possible to release a towline 
in seconds. This device became mandatory on 
Canadian tugs by April 1, 1976. 

At 2:30 a.m., Feb. U, 1975, three years after 
the sinking of the Haro Straits and six years 
after the .sinking of the Emeraid Straits, the tug 
Rivtow Rogue began the return voyage from 
Masset across northern Hecate Strait to Prince 
Rupert. In tow was a flat-topped steel barge 
carry ing four trailer vans, a pickup truck and an 
automobile. 

CAPT. MAX .SIEVERT, 60, had held a mas¬ 
ter's licen.se since 1941 and commanded various 
lugs in the Prince Rupert area since 1947. With 
him on this voy age was Clifford Moraes, male, 
Howard Pierce, engineer, Andre Schmidt, cook, 
Frank Brcrelon and Allan East, deckhands. 

The Ra-foot steel Rivtow Rogue, owned by 
Rivtow Straits Ltd., was builfin 1958 and 
powered by twin 600-horsepower diesels driving 
a single propeller. Her equipment included two 
radars, three radio transmitter-receivers,<cho 
sounder, lifeboat, inflatable liferafl and person¬ 
al flotation devices. A quick-release system had 
been installed on the lowing winch. 

At about 6 a.m. the coastal passenger vessel 
\orthland Prince which had also sailed from 
Massel. overlook the Rivtow Rogue but there 
was no communication belwwn the vessels. At 
that time the wind was southeasterly at 35 
knots. 

At 8 a.m. the lug responded lo a call from the 
company's dispatcher at Prince Rupert, giving 
its position and ekpected lime of arrival as 2:30 
that afternoon. A call from the Vancouver office 
at 11:30.was not answered nor was there a reply 
to a call at 11: l» from Prince Rupert.

No lieky lacks buildings 
for hs tow n. Charlie had vision. 

He turm*d to his brigher. .Samuel had ai 
ready achieved some fame in Vancouver for 
blending his houses with the landscape, and that 
same sure touch was now applied to Charlie’s 
village. 

The brick plant went up first. Then the plani 
manager’s house, which was Charlie’s.

THE M.AN HAD made his last brick. It was 
just as well — for Charlie that is. He was a 
wanderer. An advenlun*r. An expert hunter, 
taught by Chief Charley of the Mal.squi trib<*s. 
proficient in the Chinook language, a teleg¬ 
rapher who had worked the line at Cache Creek 
as a young man. a sellerof insurance in V’icloria. 
a Western Union man in Vancouver, a kingpin at 
Clayburn, a husband and a father many times 
over, Charlie had done it all by this lime. Small 
wonder he found it difficult to settle down. 

Samuel was just the opp(»'>iU*. noiwllhsiand 
ing the strong blood tie between the two broth 
ers. and his own ability with the ChimK>k lan¬ 
guage. the telegraph, Ihe hunting bow — and his 
rifle, given lo him when he turned 12, a Maclure 
family tradition. 

HIS REPUTATION as an architect se¬ 
cured in Vancouver, he soon found himself 
commuting to Victoria, designing houses for 
wealthy palnms in that city. .Someone intro- 
ducc*d him lo I8-year-old Margaret Katharine 
Simps<ui. the stepdaughter of the Reverend P 
McLeod. 

Two things happened. He prop«>sed Uj her 
and was turned-down by her parents. Th.v didn'i 
like him. Ho was i<h) old for young Margaret 
They evi*n forbade her to see Sain again. But she 
did. and the two of them decided their own 
futun*.

IHE NEXT NK.IIT, Margaivl disj-nisrd

When she awakened, her not-sti-v oung 
Romeo was anxiously striding up and down 
Ihe diK’k. and all his familv. along with a minis¬ 
ter. were wailing at .Sara's. 

After siK h an audaeiotis and wildly romantit 
beginning, what did .Samuel do'.’ He took Charlie 
al(»ng on Ihe honeymo^m!

ON THE .SITE of what is now the Beacon 
Drive-in, he built the first family home. In this 
commodious shingled mansion, they raised 
three little girls, Barbara. Marion and Kathleen, 
and entertained notables like Rudyard Kipling. 
who.se work Sam had always admired. 

Despite the glittering company that came 
and went in Sam's house, he remained a kindly, 
unpretentious man, who never owned a motor 
car. If he could not 'boot it,' he caught the local 
streetcars from building site to building site, an 
Oxford Book of English Verse and paper roils of 
plans stuffed under his arms. 

HE WAS ALSO an exacting taskmaster. The 
builders had to follow Sam's plans, use the 
specified materials, or they would be forced to 
tear down what they had pul up and start 
again. 

.Such strict supervision probably accounts 
for the perfection and longevity of his homes, 
and was partly the reason for his popularity as a 
designer. The other reason? He would never 
duplicate his houses, although he was asked to do 
so time and again. 


What he was forced to duplicate, however — 
over and over, was the tudor motif, which he 
modified with granite bases, shingles and Frank 
Lloyd Wrightian overhanging eaves. 

HE GREW TO HATE the style — adding 
Slone porte coc/ieres, verandas, attached gaze¬ 
bos — anything to alter the tudor aspect, but the 
requests kept coming in. 

The popularity was understandable. Pio¬ 
neers, freshly transplanted from England, were 
just trying to feel at home. 

Sam understood this, but he drew the line at 
thatched roofs and California bungalows. He 
was to relent and design one-storey cottages 
later, but he never did put thatch on any of his 
roofs. Not one, in all his 50 years of designing. 

On a rainy Thursday, Aug. 8, 1929, Samuel 
died in the Royal Jubilee Hospital, two weeks 
after a futile operation. Surprisingly, he left 
Margaret and his three girls absolutely penni¬ 
less, the result of poor investments on .Sam’s 
part. 

The next day. the Colonist carried a lengthy 
tribute, hailing him as a fine man and a fine 


architect, and noting at the ynd that "The re¬ 
mains will be shipped to Vancouver for crema¬ 
tion, and the ashes will later be scattered at 
Matsqui Prairie by Mr. Charles Maclure, his 
brother, at the desire of the late architect." 

CHARLIE PERFORMED that death-bed 
wish, on the slough behind Hazlebrae, the very 
same slough where the two brothers used to pole 
homemade rafLs and pick bog berries. Then 
Charlie went on with the business of living. 

He knew how to live. A little prospecting, 
long chats with cronies, visits with his Chinook 
friends on the reservation, and golf. When he 
was 92, he was still playing golf In Stanley Park 
twice a day. At the age of 86, he went on bis last 
prospecting trip, a trek up the Cariboo with a 
mule, cut short, not because Charlie got tired - It 
was the mule. 'Ihe golfing continued. 

On May 21, 1950, he was hailed as the oldest 
living white pioneer in the city, and five swift 
years later, he was gone. If there's a heaven, the 
two brothers are together there now, Charlie 
making bricks, and Samuel building houses with 
them.

The Treacherous Barges 


MAKING HIS NOON weather observation, 
Robert Akerstrom, lighthouse keeper at Triple 
Island, some 10 miles west of Prince Rupert, 
noticed a barge but no tug about two miles west 
of the island. 

Concerned when the barge was at the same 
position an hour later and still unable to see a 
lug, Akerstrom advised Prince Rupert Radio 
which in turn notified the Rivtow .Straits dis¬ 
patcher. 

Efforts were then made to contact the R/v- 
low Rogue on all available radio frequencies 
without s«ccc,ss. At 1:30 a Transprovincial Air¬ 
lines plane flying from Masset to Seal Cove was 
asked to return to Triple Island and overfly the 
barge. 

The pilot and seven passengers studied the 
barge below which appeared Jo be anchored, and 
waters around it but saw no sign of a tug, crew or 
any other object. The pilot estimated the wind at 
10-50 knots from the southea.st and visibility of 
about three miles. 

AT 1:43 FULL DETAIES were given the 
Rescue Control Centre at Prince Rupert and the 
ministry of transport helicopter based there left 
at 2:05 for the area. It was forced to return due to 
rain, snow and strong winds. 

For the same rea.son, a U.S. Coast Guard 
helicopter at Annette Island was unable to oper¬ 
ate. The Northland Prince, hampered by weath¬ 
er and with a full load of passengers, arrivcKl at 
the barge at 4:15 and reported the toWing bridle 
of the barge led down into the water, apparently 
secured to some object. 

No persons could be seen aboard the barge. 
At fi:36 the ministry of transport ves.sel Alex¬ 
ander .MacKenz/e arrived to conduct a search 
which was soon suspended because of weather, 
the wind occasionally gusting to 60 knots with 
continued rough sea and heavy swell. • 

At first light the next morning search was 


resumed and in improved weather an oil slick 
was observed near the barge, the first conclu¬ 
sive evidence the Rivtow Rogue had sunk. Air¬ 
craft later reported a liferaft and debris 10 miles 
north of Zayas Island. 

PROCEEDING TO THAT area, the Alex¬ 
ander MacKemie recovered the raft which was 
collapsed and empty. At about the same time, a 
U.S. helicopter reported bodies in the water 
southwest of Yellow Rocks. Search vessels re¬ 
covered the bodies of Capt. Sievert, ^oward 
Pierce and Frank Brereton. One body was fully 
clothed and wearing a floater jacket, the others 
partially dressed but without flotation devices. 
None showed any signs of injury. 

Temperature of the water was 40-42 degrees 
in which an average person could survive for 
about 40 minutes with a maximum of a further 60 
minutes problematical. 

On Feb. 27 a wreck was located by sonar on 
the bottom in 420 feet and later.identified as the 
Rivtow Rogue. Because of strong currents, ex¬ 
posed position and poor visibility on the bottom, 
no attempt was made to rai.se the vessel. 

WITHOIIT WITNESSES, survivors or the 
vessel herself to offer any explanation for the 
sinking, no fortpal investigation was held. A 
summary report described the departure from 
Masset, discovery of the barge and search for 
survivors. 

It was noted that the tug was “well built, 
well found, well equipped and well crewed." 

The Rivtow Rogue had successfully operat¬ 
ed in worse weather than that prevailing at the 
lime of her sinking. No distress calls had been 
heard by any of the radio stations maintaining a 
iistening watch during the period in question. All 
evidence pointed to the fact that "events over¬ 
took the Rivtow Rogue very rapidly . . . " 

The vessel's liferaft, the only equipment to 
survive the sinking, was examined in detail. The 


gas cylinder had been discharged and one-half of 
the raft would have inflated sati.sfactorily but 
would have deflated in 4 to 6 hours due to a small 
tear in the fabric. The other buoyancy half was 
severely damaged. It was believed the raft was 
inflated by the crew, but damage was sustained 
in some manner while being inHated aboard the 
tug or in the course of the sinking. 

LOSS OF THE RIVTOW ROGUE affirmed 
an observation of Justice Frank Collier presid¬ 
ing at hearings into sinking of the Haro Straits: 
"One must recognize that hazards of the sea and 
elements still overtake vessels, no matter how 
well they are built, no matter how well they are 
handled, and no matter what safely precautions 
and equipment are taken or are available."

Karly one morning in the 
»iummer of 1978, walking 
along the shoreline at Taylor 
Beaeh, in Metehosin’s Parry 
Hay area, I notieed a small, 
orange-eolored plastie plate 
with writing on it, mixed in 
with the heaeh sand and grav¬ 
el. 

Curious. I picked it up. A few yards furtlier 
on. a second colored plate showed up in a palcli 
of seaweed. 

The findinp of Ihe plates pro\ed to be an 
inlerestiiiR introduction to Ihe story of Ihe care¬ 
ful, consistent efforts beiiiR made by Ihe United 
•Slates Government, to prepare for a possible 
calamity follow inR a collision of oil super-lank 
ers-in the .luan de Kuca-l’uRet .Sound waters. 

THE TWO PLATES were labelled ‘'Drift 
Card No. 007781-810" and carried a request lo 
send card number, date found and location of 
discovery to the I’uRet Sound Drift ProRram, 
NOAA PMKL. 8711-!.7th Ave. N.E. Seattle. Wash 
9810.') 1. 

On the opposite side of each plate was a 
polite, friendly messafic that a description of the 
project and release sites would be sent to the 
interested finder, on request. 

Intrigued. I mailed my information lo Seat¬ 
tle. 

In this way, I learned alwul Ihe environmen¬ 
tal concern of our close neighbors lo the south, 
and their efforts to forestall any possible calam¬ 
ity which could cause pollution and distress 
along the waters in, and adjacent to. .Juan 
de Fuca Strait. 

The orange plastic plates are called surface 
drift cards and are released periodically in Ihe 
Puget Sound-Juan de Fuca .Strait areas. 

THE DRIFT PROGRAM was started in l»7(> 
under Ihe planning of the environmental re- 
.search laboratories of the national oceanic and 
atmospheric administration. U.S. DeparlmenI 
of Commerce. Thus, the NOAA and flying sea¬ 
gull in a circle insignia, on each card. 

In Ihe beginning. 10,000 of these brightly-col¬ 
ored polypropylene drift cards were produced 
and packaged in plastic bags, 100 lo each bag. 

The summer of 1977 saw .''lOOO of these silent, 
I colored messengers dropped overboard from 
ships, bag by bag, in varying states of weather, 
storm and sunshine. They were dropped from 
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ships engaged In oceanographic research in the 
reaches of Puget Sound and Juan de Fuca 
.Strait. 

By March, 1978, 8,000 of these cards had been 
((insigned to Ihe seas. 

AN INTF:RE.ST1NG, and very important as¬ 
pect of this program is that the drift cards, 
international orange In color, have a spi‘cific 
gravity of 0.9; the range of specific gravity for 
common crude oils ranges from 0.81 to 0.98. 

Thus, a drift card has a flotation characteris¬ 
tic similiar In that of common crude oils w hich 
fill our super tankers. 


II is the fear of oil .spills llial motivates 
mostly Ihe feelings and actions of our concerned 
environmentalists. 



There were 83 release spots for the drift cards 
in Ihe Puget .Sound—Juan de F'uca .Strait w aters. 
The drop spots ranged from .Seattle mirth lo 
Whidbey Island and westwards, in a thicker 
density of drops, along Ihe Strait lo Cape Flat¬ 
tery. by Ihe open sCa. 

OF THE 3,900CARIXS dropped, a total of I.I7II 
(29 per cent) were recovered. Many cards com¬ 
pletely vanished from the western end of Ihe 
Strait, due, no doubt, to their movement out to 
Ihe open sea. A much smaller p<‘rcenlage (2:i |x‘r 
ccnl) were recovered from releases in lhe-.Strail 
waters, while 52 per cent were recovered in Ihe 
more closed-in Puget .Sound area. 

Tracing Ihe movements and final destina¬ 
tions of these colored drift cards is a fascinating 
exercise in marine geography. 


Most of Ihe cards were recovered witliin one 
month of the time dropped overboard, and in

local waters. But others make iremendous jour¬ 
neys. 

.SOME RFTl'RNS have come in from Califor¬ 
nia and as far north as Kodiak. Alaska. The 
Pacific Him Park has turned up a few. and 
occasionally a card is found along the noiThwesl- 
ern coast of Vancouver Island, and in Ihe Queen 
' Charlotte Islands. 

Most of Ihe cards though, show up along Ihe 
entire length of Juan de Fuca .Strait, with the 
largest number coming from Victoria and .Sooke 
waters, due lo beach accessibility and popula¬ 
tion along the coasl. 

During Ihe project an interesting sidelight on 
human behavior aiso surfaced. It seems that 
beach walkers are an uncommonly hardy lot for 
they appeared on Ihe stormy winter beaches 
almost as regularly as during Ihe pleasant sum¬ 
mer months. 

RFXOVERY TALLIES to Seattle showed 
that weekend returns were higher in spring and 
summer, but that mid-week returns were more 
consistent throughout the whole year. 

Without the beach walkers, the project would 
probably have failed in its objective. As it turned 
out, Ihe high level of public participation in Ihe 
program produced an exceptionally high return 
of Ihe data drift cards. 

The Puget .Sound—Juan de FUca drift card 
program is carried out on an opporlunislic basis 
from ships already engaged in oceanographic 
research in Ihe reaches of Puget Sound and Juan 
de F'uca. 

While busy with general marine studies of 
tidal movements and currents, one of the crew 
or team members would open a bag of cards and 
simple pour the curds into the water. 

TIME AND LOCATION is then logged and 
awaits the return information from Ihe travel- 
ling.card.s. As recovery responses trickle in back 
lo .Seattle, locations* are determined and Ihe 
geographic position, lime and card number arc 
entered into a computer system. 

This then provides a clear picture of Ihe 
behav ior of Ihe cards, enabling trained person¬ 
nel to detect trends, and develop statistics. This 
knowledge will then be applied to project a 
.history of movement and show Ihe impact of 
conceniralions of foreign materials fouling Ihe 
surface waters of Ihe Puget .Sound—Juan de 
F'uca area. 

This, in turn, will enable the authorities lo 
adopt Ihe best, and quickest remedial actions to 
combat an encroaching disaster. 

These fouling materials can range from oil 
spills lo log loss from lows. " 

In view of the continuing political talks about 
establishing new oil ports in our locality, and the 
threat of oil super tankers travelling our coastal 
routes, Ihe Puget .Sound drift program is a most 
reassuring step in Ihe right direction lo our 
environmental proleclidh.
